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Fifteen  German  Machines  Known  to  Be  De- 
stroyed, While  Thirty-One  Are  Driven  Down 
in  Damaged  Condition — Some  of  These 
Thought  to  Have  Been  Wrecked 

BRITISH  ACKNOWLEDGE  LOSS 

OF  TWENTY-EIGHT  AIRPLANES 


Berlin  Reports  That  Forty-Four  Machines  of 
Allies  Were  Destroyed  — Ten  German  Bal- 
loons Brought  Down  in  Flames — British 
Troops  Advance  Near  St.  Quentin 


LONDON,  April  7. — In  terrific  air 
fighting  during-  the  last  two  days  and 
nights  In  Northern  France,  British  aero- 
planes carried  out  numerous  raidB  and 
dropped  more  than  eight  tons  of  bombs. 
Twenty-eight  British  machines  are 
missing,  ssys  the  official  statement 
from  British  headquarters  in  France  to- 
day,  while  fifteen  German  aeroplanes 
Wefe  MiB  tO  cT*sn  to  the  around,  and 
thirty-one  German  machines  were  driven 
down  damaged.  Ten  German  balloons, 
tbe  statement  adds,  were  brought  down 
In  flames. 

The  report  reads: 

"In  the  neighborhood  of  St.  Quentin, 
our  troops  gained  ground  during  the 
plght,  taking  a  number  of  points  be- 
tween the  villages  of  Moloney  and  Jean- 
court,  and  reaching  the  outskirts  of 
Fresnoy-le-Pcttlt. 

"There  was  considerable  artillery  ac- 
tivity on  both  sides  today,  near  Arras, 
sod  In  tbe  Ypres  sector. 

"During  the  day  and  night  of  April 
6  and  •  our  aeroplanes  have  been  very 
active.  continually  harassing  the 
enemy's  communications  a  long  way  in 
the  rear,  and  seeking  out  his  fighting 
machines  a  considerable  distance  be- 
hind bis  lines.  Largo  tracts  of  the 
enemy's  country  for  many  miles  In  the 
rear  have  been  photographed,  more  than 
1,700  photographs  being  taken  behind 
the  enemy's  lines. 

"Co-operation  with  the  artillery  dur- 
ing the  daytime  was  unhindered  except 
by  the  weather,  although  repeated  at- 
tempts were  made  J>y  the  enemy  to  pre- 
vent this  important  work. 

"Seventeen  successful  bomb  raids 
were  carried  out  on  enemy  aerodromes, 
ammunition  depots  and  railways  a  long 
distance  behind  the  line«V  in  addition  to

"All  the  time,  immense  fighting  be- 
tween large  formations  took  place.  Our 
casualties  are  twenty-eight  machines 
missing,  a  large  number  of  which  are 
known  to  have  been  shot  down  in  com- 
bat over  the  enemy's  country. 

"It  is  known  that  the  enemy  suffered 
very  heavy  casualties.  In  one  case,  an 
observer  was  seed  to  fall  out  of  his  ma- 
chine, which  went  down,  out  of  control, 
In  a  spin.  In  another  case,  the  fight- 
ing was  so  close  that  an  enemy  pilot 
was  seen  to  fall  out  of  his  machine, 
which  was  out  of  control,  and  diving  by 
the  nose. 

"Fifteen  hostile  machines  were 
driven  down  and  actually  seen  to  crash 
to  the  ground,   while   31     others     were 


driven    down    damaged,    a    large    propor- 
tion   of   which    must   have    been    totally 
destroyed.      In  addition,   ten   hostile   bal- 
loons  were    brought   down    In    flames." 
Killing  Civilians 

PARIS,  April  7.-— The  official  state- 
ment tonight  reads: 

"Quite  spirited  artillery  actions  oc- 
curred today,  especially  between  the 
Somme  and  the  Olse,  south  of  the  All- 
ette  River  and  northwest  of  Rhetms. 

"In  the  Argonne  a  surprise  attack  by 
the  enemy  against  our  trenches  In  the 
valley  of  the  Aire  was  repulsed. 

"According  to  late  reports,  the  Ger- 
mans tired  today  and  last  night  7,500 
shells  on  Rhelms,  fifteen  civilians  be- 
ing killed   and   many  wounded." 

Violent  cannonading  went  on  during 
last  night  on  the  French  front  south  of 
St.  Quentin,  in  the  region  of  Dallon  and 
Grulgles,  the  War  Office  announced  this 
afternoon.  The  artillery  was  very  ac- 
tive   also    northwest    of    Berry-au-Bac. 

German  reconnoitring  parties,  caught 
under  the  fire  of  French  guns,  were  dis- 
persed. 

South  of  VUIe-au-Bols  a  German  at- 
tack was  repulsed. 

Grenade  fighting  in  the  region  east 
of  Saptgneul,  northwest  of  Rhelms,  re- 
sulted advantageously  to  the  French. 

In  the  region  west  of  the  Meuse  Ger- 
man  trenches  were  successfully  raided. 

The  statement  adds: 

"During  a  bombardment  of  Rhelms  by 
the  enemy  yesterday  several  fires  broke 
out.  Ten  civilians,  of  whom  three  are 
women,   were  wounded. 

"During  the  night  German  aviators 
threw  down  several  bombs  in  the 


.   causing  neither  loss  of  'life 
nor  material  damage." 

Berlin  Claims 

LONDON.  April  7.— Destruction  of 
forty-four  British  and  French  aero- 
planes on  the  Franco-Belgian  front  in 
one  day's  fighting  was  announced  by 
Berlin. 

The  French  have  been  violently  bom- 
barding the  German  lines  at  St.  Quen- 
tin and  south  of  that  city  near  Dallon 
and  Grulgles.     . 

The  French  artillery  also  has  been 
very  active  north  of  Berry-au-Bac.  At- 
tempts were  made  by  French  troops  to 
recover  lost  trenches  at  Saplgneul,  but 
failed,  according  to  Berlin.  The  Ger- 
mans have  again  bombarded  Rhelms.

Isier  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  the  new  Gov- 
ernment In  an  interview  with  preaa  repre- 
sentative*  today. 

"The  definition  by  President  Wilson  of 
tho  purpaaea  of  the  war,"  continued  Prof. 
Mlllukoft,  "correepond  entirely  with  the 
declarations  of  tha  atatenmen  of  the 
Allied   powers.  , 

"None  of  tho  Allies  Indulges  In  terms  of 
usurpation.  We  all  dealre  that  the  terri- 
tories wrested  by  fore*  aball  bo  restored, 
and  that  frontier*-  *hall  be  definitely  es- 
tablished in  accordance  with  nationality. 
In  other  word*,  tho  Bntento  powers  will  be 
able  to  consider  th*lr  victory  complete 
when  they  have  attained  tha  fundamental 
conditions  of  tho  Pretldvnt'a  programme— 
Uto  transformation  of  the  map  of  Europe, 
especially  to  tha  southeast,  upon  line* 
which  wilt  Insure  durable  peace  and  ellm- 
ipat*  every  pretext  for  new  conflicts.  We 
can  apeak  of  a  peace  without  annexations, 
(f  by  annexations  we  mean  usurpation*. 
With  this  Important  reservation,  the  words

Another  Norwegian  Steamer 
Carrying  Cargo  of  Corn  Tor- 
pedoed Without  Warning 
and  Two  Men  Killed.

Washington  Plans  to  Make  Loan 
of  Not  Less  Than  $2,000,- 
000,000-Bond  Issue  of  $5,- 
000,000,000  Contemplated, 


BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  April  6,  via  London,  April  T. 
— The  correspondent  of  The  London 
Times  today  observed  St.  Quentin  from 
a  distance  of  between  two  and  threo 
miles,  and  also  saw  six  field  guns  cap- 
tured at  Francilly  Wood,  besides  talk- 
ing with  the  men  who  took  them. 

The  weather  was  so  hazy  that  the 
town  of  Mt.  Quentin  was  only  dimly 
visible  on  the  right  where  we,  with 
the  gallant  French,  wer«  pushing  into 
the  fringees  of  the  town  Itself.  On 
the  farther  left,  our  men  in  tbe  morn- 
ing bad  tajten  Lemplre,  north  o*  Rons- 
soy,  ,and  are  in  tbe  neighboring  coun- 
try ahead  of  Leihplrs.  Last  night 
(Thursday)  wo  pushed  through  Sel- 
ene y,  capturing  a  little  wood  to  the 
north  of  the  village,  and  were  working 
slowly  forward  with  spluttering  riflo 
and  machine  gun  fire  along  tho  whole 
line.  The  guns  on  both  sides  were  ' 
steadily  at  work,  not  with  any  such 
mighty  roar  as  signalizes  one  of  our 
great  advances,  but  sufficient  to  show 
that  nowhere  were  we  giving  the 
enemy  rest.  Best  of  all  Is  the  gaiety 
and   keenness   of   spirit   of   our   men. 

The  six  guns  taken  from  Francilly 
were  a  pleasant  surprise.  We  saw  them 
nicely  ranged  In  a  row  as  they  were 
taken  by  Midland  troops,  who  drove 
the  Germans  from  tbe  little  wood 
where  rthe  ibattery  was  hidden.  It 
was  gallantly  done,  but  the  enemy  did 
not  wait  for  the  bayonets,  fleeing  and 
leaving  their  guns  under  the  rifle  flre 
of  our  advancing  line.  Feeble  counter- 
attacks were  easily  beaten  off.  We  re- 
mained  In  possession  of  th)   wood. 

At  night  the  work  of  removing  the 
guns,  which  was  entrusted  to  other 
troopB,  was  begun.  The  first  three 
guns  were  got  away  without  interrup- 
tion. When  the  fourth  and  fifth  were 
being  taken  away  tho  enemy  came  on 
In  strength.  The  Germans*  shooting 
was  abominable,  and  our  little  force 
engaged  in  dragging  the  guns  had  not 
one  single  casualty.  The  enemy,  so 
largely  outnumbered  us,  however,  that 
our  small  screen  of  troops  covering 
the  party  salvaging  the  guns  withdrew 
from  the  wood,  which  was  left  tempor- 
arily In  the  enemy's  possession. 

•loth  Gun  Crippled 
The  fourth  and  fifth  guns  being 
swiftly  pulled  behind  the  British 
front,  the  troops  came  back  again  for 
the  sixth.  As  we  approached,  an  ex- 
plosion told  us  that  the  Germans  had 
blown  up  the  breech  of  the  gun,  and 
that  that  done,  they  had  bolted.  They 
showed  no  fight.  We  got  all  six  guns, 
though  one  was  crippled,  without  the 
loss  of  a  single  man,  and  this  failure 
of  the  Germans  t6  show  fight  when  we 
threaten  to  come  to  close  quarters  Is 
now  so  typical  that  one  is  Inclined  to 
think  It  must  be  under  orders.  The 
enemy  is  now  doing  all  he  can  to 
economise  in  men.  It  Is  difficult  to  be- 
lieve this,  but  otherwise  there  could  be 
no  such  cowardice  as  Illustrated  this 
happening. 

There  is  an  illuminating  story  of 
three  of  our  officers  who,  two  days 
ago,  when  reconnoiteirtng.  found  them- 
selves In  the  presence  of  a  party  of 
more  than  twenty  Germans.  Our  offi- 
cers opened  fire  with  their  revolvers 
and  chased  the  enemy  out  of  the  wood, 
killing  two  of  them.  They  had  no  re- 
serve ammunition,  and  only  II  shots 
In  their  chambers,  and  when  these  were 
used  they  were  compelled  to  fall  back. 
The  Germans,  who  mnst  have  under- 
stood that  the  officers  were  afraid  to 
follow  far,  contented  themselves  with 
futile  rifle  fire  at  a  distance. 

This  Is  symptomatic  of  the  differ- 
ence in  the  spirit  of  the  two  armies. 


WASHINGTON,  April  7.— Administra- 
tion leaders  in  conference  today  decided 
to  unlock  at  once  the  vast  financial  re- 
sources of  the'  United  States  to  the 
Allies. 

To  relieve  the  economic  needs  of  the 
Entente  Allies,  a  huge  loan,  of  dimen- 
sions not  yet  determined,  but  not  less 
than  12,000,000,000,  will  be  forthcoming 
from  this  country  as  speedily  as  Con- 
gress can  pass  tho  necessary  legislation. 

Not  a  penny  of  profit,  it  was  authori- 
tatively stated,  will  be  expected  or  re- 
ceived by  this  country  on  the  loan.  The 
loan  will  be  America's  immediate  con- 
tribution to  the  Allied  cause,  with  tho 
promise  of  other  contributions  of  money, 
munitions  and  foodstuffs  to  come  as 
needed. 

An  immediate  bond  issue,  possibly 
reaching  $r>,000,000,000,  is  forecasted  by 
today's  action.  The  exact  amount  la 
yet  to  be  determined.  Legislation  pro- 
viding for  the  issue  will  be  introduced 
in  Congress  speedily,  no  later  than  next 
week,  and  within  thirty  days  a  substan- 
tial portion  of  the  greut  loan  is  ex- 
pected to  be  available  for  the  Entente 
.Governments. 

The  forthcoming  bond  Issue,  it  was 
authoritatively  said,  .to  be  placed  be- 
fore the  public  as  quickly  as  possible, 
in  denominations  as  low  as  |100,  and 
possibly  $25,  will  bear  "a  reasonable  In- 
terest rate,"  and  the  entire  army  of 
American  investors — banks,  corporations 
and  individuals — will  be  afforded  an  op- 
portunity to  subscribe. 

Treasury  Department  officials  believe 
that  a  $5,000,000,000  bond  issue  can  be 
absorbed  without  difficulty  by  American 
investors,  and  it  Is  likely  that  this  will 
be  the  first  sum  offered. 

The  present  plan  calls  for  the  ex- 
change of  American  money,  dollar  for 
dollar,  for  foreign  bonds  at  par.  Bonds 
of  the  Entente  Governments  would  be 
accepted  by  the  American  Government 
as  security  for  the  loan.  The  interest 
rates  on  the  foreign  bonds,  it  wss  said, 
will  be  the  same  as  on  the  bonds  to  be 
issued  by  this  Government  in  raising 
the  big  loan.

Delegation  to  Duma  Expresses 
Dissatisfaction  With  Action 
of  Council  of  Workmen  and 
Soldiers'  Delegates, 


PETROGRAD,  Friday,  April  «,  via 
London,  April  7. — A  delegation  from  tho 
army  at  the  front  was  Introduced  to 
the  Duma  today  and  handed  the  execu- 
tive committee  the  following  resolution 
from  the  men  of  the  first  army: 

"We  are  deeply  distressed  that  the 
council  of  workmen  and  soldiers'  dele- 
gates is  extending  Its  resolution  to  our 
army  without  the  consent  or  approval 
of  the  provisional  government,  a  fact 
which  Is  producing  misunderstandings 
in  the  army.  We  have  recognized  tho 
provlsonal  government  and  sworn  alle- 
giance to  It,  and  in  the  domain  of  re- 
form it  Is  our  duty  to  be  guided  by  It 
alone,  and  regard  the  orders,  laws,  and 
decisions  emanating  from  It  as  the  only 
official  ones." 

Delegates  from  tbe  Black  6ea  fleet 
and  Sebastopol  Garrison  also  presented 
a  resolution  which  read:  "Lot  us  speak 
boldly,  as  if  In  times  of  peace.  Re- 
member that  groat  battles  will  begin  in 
•  month's  time.  Then  Russia  win 
either  begin  anew  a  free  life  or  bo 
crushed  by  the  Germans.  We  mast  put

WASHINGTON,  April  7.— President 
Wilson's  war  programme  began  to  take 
concrete  form  today,  and  with  the  re- 
assembling or  the  Senate  and  House  on 
Monday  sweeping  measures  will  be  put 
forward   for  congressional   approval. 

As  the  first  step  It  Is  planned  to  give 
the  Entente  Allies,  out  of  the  nation's 
plenty,  an  enormous  loan  to  replenish 
their  treasuries  against  the  drain  of 
their  military  and  naval  efforts  in  the 
common  cause  against  Germany.  The 
President  is  ready  to  issue  bonds  up  to 
Ji-.oOu.ijOO.OOO  to  float  such  a  loan  as 
soon  sa  Congress   shall  authorise  U. 

That  the  United  States  may  be  ready. 
If  necessary,  to  bear  more  directly  a 
share  of  the  actual  military  burden, 
the  administration  appealed  for  expe- 
ditious consideration  of  the  War  De- 
partment plan  to  raise  a  million  men 
by  selective  conscription. 

For  the  important  task  of  conserving 
food  supplies  so  that  the  country  may 
support  itself  and  give  to  the  Entonte 
the  greatest  possible  advantage  from 
Its  broad  agricultural  resources,  the 
defense  council  announced  plans  for  a 
national  food  commission  under  the  di- 
rection of  Herbert  C|  Hoover,  who  man- 
aged the  great  American  work  of  relief 
In  Belgium.  At  the  same  time  the 
Agricultural  Department  again  appealed 
to  American  farmers  to  do  their  Bhare 
In  the  war  by  making  every  farm  do 
Its  best   for  the  country. 

Expects  Congress  Approval 

The  President  expects  Congress  to 
fall  In  line  quickly  behind  the  war 
plans  worked  out  by  the  executive 
branch  of  the  Government  In  months 
of  preparation.  Should  delays  develop 
In  committee  consideration  of  the  reve- 
nue and  army  proposals,  however,  there 
are  many  lesser  measures  which  could 
be  pressed  ahead  for  passage. 

The  House  naval  committee  has 
under  consideration  and  expects  to  re- 
port during  the  coming  week  three  bills 
to  strengthen  the  naval  estimates.  One 
would  provide  for  graduating  the  third 
year  class  at  the  naval  academy  in, 
May  of  next  year.  Another  would  give 
the  President  the  right  to  commandeer 
small  boats  for  the  Coast  patrol,  and 
the  third  would  allot  an  additional 
naval  academy  appropriation  to  each 
member  of  Congress.  Personnel  In- 
crease measures,  which  contemplate  the 
addition  of  «3,ooo  bluejackets  and  12,- 
600  marines,  may  be  taken  up  also  dur- 
ing the  week. 

In  addition.  Congress  will  be  asked 
to  pass  espionage  and  censorship  bills, 
to  strengthen  the  powers  of  the  ship- 
ping board,  to  revise  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Act.  and  to  adopt  many  other 
measures  to  fill  up  the  gaps  in  the  na- 
tional defence  plans.  Most  of  these 
measures  already  are  In  shape  for  the 
consideration  of  Congress,  on  which 
will  rest  during  the  next  few  weeks  re- 
sponsibility for  rounding  out  the  war 
programme.

out  that  when  the  matter  was  an  sat  dis- 
cussion at  The  Hague  eonfereaee  the 
British  representatives  urged  t~at  neu- 
trals should  not  be  permittee  to  alter 
neutrality  raise  duiiag  war,  except  to 
moke  them   more   stringent. 

Th*  tone  of  tbe  reply  la  reported  to 
be  very  friendly. 


HAVANA.  April  7. — Cubn.  not  y,*t  "out 
of  her  teens  us  a  republic.  Im  ;»t  war 
with  Germany,  the  llrst  of  the  L.atin 
American  countries  to  range  hertH-lf 
alongside  the  United  States,  her  liber- 
ator and   protector. 

At  7:10  tonight  President  Menocal 
affixed  his  signature  to  the  joint  reso- 
lution passed  unanimously  late  this 
afternoon  by  both  the  Senate  and 
without  a  dissenting  voice  being  raised, 
thus  putting  into  en>ct  the  declaration 
that  a  state  .it'  war  exisjs  between  Cuba 
and  the.  Imperial   German   Government. 

The  Joint  committees  appointed'  only 
yesterday  by  the  Senate  and  House 
agreed  early  this  afternoon  upon  the 
phraseology  of  the  resolution  to  bo  pre- 
sented, and  the  stage  was  set  for  quick 
action  before  either  branch  of  Congress 
convened. 

Promptly    Adopted 

The  Senate  acted  with  extreme  so- 
lemnity. The  resolution  was  read.  Dr. 
Doli,  Conservative  leader,  then  took  the 
floor  and  made  a  short  impressive 
spe.-u  in  favor  of  the  resolution.  No 
amendments  were  offered,  and  the 
seventeen  Senators  present  voted  "aye" 
when   the  motion   was  put. 

In  the  House,  Representative  Alfredo 
Betancourt,  speaking  for  the  Conserva- 
tives, mado  an  impassioned  speech  In 
favor  of  lis  adoption.  13y  a  rising  vote 
the  House  unanimously  adopted  the 
resolution. 
.The  resolution   follows: 

Article  1 — Resolved  that  from  today 
a  stale  of  war  is  formally  declared 
between  the  Republic  of  Cuba  and  the 
Imperial  Government  of  Germany,  and 
the  President  of  the  Republic  is  author- 
ized and  directed  by  this  resolution  to 
employ  all  the  forces  of  the  nation  and 
the  resources  of  our  Government  to 
make  war  against  tho  Imperial  German 
Government  with  the  object  of  main- 
taining our  rights,  guarding  our  terri- 
tory, providing  for  our  security,  pre- 
venting any  acts  which  may  be  at- 
tempted against  us  and  defending  the 
navigation  of  the  seas,  the  liberty  of 
commerce  and  the  rights  of  neutrals 
from  injustice. 

"Article  2 — The  President  of  the  He- 
public  1b  hereby  authorized  to  use  all 
the  land  and  naval  forces  in  the  form 
he  may  deem  necessary,  using  existing 
forces,  reorganizing  them  or  creating 
new  ones,  and  to  dispose  ,of  the  econo- 
mic forces  of  the  nation  in  any  way  he 
may  deem  necessary. 

Article  3 — The  President  will  give  ac- 
count to  Congress  of  the  measures 
adopted  in  fulfilment  of  this  law,  which 
will  be  in  operation  from  the  moment 
of  its  publication  In  the  official 
Gazette." 

Seizing  airman  Teasels 

Late  today  the  chief  inspector  of  the 
port  notified  Eusidlo  Azplazu,  secretary 
to  the  President,  that  he  had  observed 
large  volumes  of  smoke  pouring  from 
the  funnel  of  the  self-Interned  German 
Bhlp  Ilavaria.  Port  police  went  aboard 
tbe  ship  and  were  informed  by  her  com. 
mender,  Capt.  Graafies,  that  he,  in  com- 
pliance with  orders  from  his  Govern- 
ment, had  attempted  to  damage  the  ma- 
chinery in  order  to  render  the  ship  use- 
less. 

The  crew,  together  with  the  csptaln 
and  his  wife,  were  removed,  as  were 
the  crews  of  three  other  Interned  Ger- 
man ships  In  Havana  Harbor.

Panama  Voile  la  Xdao 

PANAMA,  April  7.— The  President  of 
tbe  Republic  of  Panama,  Dr.  Ramon 
Valdes,  signed  a  proclamation  this  af- 
ternoon committing  Panama  unreserved- 
ly to  the  assistance  of  the  United 
Stat-s  In  the  defence  of  the  canal. 

The  President  also  cancelled  the 
exequaturs  of  all  the  German  consuls 
in  Panama. 

Tbe  proclamation   declares: 

"Our  Indisputable  duty  In  this  tre- 
mendous hour  of  history  Is  of  a  com- 
mon ally,  whose  Interest  and  existence, 
as  well,  are  linked  with  the  United 
States.  As  the  situation  creates  dan- 
gers for  our  country.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  people  of  Panama  to  co-operate  with 
all  the  energies  and  resources  they  can 
command  for  the  protection  of  tho 
canal  and  to  safeguard  national  terri- 
tory. 

"The  attitude  of  the  people  was  fore- 
seen and  Interpreted  faithfully  In  a  re- 
solution unanimously  adopted  by  the 
National  Assembly  on  February  14,  and 
confirmed  by  later  laws,  and  the  mo- 
ment has  arrived  for  the  executive  to 
act  in  accordance  with  the  declaration* 
of  the  supreme  body.  I  therefore  de- 
clare that  the  Panama  nation  will  lend 
emphatic  co-operation  to  the  United 
States  against  enemies  who  expect  or 
attempt  to  execute  host  lis  acts  against 
the  territory  of  the  canal,  or  In  any 
manner  affect  or  tend  to  affect  the  com- 
mon  Into  rests. 

"Tbe  Government  will  adopt  adequate 
In  oooordaoce  with  the  clr- 
I  coootdor  H  the  patriotic 
duty  of  all  Panama  *tttseas  to  facili- 
tate th*  military  operation*  which  the 
forces  of  tho  United  States  undertake

WASHINGTON,  April  7  — Suppression 
of  German  propaganda  in  South  America 
was  dlsciiHHed  u(  the  State  Department 
today  by  Counsellor  Polk  and  Ambassa- 
dor Spring  Rice.  Huge  war  profits  by 
Germans  in  South  America,  it  is  known, 
have  been  used  for  interfering  with  sup- 
plies to  tl>e  Allies  ami  for  furnishing 
supplies  to  Gernmn  raiders.  An  exten- 
sive German  under k round  system  hua 
beon  established  through  many  coun- 
tries. 

Defeat  of  the  system  it  is  deelured,  is 
made  sure  by  entrance  Into  tho  war  of 
the  Cnltcd  Status.  This  country  and 
the  .Min  s  now  control  most  of  the 
world's  shipping  and  bunker  coal,  and 
German  agents  In  South  America,  if 
unneutral,  can  bu  kept  front  selling 
thalr  goods  abroad  by  refusal  of  cargo 
space  and   by   refusal  of  coal. 

Argentina  has  Imd  the  mos  ttrouhla 
with  German  propaganda.  Germnu 
agents  tbero  are  thought  to  have  been 
supplying  raiders  and  to  have  brought 
about  tho  condition  that  forced  the 
Govilnmcnt  to  embargo  foodstuffs  and 
other  .  \i. ..ii  .  The  financial  power  of 
the  Germans  has  become  bo  great  thai 
it  has  been  possible  for  them  to  handi- 
cap seriously  the  plans  of  the  Argeii-^ 
im. i    Government. 

Brazil,  too,  despite  Its  present  agita- 
tion for  war,  has  suffered  from  German 
efforts,  largely  because  of  the  large 
German  settlements  In  South  Brazil,  and 
German  control  of  Brazilian  exports 
Until  the  sinking  of  the  Brazilian  ehlp 
Parana  a  few  days  ago  tlie  German  ele- 
ment has,  been  able  to  stay  any  action 
that  would  favor  the  Allies. 

The  Ajlied  Governments  believe  this 
country  will  be  better  equipped  to  co- 
operate with  the  South  American  Gov- 
ernments In  the  suppression  of  German 
activities  than  they  themselves.  It  ia 
believed  probable  that  the  United  Stales 
will  enter  Into  negotiation*  with  several 
of  the  southern  republics  as  to  the  best 
means  to  be  adopted  to  make  this  coun- 
try's efforts  to  aid  successful.

WASHINGTON,  April  7.— Report*  of 
Qerman  commerce  raiders  off  Atlantic 
ports  of  the  United  States  were  flashed 
along  the  seaboard  today  and  all  ship- 
ping practically  was  tied  up,  while  navy 
'•patrols  went  out  to  establish  the  Iden- 
tity of  the  mysterious  ships  reported 
near  the  lanes.  It  was  the  first  breath 
of  war  at  the  doors  of  the  United 
.states  and  it  sent  a  thrill  through  the 
country. 

The  first  report  came  from  the  Nan- 
tucket lightship,  which  saw  a  strange 
ship  passing  west  at  7:20  o'clock  this 
morning  and  promptly  reported  It  to  the 
Boston  Navy  Yard  and  the  Navy  De- 
partment. Destroyer  flotillas  are  at  sea 
In  the  vicinity  and  presumably  they 
heard  the  wireless  warning  which  swept 
the  coast  and  set  out  to  locate  the 
craft.  Meanwhile  shipping  was  warned 
not  to  venture  out. 

Soon  afterward  a  report  of  a  raider 
off  the  Virginia  Capes  came  from 
Hampton  Roads,  where  shipping  also 
was  held  In  port  while  armed  craft  went 
to  sea  to- Investigate. 

Navy  officials  expect  many  reports  of 
raiders  while  the  sea  coast  is  at  high 
tension  and  many  such  probably  will 
turn  out  to  be  unoffending  tramps.  No 
precautions  are  being  overlooked,  how- 
ever, and  the  naval  patrols  are  on  the 
alert  to  examine  all  strange  ships.

Democrats  now   there." 


LONDON,  April  7.— A  Rotterdam  dis- 
patch to  The  Times  aaya  the  steamship 
Borneo  is  bringing  to  YmuMon  17 
members  of  the  crew  of  the  Danish 
steamship  Esther,  which  waa  sunk. 
The  men  had  been  five  days  in  open 
boats  in  snowstorms  when  they  wero 
rescued,  and  the  majority  wore  unable 
to  walk.

NEW  YORK.  April  7.— -A  cablegram 
received  here  today  by  the  Belgian  Re- 
lief Commission  stated  that  the  Com- 
mission's steamship  Anna  Postenes, 
which  left  New  York  March  3  via  Hall- 
fax  with  a  $850,000  cargo  of  foodstuffs 
for  Rotterdam,  had  been  sunk.  The 
message  read:  "Trevier  and  Anna 
Fostnes  sunk  off  Holland." 

The  loss  of  the  Trevier,  a  Belgian 
relief  ship,  torpedoed  without  warning, 
and  of  the  Felsten,  also  a  relief  ship, 
presumably  sunk  by  a  mine,  was  an- 
nounced several  days  ago. 

In  view  of  the  coupling  of  the  names 
of  the  Trevier  and  the  Anna  Fostenes 
in  the  latest  message,  the  Commission 
has  cabled  io  London  for-  further,  ln- 
formatlon.  The  possibility  was  sug- 
gested by  the  Commission  that  the 
message  alluded  to  the  Felsten,  owing 
to  the  similarity  of  names. 

The  Anna  Fostenes  was  without 
wireless  equipment,  and  her  crew, 
numbering  50  men,  Included  no  Ameri- 
cans. 

The  vessel,  formerly  the  steamship 
Heemskerck,  is  registered  as  of  4,577 
tons  gross.  She  was  built  in  1902  in 
Holland  and  flew  the  Norwegian  flag.- 

RIO  DE  JANEIRO.  April  7.— The 
captain  of  the  torpedoed  steamship 
Parana  cables  that  in  addition  to  the 
killing  of  three  members  of  his  crew, 
several  sailors  were  wounded  by  the 
explosion  of  the  German  torpedoes.  He 
states  that  the  ship  wan  attacked  at 
midnight  without  warning,  and  de- 
nounces the  conduct  of  the  Germans  as 
barbarous. 

Talne  of  Armament 

WASHINGTON.  April  7.— Captain 
Lyons,  of  the  American  steamship 
Mlssourlan,  destroyed  by  a  German 
submarine,  stated  In  his  report  to  the 
American  consul  at  Genoa  that  the 
Mlssourlan  could  hava  been  saved  had 
she  been  armed.  In  part  the  report  of 
the  master,  transmitted  to  the  State 
Department  today,  follows: 

"A  submarine  without  warning  flred 
a  torpedo,  which  just  missed  the  stern 
of  the  vessel.  Shortly  after  the  sub- 
marine rose  to  the  surface  and  began 
shelling  the  ship,  and  all ,  hands  took 
to  the  boats,  which  also  were  shelled. 
Later  the  ship  was  sunk  with  a  tor- 
pedo. The  Mlssourlan  was  unarmed. 
She  could  have  been  saved  had  she 
carried  guns  and  gunners." 

SHORTAGE  OF  COAL 


TOY  HI  REICH 
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Rescue  Parties  at  Coal  Creek 
Working  Hard,  With  Little 
Hope  of  Finding  Any  Alive  in 
No.  3  Mine, 


FERNIE.  April  7. — The  explosion 
which  occurred  In  No.  S  mine  at  Coal 
Creek  the  night  before  last,  while  of 
groat  force  and  wrecking  the  mine 
badly  In  many  pieces,  did  not  cause  so 
great  a  loss  of  life  as  reported  at  first. 
All  but  31  men  who  were  In  No.  3  mine 
are  accounted  for,  the  number  reported 
thus  being  reduced  from  43  to  34,  w,ho 
hava  lost  their  Uvea  through  the  ex- 
plosion. 

The  reltef  parties  who  have  been 
constantly  at  work  ever  since  the  ex- 
plosion took  place  are  making  progress, 
but  very  heavy  caving  has  been  encoun- 
tered in  several  places,  which  has 
checked  advance: 

Soeeaerg  Week  Sard 

The  working  face  in  this  mine  Is 
two  miles  from  the  entrance,  and  about 
half-way  in  there  is  a  hoist  and  a 
change  of  haulage  from  rope  to  electric 
Is  made.  It  Is  there  that  the  greatest 
caving  has  taken  place,  and  as  the  time 
of  the  explosion  was  about  the  same  as 
the  time  the  men  at  the  face  might  be 
at  the  station,  it  is  thought  that  some 
of  the  men  might  have  reached  that 
point  and  been  caught  under  the  heavy 
fall  of  rock.  Nothing  has  been  done  to 
remove  this  cave-in,  the  relief  parties 
pushing  on  towards  the  face  in  the 
faint  hope  of  finding  some  of  the  Im- 
prisoned miners  still  alive.

Von  Eckhardt.  the 
German  ambassador,  waa  also  silent, 
declining  to  receive  newspaper  men. 

The  American  colony  met  at  the 
American  club  and  discussed  the  news. 
On  the  margin  of  a  bulletin  containing 
the  news  of  the  passage  of  the  war 
resolution,  posted  In  the  reception  hall, 
all  members  of  the  club  signed  their 
names  as  a  mark  of  approval.

WA«HINGTON,  April  7.— A  prospec- 
tive Mump  of  more  than  5t.W0.00O 
bushels  in  the  Winter  crop  of  wheat,  as 
compared  with  laat  year's  crop,  is  the 
first  war -feeding  problem  to  confront 
the  UnlteoT  mates.  Official  estimates 
of  the  Department  of  agriculture  to- 
day—the «ro*  for  the  #1117  harvest- 
forecast  that  much  ©f  a  decrease,  al- 
though  the  acreage  is  much  greater. 

It  la  estimated  that  the  Winter  wheat 
crop  will  be  about  480.000.000  bushels. 
Last  year  4»l.f44,000  bushels  were  har- 
vested, and  678.947.000  bushels  were 
produced  In  1*16.  The  condition  on 
April  1  was  «S.4  per  cent  of  a  normal 
compared  with  78.S  last  year.  88.8  in 
1»15.  and  the  Jan-year  average  of  86.2. 
The  condlfW  decreased  22.3  per  cent 
form  December  1  to  April  1,  compared 
with  an  average  decline  of  4  points  In 
the  last  10  yeara  between  those  dates. 
The  condition  of  Winter  wneat  In  the 
important  growing  states  on  April  1 
was:  Ohio,  80;  Indiana,  66;  Illinois. 
60;  Missouri,  62;  Nebraska,  33;  Kansas, 
45;  Oklahoma,  74. 

The  condition  of  rye  on  April  1  was 
88.06  per  cent  of  a  normal,  compared 
with  87.8  last  year,  89.5  in  1915.  and 
the  ten-year  average  of  89.6. 
Shortage  Xs  Serious 
The  food  problem  of  the  coming  year 
being  one  of  the  paramount  questions 
affecting  the  United  States  in  the  war, 
extraordinary  Interest  centred  in  the 
Government's  report  today  showing  the 
condition  and  production  forecast  of  the 
Winter  wheat  crop  handled  last  Au- 
tumn. 

The  extent  of  the  Winter  wmeat  crop, 
usually  about  two-thirds  of  the  entire 
production  of  wheat  In  this  country,  is 
a  vital  question,  inasmuch  as  the 
Allies  will  depend  to  a  large  degree 
upon  American  supplies  and  Argentina 
has  placed  an  embargo  on  wheat  and 
flour  exporta. 

The  Winter  wheat  area  In  the  United 
Statea  last  Autumn  was  40,090,000 
acres,  one  of  the  largest  acreages  ever 
planted.  How  muoh  of  this  acreage 
will  have  to  be  abandoned  because  of 
conditions  which  prevailed  during  the 
Winter  has  been  a  cause  of  much  spec- 
ulation. Reports  from  different  sources 
reaching  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
have  Indicated  that  there  was  some 
Winter  killing  of  Winter  wheat 
in  many  sections  of  Kentucky,  Ten- 
nessee, Illnols,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma,  Kansas  and  Texas, 
and  of  hard  Winter  wheat  on  the  west- 
ern and  southwestern  plains,  particu- 
larly in  Kansas  and  Oklahoma.  Wheth- 
er the  extent  of  the  damage  la  more 
than  the  average  was  uncertain.  Lack 
of  adequate  snow  covering  during  the 
Winter  was  reported  and  prolonged  and 
aevere  drought  conditions  have  follow- 
ed. Much  of  the  Winter  sown  acreage 
that  has  been  abandoned  undoubtedly 
will  be  sown  '  to  Spring  wheat  because 
of  the  Indicated  shortage  of  the  Win- 
ter crop  and  the  prevailing  high  prices. 
The  cereal  specialists  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  are  recommending 
to  farmers  that  if  the  crop  is  not  more 
than  half  killed  they  let  it  grow. 
Where  more  than  that  has  been  killed 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  belt  seed- 
ing to  Spring  wheat  Is  recommended, 
but  In  the  southern  part  of  the  region 
planting  of  corn   is  proposed 

Notwithstanding  the  heavy  decrease 
In  the  prospective  Winter  wheat  crop, 
the  production  of  rye  is  forecast  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  60,000,000 
bushels,  which  would  be  a  larger  out- 
put of  that  crop  than  ever  before  re- 
corded In  the  United  States.  Last 
year  the  production  of  rye  was  47.383.- 
000  bushels;  in  1915  it  was  64,050,000 
bushels,  and  the  average  of  the  prev- 
ious Ave  years  was  37,568,000  bushels. 
Soaring-  at  Chicago 
CHICAGO.  April  7.  —  Wheat  prices 
jumped  skyward  today  on  receipt  of 
news  that  the  crop  report  of  the  Gov- 
ernment showed  the  domestic  Winter 
crop  was  In  a  condition  far  worse  than 
even  the  moBt  bullish  forecasts  had  im- 
plied. Before  the  Washington  official 
flgures  were  at  hand,  the  market  had 
suffered  a  sharp  rise  on  account  of  re- 
ports of  the  sighting  of  German  sea 
raiders  off  Nantucket  and  the  Virginia 
Capes  and  because  outbound  merchant 
steamships  for  Europe  had  been  or- 
derd  to  return  to  American  ports.  AH 
such  factors,  however,  were  ignored 
after  the  crop  estimate  of  the  Govern- 
ment came. 

Exciting  trading  carried  the  market 
almost  vertically  upward  to  |2.12  for 
May  wheat  from  82.04%,  an  ascent  In

Bluestem  sold 
at  91.86.      Yesterday    It   was    11.81. 


BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  JN 
PRANCE.  April  6.  via  London,  April  7. 
—Prisoners  taken  In  the  fighting  about 
8a  vy  were  mostly  Jaegers,  and  were 
poor  military  material.  Even  storming 
parties,  which  usually  are  made  up  from 
seasoned  troops,  now  seem  to  include 
half-trained  youtha 

A  constant  feature  of  our  advance  is 
the  extraordinary  number  of  booby 
trapa  among  the  ruins  of  dugouts,  on 
which  the  Germans  expended  endless 
futile  Ingenuity  and  labor.  Any  loose 
article  lying  about  a  dugout  or  trench 
or  ruined  house,  or  anywhere,  In  fact, 
may  have  connection  with  a  '  hidden 
mine.  Everywhere  we  are  finding  con- 
trivances where  the  wires  are  sub- 
merged in  acid  and  are  being  slowly 
eaten  through  to  cause  explosion  in  due 
course.  Although  these  contrivances 
must  be  numbered  in  many  hundreds, 
they  have  not  coat  us  ten  lives,  and  have 
given  us  a  vast  amount  of  entertain- 
ment. The  enemy  who  were  waiting  for 
the  sounds  of  explosions  must  have  been 
hugely  disappointed. 

The  curious  contrast  to  the  general 
savagery  of  the  retreating  enemy  is 
shown  in  the  graves  of  British  flying 
men  which  have  been  found.  The  vari- 
ous graveyards  are  carefully  tended. 
There  are  manifestations  of  that  more 
chivalrous  spirit  which  has  been  main- 
tained between  the  flying  corps  of  all 
countries.  It  may  be  also  that  the  Ger- 
mans knew  that  these  will  be  preserved, 
and  are  In  hope  that  they  may  stand  as 
permanent  Refutation  of  the  general 
charge  of  barbarism.  It  will  take  more 
than  the  graves  of  half  a  dozen  brave 
flying  men  to  offset  the  damning  evi- 
dence of  all  these  miles  of  devastation 
and  outrage. 

One  hears  stories  of  Khlan  patrols  in 
British  uniforms  which  are  undoubtedly 
true.  They  can  do  no  harm.  Theee  de- 
vices are  only  like  their  booby  traps, 
evidence  of  hole  and  corner  warfare,  of 
trick  of  disguise,  to  which  the  mighty 
German  army  is  now  reduced.  German 
warfare  Is  the  warfare  of  cunning,  cow- 
ardly savages.

FROM  AMERICA 


General  Sir  William  Robertson 
Expects  Material  as  Well  as 
Moral  Assistance — Speaks 
of  German  Savagery, 


German  Cruiser 
Apra,  Island  of 
Up  —  Seven 
Men  Killed. 


Interned  at 
Guam,  Blown 
Officers    and 


LONDON,  April  7.— General  Sir  Wil- 
liam Robertson,  chief  of  the  Imperial 
general  staff,  welcomes  American  par- 
ticipation in  the  war  for  many  reasons, 
but  above  and  beyond  all,  because  the 
war  is  a  fight  for  freedom  in  which  all 
freemen  and  nations  are  concerned.  "If 
It  were  not  that,"  says  Sir  William,  "my 
job,  for  instance,  would  not  be  worth 
doing. 

"I  don't  underestimate  the  moral 
value  of  America's  Joining  In  the  war," 
he  said,  "but  after  all,  this  war  can- 
not be  won  by  moral  Influences.  It  has 
to  be  won  by  fighting.  If  America 
sends  an  expeditionary  force  to  .France 
it  will  do  good  work.  Americans  are 
very  quick  in  the  uptake.  They  make 
excellent  soldiers  in  a  very  short  time. 
I've   seen   them   at   it" 

General  Robertson  evidently  refers  to 
the.  Americans  forming  a  not  Inconsider- 
ablb  portion  of  some  of  the  Canadian 
leglments,  and  whom  he  has  seen  at 
work  In  France.  He  spoke  't  the  spirit 
of  the   men   out   there. 

"If  they  were  not  fighting  for  some- 
thing that  inspired  them,"  he  said, 
"they  could  not  do  what  they  do.  They 
are  splendid  fellows,  risking  death  and 
wounds  without  hesitation,  and  dolrg 
the  work  freemen  would  not  undertake 
in  the  mass  If  it  were  not  because  they 
knew  they  were  freemen,  fighting  for 
fieedom.  That  same  spirit  will  animate 
an  expeditionary  force  from  the  United 
States' 

Will  Have  Opportunity 

Without  committing  himself  to  pny 
definite  prediction,  General  Robertson 
gave  the  impression  that  he  believed 
the  war  would  last  a  good  tli.*e  longer, 
and  that  the  United  States  would  have 
ample  opportunity  for  taking  an  active 
part  in  the  actual  operations. 

"The  Americans  will  stick  to  it,  I 
know;  your  people  will  never  let  go 
once  they  have  taken  hold.  When  the 
Americans  see  what  has  been  done  by 
the  enemy  in  France,  in  the  territory 
out  of  which  the  Allies  have  driven 
them,  they  will  understand  even  better 
than  they  do  now  what  it  is  we  are 
fighting  for.  The  destruction  created 
by  the  enemy  before  his  retreat  was  not 
only  ■  indescribable — until  I  saw  it  I 
could  not  .Imagine  It — but  It  waa  wan- 
ton and  Without. military  purpose  for 
the  most  part"  ■'  •   . 

This,  coming  from  a  soldier  of  Gen- 
eral Robertson's  standing  and  knowledge 
of  w*r  la  a  notable  Indictment  of  the 
German  military  machine.  Whatever 
he  thinks  of  that  machine  as  a  ffght- 
ing  organization.  Sir  William  does  not 
hesitate  to  condemn  many  of  Its  meth- 
ods of  makfng  war.  "They  have  made 
this,"  he  said,  "the  most  terrible  of  all 
wars — Inhumanly  and  unnecessarily  so." 
Asked  to  what  motives  he  attributed 
the  German  devastation  of  Prance,  Gen- 
eral Robertson  said:  - 

"Undoubtedly  it  Is  designed  to  make 
the  French  and  Belgians  seek  peace  in 
order  to  save  the  territory  In  German 
hands  from  similar  destruction." 

Absolute  confidence  in  the  final  Issue 
ts  now  felt  by  the  chief  of  the  Imperial 
staff.  The  present  operations  are  pro- 
gressing most  satisfactorily."  The  work 
done  by  the  British  army  hy  moving 
over  a  desert — It  Is  worse  than  a  des- 
ert." said  Sir  Wlllism.  parenthetically, 
"hut  T  can't  think  of  a  better  word  to 
describe  It— and  getting  their  big  guns 
already  at  work  on  the  new  German  de- 
fences has  been  admirable." 

The  so-railed  Hlndenburg  line  will 
not.  In  his  opinion,  long  resist  the  pres- 
sure being  brought  to  hear.  The  ferro- 
concrete defences  on  which  the  Germans 
have  laid  so  much  emphasis,  are  by  no 
mean*  as  strong  as  earth  *  works,  of 
which  the  old  Haas  largely  consisted. 

Ton  can  toll  the  American  people." 
said  General  Robertson,  In  conclusion, 
"how  heartily  I  weleosne  their  coming 
into  this  war  far 


WASHINGTON.  April  7— The  Interned 
German  unprotected  cruiser  Cormoran. 
anchored  at  Apra,  Guam,  refused  to  sur- 
render to  the  American  force  which 
went  to  take  possession  of  her  and 
was  blown  up  by  her  crew.  One  Ger- 
man warrant  officer  and  one  enlisted 
man  were  killed  by  the  explosion  and 
one  warrant  officer  and  four  enlisted 
men  missing.  Twenty  officers,  twelve 
warrant  officers  and  321  enlisted  men 
were  taken  prisoners  by  the  American 
forces. 

The  Navy  Department  reported  this 
forenoon: 

"The  German  auxiliary  cruiser  Cor- 
moran waa  blown  up  in  the  harbor  of 
Apra,  Island  of  Guam,  today,  by  her 
crew,  sinking  Immediately.  One  war- 
rant officer  and  one  enlisted  man  are 
dead,  one  warrant  officer  and  four  en- 
listed men  are  missing,  and  twenty  of- 
ficers,' twelve  warrant  officers  and  321 
enlisted  men  have  been  made  prisoners. 
Tried  to  Obtain  Supplies 

"On  October  28,  1914,  a  thirty-flve- 
foot  cutter  called  the  'Ocean  Comber* 
entered  the  harbor  of  Apra,  Island  of 
Guam,  in  charge  of  Lieut,  von  Elponse, 
of  the  Imperial  German  Navy.  The 
boat  and  party  of  three  officers  and 
four  natives  of  New  Guinea  bad  been 
at  sea  for  a  long  time,  having  left  the 
Cormorau  for  the  purpose  of  sending  a 
cable  to  San  Francisco  for  supplies. 
The  date  of  the  cipher  was  October  1 
and  the  location  of  the  Cormoran  was 
not  disclosed.  Permission  wan  not 
granted  to  send  the  cablegram  and  the 
officers  and  men   were  interned. 

"On  December  14,  1915,  the  German 
auxiliary  cruiser  Cormoran  appeared  off 
the  harbor  of  Apra,  and  sent  a  radio 
asking  permission  to  enter  for  coal  and 
provisions.  She  was  allowed  to  enter 
and  the  commanding  officer  to  visit 
the  Governor. 

"Commanding  Officer  Juckschwerdt 
stated  that  he  had  Just  come  from  the 
South  Seas  and  was  short  of  coal,  hav- 
ing only  about  fifty  tons,  and  he  re- 
quested 1,500  tone  of  coal  and  provis- 
ions to  reach  his  nearest  home  port  in 
German  East  Africa.  The  Governor  re- 
plied that  he  could  furnish  only  200 
tons  of  coal  and  thirty  days'  provisions 
only  could  be  spared.  The  commanding 
officer  was  given  the  alternative  of  de- 
parting within  twenty-four  hours  or  be- 
ing interned. 

Captured  by  Emden 

"On  December  15,  1914,  at  10  a.m.,  the 
commanding  officer  decided  to  remain  in 
port  and  the  ship  and  Its  personnel 
were  interned. 

"The  Cormoran  formerly  was  a 
steamship  In  the  Russian  fleet  and  waa 
captured  early  In  the  morning  of  August 
3  by  the  German  cruiser  Emden  and 
was  formally  put  in  service  aa  a  Ger- 
man auxiliary  cruiser.  Her  name  be- 
fore capture  waa  RJaesan.  During 
peace  she  was  In  the  passenger  trade 
between  Shanghai  and  Vladivostok.  She 
was  a  new,  speedy  ship,  built  at  the 
German  worka  of  Schlehau.  She  was 
taken  to  Tslng  Tau  and  was  over- 
hauled and  could  do  better  than  17  knots. 
She  was  equipped  with  guns,  manned 
by  a  German  crew.  The  old  German 
gunboat  Cormoran  was  being  dismantled 
at  Tslng  Tau  and  the  captain  and  most 
of  her  crew  were  transferred  -to  the 
newly-converted  cruiser.  She  was  taken 
the  first  night  of  the  war  and  was  the 
first  prize  of  the  Emden.  The  Russians 
claim  she  was  taken  inside  of  terri- 
torial waters  of  Japan  prior  to  Japan's 
entry    into    hostilities." 


Japanese  Sentiment 

TOKIO,  April,  via  New  York,  April  7. 
— There  Is  great  rejoicing  here  among 
government  officials  and  the  public  In 
general  over  America's  decision.  It  is 
believed  that  she  is  certain  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Entente  against  Germany. 
"This  jpowerful  champion  of  justice  and 
democracy  co-operating,  confidence  has 
been  strengthened  in  the  determination 
to  crush  the  common  enemy  of  human- 
ity and  Justice,"  Is  the  Japanese  senti- 
ment.

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The  development  In  aerial  activity  on 
the  Western  front  may  foreshadow 
preparations  for  an  even  mora  extensive 
offensive  than  that  now  in  progress.  It 
aeema  that .  all  tba  fighting  took  place 
over  the  German  linea.  Thla  has  been 
the  caae  In  the  majority  of  Instances 
for  a  number  of  months  paat,  and  be- 
sides explaining  the  comparatively  high 
percentage  of  Brltiah  losses  it  provides 
the  reason  why  it  la  not  always  possible 
to  tell  how  many  of  the  enemy's  ma- 
chines have  been  destroyed.  The  dam- 
age done  to  airplanes  and  the  fate  of 
their  occupants  can  only  be  known  when 
It  Is  possible  to  examine  the  machines 
after  they  have  fallen.  Thus  when  the 
official  communiques  speak  of  so  many 
ines  being  driven  down  it  meana 
that  they  have  been  forced,  either 
through  fear  or  some  damage  inflicted, 
to  desist  from  fighting.  Nearly  all  the 
British  official  statements  In  recording 
their  losses  speak  of  machines  missing, 
which  shows  their  fate  is  unknown.  In 
come  Instances  the  occupants  have  been 
killed,  While  In  others  they  have  been 
taken  prisoner. 

The  British  pressure  on  the  German 
line  which  runs  through  St.  Quentln 
continues.  The  investment  process  Is 
•teadlly  being  carried  on  and  there  is 
no  reason  to  revise  the  general  opinion 
that  has  been  expressed,  that  the  so- 
called  Hlndenburg  line  cannot  hold.  In- 
clement weather  and  bad  visibility,  in 
which'  airplanes  can  operate  to  advan- 
tage, frequently  prevents  offensive  op- 
erations, but  it  must  not  be  supposed 
because  progress  is  not  recorded  every 
day  that  the  armies  are  Idle.  It  is  re- 
ported that  the  British  have  now  been 
able  to  bring  up  their  heavy  guns  to  a 
position  where  they  can  bombard  the 
Bt.  Quentlne  defences.     This  feat  must 

hav»  been    attended    with    an    Immense 

t  ■ 
amount  of  work  owing  to  the  character 

of   the  destruction   In   the  wake  of   the 

retiring  enemy.      It    speaks    highly    for 

the    remarkable    efficiency    of    what    is 

known    as    the  army   behind    the   army, 

the  men  who  build  up  and  maintain  the 

lines   of   communication   without   which 

no  troops  would  be  able  to  advance  to 

any  extent. 


The  world  Is  keeping  a  prolonged 
Lent  and  the  end  is  not  in  sight.  Never 
In  all  bjajmanlty's  history  has  the  time 
been  mora  pregnant  with  longing  for 
the  solace,  that  true  Christianity  alone 
can  bestow.  Ruthless  materialism  Is 
doing  its  Worst.  The  Powers  that  are 
arrayed  against  the  doctrine  that  the 
end  justifies  the  means  are  looking  to 
the  Church  of  Christ  for  guidance  in 
their  task.  There  Is  a  reawakening  of 
mankind's  Inborn  knowledge  that  the 
Church's  mission  should  be,  not  to 
spread  sorrow  but  peaoe,  and  after 
peace,  gladness.  That  must  be  the  tenet 
of  civilization's  creed  if  we  are  to 
emerge  from  the  present  trial  with  new 
and  radiant  courage.  This  hope  and 
this  faith,  this  belief  in  Ood's  eternal 
goodness,  and  In  man's  humanity  to 
man,  are  of  the  religion  of  the  trenches 
held  by  those  who  have  been  brought 
face  to  face  with  sudden  death. 

Unless  we  believe  in  the  righteous- 
ness of  our  cause,  unless  we  Invoke 
from  the  depths  of  the  God-given' 
spiritual  life  the  aid  of  the  Almighty, 
we  are  not  worthy  to  carry  out  the  task 
to  which  we  have  set  our  hands.  There 
must  be  sincerity  in  our  thoughts  and 
actions,  a  better  understanding  of  each 
other*  and  a  communion  of  high  ideals 
during  tbis  pentacoat  of  calamity  which 
has  fallen  like  an  impenetrable  ahadow 
on  our  Uvea.  These  are  the  thinga 
worth  while  this  Bastertlde.  Courage 
and  fortitude  are  the  attributes  men  re- 
quire if  they  are  to  emerge  from  the 
darkness  Of  the  times  Into  the  dawn  of 
a  rejuvenated  Christendom.  Their 
pathway  now  lies  through  a  valley  of 
shadow,  gloomier  than  has  ever  hern 
trod,  hut  on  the  far  away  mountain  top 
which  la  the  goal  there  ran  He  discerned 
the  flrat  faint  glimpses  of  the  day 
which    will   herald  a   world   redeemed. 

And  so  this  Lent  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  which  has  passed  away  and 
brought  ua  once  again  to  Raster  Sun- 
day typifies  the  National  Lent  we  have 
kept  so  leng.  and  la  an  earnest  of  the 
dawn  the  faint  glimmerings  of  which 
w»  can  already  descry.  This  Boater 
mora  Ins  la  redolent  of  a  meSaaga  of 
hope  for  struggling  humanity  now  labor- 
ing in  sack  dire  extremity.  Out  of  a 
night  of  sorrow  Is  emerging  a  world 
that  has  bean  tried  In  the  flery  furnace 
of  suffering  and  has  not  been  found 
wanting.  The  religion  of  the  tranches 
has  shown  haw  real  and  Inspiring  a 
meeaagti  Christianity  has  far  the  true- 
hearted  believer.  The  war  has  dona 
away  with  Shams.  Let  us  hop*  that  Its 
results  will  administer  a  death  blow  to 
materialism  aa  a  creed.  Hamanlty  has 
bean   chastened   aa   never    before    by    a 


flery  trial  of  Its  faith,  and  who  shall 
mmy  that  the  war  is  not  a  blessing  In 
disguise  if  from  Ita  holocaust  of  horror 
there  arises  a  spiritually  better  civilisa- 
tion governed  by  the  Golden  Rule,  and 
an  invincible  belief  In  tbe  Godhead? 
Man'a  distrust  of  man  through  the  ages 
baa  been  the  cause  of  war.  Eliminate 
that  distrust  and  the  longest  step  will 
have  bean  taken  towards  universal 
peace,  le  It  too  much  to  hope  that  tbe 
lessons  of  tbe  endless  chain  of  suffer- 
ing cauaed  during  the  atruggle  will  be 
translated  Into  an  Ineradicable  determi- 
nation that  what  has  happened  can 
never  occur  again?  We  hope  and  trust 
they  will,  and  that  the  world  will  profit 
to  that  extent  from  its  ordeal  In  the 
crucible  of  the  most  terrible  of  wars. 

The  widespread  recrudescence  of  re- 
ligious belief,  brought  about  by  the 
dwelling  of  millions  within  the  very 
hour  and  article  of  death,  is  the  hope 
of  our  time.  The  world's  Maker  works 
In  a  mysterious  way.  His  plans  are  ac- 
complished by  means  unfathomable  by 
man'a  knowledge.  But  through  the 
Divine  scheme  runs  the  lelt  motif  of 
life's  symphony — the  triumph  of  good 
over  evil.  God  grant  that  we  may  be 
able  to  profit  by  the  lesson  that  has 
been  taught  us  by  the  Gethsemane  of 
Europe.  This  Eastertide  let  us  draw 
nearer  to  each  other  and  we  will  be  so 
much  the  nearer  to  the  God  of  mercy 
and  love.  In  this  National  Lent,  on  this 
day  when  the  burden  of  grief  lies  heavy 
on  our  souls,  let  us  remember  that  In 
all  the  sorrows  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  bear,  and  the  greater  ones  that 
may  lie  in  the  lap  of  the  future,  there 
Is  a  Divine  mercy  that  Is  omnipotent 
to  save  and  that  stands  forever  vigil- 
ant beside  the  cause  of  Right.  He  who 
can  read  the  spiritual  lesson  of  blood- 
stained Europe  on  this  Easter  morning 
will  see  In  it  the  eternal  viBion  of  the 
world's  Saviour,  Who,  In  His  own  good 
time,  will  snatch  humanity  back  from 
ruin  and  "emblason  in  our  deliverance 
tbe  endless   resurrections  of  His  love."

With  the  entry  of  the  United  States 
Into  the  war  Interest  attaches  to  the 
general  expectancy  that  internal  trou- 
bles may  develop  In  that  country  as  a 
result  of  uprisings  on  the  part  of  the 
foreign  population  opposed  to  the  war. 
or  openly  in  sympathy  with  Germany. 
Only  time  can  tell  whether  these  ex- 
pectations'are  well-founded  or  not,  but 
It  seems  rational  to  suppose  that  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  will 
be  well  prepared  to  cope  with  any  In- 
ternal disorders.  The  evidences  of 
unity  amongst  the  masses  of  the  peo- ' 
pie  generally  on  the  question  of  the 
war   lenda  strength    to   this    belief. 

The  total  number  of  German-born 
residents  in  the  United  States  is  2.501,- 
833,  If  Austria-Hungary  Is  Included, 
the  total  is  Increased  to  4, 171,915.  The 
natives  of  Germany  and  Austria-Hun- 
gary comprise  31  per  cent  of  the  total 
foreign  population  of  the  country,  but 
less  than  5  per  cent  of  the  total.  New 
York  has  the  largest  German  popula- 
tion of  any  state  in  the  Union.  The  to- 
tal is  463,700.  The-  German  population 
Of  New  York  city  is  only  14  per  cent 
of  Its  foreign  population.  Half  of  Cin- 
cinnati's citizens  were  born  in  Ger- 
many. The  other  centres  in  the  order 
of  their  population  of  the  German  vote 
are  as  follows:  Baltimore,  Buffalo,  Chi- 
cago, Detroit,  Jersey  City,  Los  Angeles, 
Milwaukee,  Newark,  St.  Louis  and  San 
Francisco.  In  the  matter  of  proportion 
of  Germans  to  population  Wisconsin 
leads,    with    Minnesota   second. 

it  will  be  seen  that  If  to  this  percent- 
age is  added  the  large  number  of  Ger- 
man sympathisers  in  the  country,  the 
total  is  formidable  should  there  be  any 
organized  attempt  to  create  Internal 
disorder.  The  President,  in  his  war 
proclamation,  has  shown  his  recognl- 
tion  of  the  fact  that  "eternal  vigilance 
Is  the  price  of  safety,"  and  doubtless 
every  measure  of  preoautlon  will  be 
taken  that  the  circumstances  require. 
We  have  every  confidence  that  the 
United  States  will  show  itself  well  able 
to  handle  any  traitorous  uprisings,  but 
the  developments  of  the  next  few 
weeks  will  be  watched  with  much  in- 
terest. „ 

The  immediate  danger  point  to  the 
United  States  would  appear  to  be  Mex- 
ico. If  it  be  true  that  In  the  pR»t  few 
months  larga  numbers  of  German  re- 
servists have  gone  to  that  country  from 
the  United  States,  It  Is  understandable 
that  they  might  be  able  to  influence 
the  weak  administration  in  Mexico,  torn 
as  it  is  by  revolutionary  disorders,  to 
make  an  attack  on  the  United  States 
border.  We  may  assume  that  Germany 
has  long  ere  this  formulated  some  plans 
to  embarrass  the  United  States  follow- 
ing a  declaration  of  war  by  the  latter 
country,  and  we  will  not  have  to  wait 
long  until  she  showa  her  hand  and  re- 
veals   what    those    plans   are. 


Again  we  mast  remind  our  readers 
that  The  Colonist  Is  not  the  proper 
channel  through  which  to  correct  state- 
ments made  In  other  newspapers.  We 
have  a  letter  dealing  with  the  differences 
between  the  Veterans'  Club  and  the  lie- 
turned  Soldiers'  Association  which  ob- 
viously should  have  been  sent  to  the 
evening  paper. 


The  disaster  at  the  Coal  Crook  mine 
was  a  moat  regrettable  happening  and 
Ita  rauae  ahould  be  thoroughly  probed. 
The  Government  la  to  be  commended  on 
Ita  promptitude  hi  providing  for  meas- 
ures of  relief,  and  In  this  connection  Mr. 
William  Sloan  deserves  a  special  word 
of  praise. 


Cuba  and  Panama  have  followed  tbe 
United  mates  In  its  declaration  of  a 
state  af  war  with  Germany.  Their  aid 
may.  bo  Insignificant,  but  there  is  no 
mistaking  the  sentiments  which  prompt, 
ad  tlelr  action.  There  Is  so  much  more 
territory  eliminated  from  the  area 
where  the  enemy  can  oataMtsh  net 
rlne  bases   with   Impunity. 


Full  particulars  of  the  proposal  to 
raise  a  Canada  Defence  Force  have  been 
printed,  but  information  is  still  lacking 
of  the  moans  that  will  be  employed  to 
secure  recruits.  Tbe  Government 
should  lake  the  public  Into  ita  con- 
fidence at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
The  record  of  battalions  all  over  Can- 
ada showa  that  the  beat  means  to  bring 
them  up  to  strength  is  by  the  widest 
publicity.

A  Pisa  for  Christina  unity 

Is  it  not  time  all  our  churches  were 
recognizing  the  lesson  of  the  experi- 
ences ot  hard-working  "padres"  of  all 
creeds  and  denominations  at  the  front? 
When  In  these  desolate  regions  of  mud 
and  monotony,  of  blood  and  blasphemy. 
Roman  Catholics  and  Presbyterians  work 
shoulder  to  shoulder,  the  Anglican  calls 
the  Wesleyan  brother,  and  the  Jewish 
rabbi  holds  a  crucifix  to  the  lips  of  a 
dying  French  soldier,  when  alwaya  sim- 
ple men  confront  the  great  adventure 
with  a  simple  faith  in  their  hearts,  are 
not  the  sects  dismayed  and  confounded 
by  the  spectacle  of  differences  which 
not  only  divide  but  destroy?  The 
Bishop  of  London,  who  has  been  touring 
Scotland  this  week,  maintains  that  re- 
united Cblstendom,  gathered  Into  one 
Church,  can  come  about  "not  by  ignor- 
ing difficulties  or  principles,  but  by  re- 
cognizing them."  That,  It  seema  to  us, 
is  tantamount  to  saying  that  the 
Churches  must  persist  in  the  policy  of 
magnifying  their  differences,  which  has 
been  one  of  the  banes  of  organized 
Christianity.  What  is  needed  la  a 
Christianity,  calling  Itself  by  any  de- 
nominational name  it  chooses,  Christian 
enough  to  make  light  of  differences,  and 
human  enough  to  bring  religion  In  words 
of  two  syllables  to  the  people.  This  Is 
what  the  "padres"  are  doing  for  the 
Tommies  at  the  front.  Why  cannot  the 
parsons  and  ministers  try  to  do  the 
same  thing,  with  the  same  forgetfulness 
of  th^lr  sectarian  differences,  for  the 
men  and  women  at  home? — Glasgow 
Herald.

It  may  be  useful,  as  placing  In  better 
perspective  the  extent  and  nature  of  the 
danger  with  which  trade  and  shipping 
are  threatened,  to  cite,  from  a  French 
source,  the  figures  of  losses  of  mer- 
chantmen In  previous  great  struggles  lr. 
which  we  have  been  engaged.  In  the 
wars  arising  out  of  the  League  of  Augs- 
burg, 4,000  British  merchant  ships  were 
lost;  1,300  fell  victims  in  the  War  of 
the  Spanish  Succession,  and  2,500  In  the 
Seven  Years'  War;  while  In  the  Great 
French  War,  when,  the  enemy's  efforts 
were  specially  directed  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  our  commerce,  although  2,400 
British  vessels  were  taken  or  sunk,  our 
merchant  fleet  wsb  found  to  be  more 
numerous  at  the  end  than  in  the  begin- 
ning of  hostilities. — The  Scotsman. 

Liberty  Worth  righting  For 
Great  Britain,  after  requiring  her 
own  manhood  to  join  the  colors,  wants 
no  shirkers  of  alien  nationality  on  her 
soil.  This  Is  a  holy  war.  It  will  de- 
cide whether  freedom  is  to  persist  or 
perish,  and  those  who  say  they  have 
come  to  England  in  pursuit  of  liberty 
must  be  ready  to  fight  for  it  and  her. —

We  know  that  the  Entente  Navy  was 
and  Is  the  one  thing  that  saves  us  to- 
day from  any  possibility  that  Germany 
at  present  may  try  to  do  what  she 
tried  to  bribe  Japan  and  Mexico  into 
doing.

The  more  the  mystery  grows 
the  sooner  the  wholo  of  the  people  of 
the  German  Empire  will  recognize  the 
folly  and  crime  to  which  they  have  been 
committed.

May  it  Election  Issne  la  Britain 
All  parties  and  sections  of  the  nation

WHAT  IS  RELIGION? 

(By    a    Correspondent     ot    Tba    London 
Times) 


Ws  have  boon  asked,  more  than  once, 
to  define  what  We  mean  by  religion; 
and  some  of  thoss  who  have  asked  ua 
seem  to  think  thst  ws  have  no  right  to 
use  the  word  at  all  unless  we  can  in- 
stantly define  It  in  a  sentence.  But 
many  things  which  sxlst  are  not  easy  to 
define.  There  is  art,  for  instance,  which 
peopie  have  been  trying  to  define  for  a 
century  or  more;  and  there  Is  life  Itself. 
It  exists  and  wo  bava  a  right  to  talk 
about  it;  but  wbo  can  define  it?  Only 
those  who  are  determined  to  express 
some  theory  of  their  own  In  their  defini- 
tion. 

Religion  Is  almost  aa  difficult  to  de- 
fine as  life,  because,  like  art.  it  springs 
out  of  thv  whole  life  of  man;  and  our 
very  conception  of  religion  must  depend 
upon  our  conception  of  the  life  of  man. 
There  is  a  rsllglous  conception  of  life — 
namely,  that  It  has  a  purpose  and  Is 
lire  because  It  has  this  purpose.  Ac- 
cording to  that  conception,  man  csn  be 
explained  only  In  terma  of  what  he  Is 
trying  to  become  and  not  In  terms  of 
his  origins.  Religion  is  hl«  effort  to 
make  thla  purpose  clearer  to  himself, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  fulfil  it  more 
consciously.  It  Is  thought  and  feeling 
and  conduct;  all  aiming  at  the  expression 
and  at  the  fulfilment  of  this  purpose; 
and  the  purpose  is  what  gives  unity  to 
all  Its  manifestations.  According  to 
this  view  religion  itself,  like  life,  can 
be  explained  only  in  terma  of  what  it  ia 
trying  to  become;  hence  the  difficulty  of 
defining  it.  We  cannot  be  content  to 
define  it  merely  by  the  observation  of 
past  or  present  examples,  because  in 
them  there  is  only  the  effort  to  be  re- 
ligion, as  in  man  himself  there  is  the 
effort  to  be  something  more  than  he  is. 
Ad  he  follows  the  scent  of  his  own  fu- 
ture, so  religion  follows  the  scent  of  its 
own  future.  There  never  yet  has  been 
any  pure  religion,  as  there  never  has 
been  any  pure  art  or  pure  humanity. 
And  that  is  the  reason  why  we  cannot 
define  any  one  of  these  so  as  to  satisfy 
ourselves   or   anyone  else. 

Of  course,  those  who  do  not  hold  the 


religious  view  of  life  may  frame  hos- 
tile definitions  of  religion  to  express 
their  own  dislike  of  it.  They  may  define 
it  as  the  belief  in  that  which  is  not  true. 
But  any  definition  of  religion  as  merely 
belief  is  Inadequate,  and  is  based  upon 
the  observation  of  past  or  present  ex- 
amples of  religion  by  those  who  do  not 
believe  in  them.  To  those  who  do  fully 
believe  a  religion,  it  Is  always  more  than 
belief;  it  is  always  works,  as  well  as 
faith;  and  it  Is  a  co-operation  of  both 
In  the  effort  to  attain  to  a  state  of  being 
in  which  they  shall  act  and  react  on 
each  other  in  perfect  harmony.  In  the 
past  many  religions  have  failed  to  be 
religious  because  they  have  consisted 
of  faith  without  works,  or  of  fafth 
which  forced  men  into  actions  against 
their  own  conscience;  and  the  mind  of 
man  always  tends  thus  to  divorce  faith 
from  works  and  to  pervert  faith,  and 
relii^on  Itself,  by  this  divorce.  There  is 
life  and  growth  in  religion  only  when 
faith  and  works  have  an  equal  part  In 
It,  when  each  enriches  and  controls  the 
other.  Faith  directs  conduct,  and  con- 
duct develops  and  clarifies  faith,  which, 
being  thus  developed  and  clarified,  does 
in  its  turn  give  a  yet  more  precise 
direction   to  conduct. 

Christianity  not  Static 

This  is  the  doctrine  of  Christianity, 
and  this  very  doctrine  implies  that 
Christianity  is  not  a  static  faith,  that 
it  Is  perverted  from  Its  true  nature  the 
moment  it  becomes  static,  it  Is  a  faith 
that  must  live  In  works,  must  be  al- 
ways directed  and  enriched  by  works; 
or  it  ceases  to  be  the  Christian  faith. 
Hence  it  cannot  be  preserved  from  age 
to  age  unless  it. grows  from  age  to  age. 
Tj  hand  it  down  is  not  enough;  it  may 
be  a  dead  thing  that  is  handed  down. 
For  its  very  creed  is  in  works,  as  well 
as.  In  faith.  It  is  a  dogma  of  Christian- 
ity that  It  cannot  be  believed  except  by 
those  who  practise  it;  hence  every  fail- 
ure in  practice  produces  a  failure  or  a 
perversion  of  belief,  and  the  history  of 
Christianity  is  full  of  these  failures  and 
perversions.  But  it  remains  always 
something  to  be  discovered  by  man,  as 
the  purpose  of  his  Jlfe  remains  to  be 
discovered,  more  ana  more  fully  and 
clearly  by  the  co-operation  of  faith  and 
works. 

It  may  be  denied  that  any  advance  has 
ever  been  made  in  the  discovery  of 
either.  There  are  some  to  whom  Chris- 
tianity is  a  static  truth;  others  to  whom 
It  is  a  static  lie.  They  would  both  de- 
fine religion  as  merely  faith,  whether  in 
what  is  true  or  in  what  Is  untrue,  and 
to  them,  therefore,  definition  would  be 
easy.  But  it  is  not  easy  to  those  who 
hold  the  religious  view  of  life,  because 
for  them  religion  is  the  effort  of  man 
to  make  the  purpose  of  his  life  ijlearer 
to  himself  and  to  fulfil  that  purpose; 
it  is  religion  because  it  is  not  merely 
thought  or  conduct  or  feeling,  but  a 
united  effort  of  all  three,  the  only  effort 
of  man  In  which  all  three  have  an  equal 
part,  and  the  same  ultimate  object.  As 
to  that  ultimate  object,  it  cannot  be  de- 
fined, for  It  is  the  very  purpose  of  re- 
ligion to  discover  it.  Only  those  who 
hold  the  religious  view  of  life  believe 
that  men  can,  by  the  co-operation  of 
faith  and  works,  come  nearer  and  nearer 
to  the  discovery  of  it.  Their  faith  is  In 
works,  In  the  power  of  conduct,  directed 
by  faith,  to  discover  truths  which  can- 
not be  discovered  by  the  pure  Intelli- 
gence. That  is  the  point  at  Which  they 
differ  from  the  agnostic,  although  he, 
too,  will  usually  admit  that  moral 
truths  can  be  understood  only  by  those 
who  act  on  them.  But  he  Is  content  to 
act  upon,  moral  truths  without  trying  to 
state  them;  whereas  the  religious  effort 
is  also  to  state  them  with  all  their  im- 
plications, and.  by  the  statement  of 
them,  to  make  the  connection  between 
faith  and  works  always  closer.

Sir.— The  article  In  your  Issue  of 
April  6th.  bearing  on  white  and  whole 
wheat  flours.  Is  of  more  than  passing 
Interest. 

Authorities,  so  called,  hare  some- 
what changed  their  Ideas  during  recent 
years,  as  to  tho  value,  from  the  health 
standpoint,  of  white  and  whole-wheat 
flours,  and  are  coming  to  a  more  gen- 
eral conclusion  that  White  flour  Is 
detrimental    to    the   health. 

Digestion  tests  and  analyses  ot  vari- 
ous flours  are  oftsn  unreliable,  and  the 
conclusions  are  often  inapplicable  from 
the  general  standpoint.  My  interest  In 
this  subject  arose  from  then  fact  that 
I  suffered  lll-healtb  through  over- 
work and  wrong  diet.  For  over  eight 
years  I  studied*  on  scientific  lines,  the 
effects  of  varied  diets  on  mry  vitality 
and  health.  On  six  different  occasions 
I  alternated  the  use  of  white  flour 
products  and  wholo  wheat  floor 
products,  msklng  aaeh  the  mala  part 
of  my  dlst.  Invariably  I  wot  weight 
and  energy  on  the  white  broad  dlst. 
besides  losing  power  of  mental  concen- 
tration and  suffering  the  general  slug- 
gishness resulting  from  constipation. 
Invariably  on  tbe  whole  wheat  diet  1 
gained  in  weight,  vitality,  power  of 
mental  concentration.  and  general 
alertneas.  In  my  own  case  the  con- 
clusions were  quite  clear  and  Indisput- 
able. Even'  now,  as  a  vegetarian  or 
fruitarian,  depending  mainly  on  cer- 
eals, fruits,  and  milk  for  my  nourish- 
ment, I  possess  abnormal  strength  and 
powers  of  endurance,  and  usually  work 
14  to  15  hours  dally  without  fatigue, 
tihe  work  being  mainly  concentrated 
mental  work  with  short  spoils  of  phy- 
sical   labor    frequently   during  the   day. 

Not  content  with  peraonal  experi- 
ment I  applied  my  knowledge  In  very 
many  cases,  with  similar  results.  In 
my  work  as  a  teacher  I  only  too  fre- 
quently see  the  disastrous  effects  of 
white  flour,  and  in  practically  every 
case  where  a  change  has  bean  mads 
beneficial    effects   soon    followed. 

I  believe  the  use  of  genuine  whole 
wheat  flour — it  is  almost  impossible 
to  obtain  ons  unless  home  made— 
would  almost  eliminate  constipation 
and  appendicitis — two  diseases  which 
are  very  common;  and  would  also  de- 
cidedly lessen  the  tendency  to  catarrh 
and  anaemia. 

Unfortunately,  In  this  country,  which 
grows  the  finest  wheat  In  the  world, 
we  get  some  of  the  poorest  flour,  and 
decidedly  the  worst  breads  I  have  ovsr 
taated  or  analyzed.  In  Victoria  you 
are  fortunate  in  having  at  least  one 
grocery  store  which  supplies  genuine 
flr.st-class  broad,  almost,  If  net  quite 
equal,  to  tho  celebrated  "Hovls"  and 
"Turoq"  breads  sold  In  England.  But 
generally  in  tbe  district  the  broads 
are  of  poor  quality,  especially  those 
made  from  so-called  whole  wheat  or 
graham  flours.  There  is  no  standard 
for  either  of  these  flours,  and  that  Is 
one  good  thing  our  food  authorities 
or  parliamentary  body  could  do,  set  a 
standard  for  flour  so  that  sacks  lab- 
elled "whole  wheat  flou"  would  con- 
elled  "whole  wheat  flour"  would  con- 
flour  mixed  with  any  percentage  of 
bran  and  other  capricious  Inclinations. 
Exoess  of  bran  Is  no  more  to  be  re- 
commended than  deficiency  of  bran,  or 
of  shorts  and  middlings.  Your  corres- 
pondent mentions  "germ"  and  "ssmo- 
llna."  I  have  not  bean  able  to  pur- 
chase a  labelled  whole-wheat  flour  yet. 
In  this  district,  that  Is  anything  but  a 
mixture,  alwaya  omitting  the  germ 
and  semolina. 

It  may  Interest  your  readers  to  know 
that  today  I  closed  a  competition,  open 
to  residents  of  Nanaimo  District,  for 
the  best  loaf  of  bread.  Some  white 
loaves  were  submitted,  but  mainly  they 
were  of  whole  wheat,  or  graham,  or 
mixed  flours.  Unbiassed  judges  de- 
cided that  the  whole  wheat  and  gra- 
ham breads  were  more  palatable  and 
more  satisfying  than  the  other.  As  a 
biassed  bread  expert  I  endorsed  their 
opinion,  knowing  from  practical  experi- 
ence that  they  are  also  mors  nourish- 
ing and  health-giving.  The  quality  of 
some  loaves  submitted  In  this  compe- 
tition led  several  people  to  expreas 
surprise  that  brown  loaves,  free  from 
molasses,  lard  and  other  admixtures, 
could  be  so  tasty  and  satisfying.  Yet 
the  best  bread  I  have  yet  sampled  in 
this  country  was  purchased  in  your 
own  city. 

Finally,  Mr.  Editor.  If  anyone  is  not 
convinced  that  genuine  whole  wheat 
bread  is  more  sustaining  or  "nourish- 
ing" than  white  bread,  let  such  try  a 
similar  experiment  to  mine,  living 
mainly  on  white  flour  products  for  a 
week  or  two.  then  changing  to  whole 
wheat,  then  back  again  to  white,  re- 
peating alternately.  Buch  experiment 
will  be  far  more  convincing  than  any 
atudy  of  statistics,  analyses,  or  food- 
value  tables,  or  experiments  on  white 
mice  or   tsme  rabbits.

that  is  worthy  of  being  taken  Into  care- 
ful  consideration. 

I  do  not  anas*  what  the  Provincial  or 
the  Palawan  Oovernmesta  propose  to  do 
la  the  way  of  a  land  settling  policy  ia 
British  Columbia,  but  1  understand  it 
is  open  for  discussion.  It  haa  been  dis- 
cussed In  the  abstract,  but  I  have  soon 
no  concrete  proposition  put  forward, 
and  aa  an  abstraction  Is  sure  to  vanish 
Into  thin  air,  and  air  alone  can  never 
make  vegetation  grow,  I  have  the  bold- 
ness to  advance  tha  following  proposi- 
tion. 

I  know  of  a  baaattful  valley,  one  of 
the  most  attractive  spots  In  British  Co- 
lumbia, that  would  make  an  Ideal  loca- 
tion for  a  returned  aoldlera'  settlement. 
It  stretches  along  both  sides  of  a  nav- 
igable river  for  twenty  miles  or  more 
and  Is  within  a  few  miles  of  the  salt- 
chuck.  There  Is  room  for  one  thousand 
or  more  farms  of  twenty  acres  each. 
the  farthest  lot  within  three  miles  of 
the  river.  A  large  river  boat  csn  navi- 
gate the  waterway  throughout  the  whole 
length  of  the  settlement  for  eight 
months  of  the  year.  Two  railways  now 
have  charters  to  build  through  the  vat- 
ley  and  beyond.  A  wagon  or  sleigh 
road  to  salt  water  could  he  built  with- 
out great  east,  to  connect  with  Coast 
steamers  that  ply  up  arid  down  the  coast 
Sll  the  year  round.  Marketa  at  min- 
ing camps  and  other  centres  of  Indus- 
try on  the  coast  sre  within  easy  dis- 
tance of  the  proposed  settlement.  The 
climate  is  dry,  but  there  is  sufficient 
rainfall  during  the  growing  season  to 
ensure  good  crops,  and  the  snowfall  Is 
not  excessive.  The  land  la  ready  for 
Spring  work  early  In  April  and  vege- 
tation grows  luxuriantly,  'without  dan- 
ger from  Summer  froats,  until  October 
1.  Scarcely  anything  that  growa  In  the 
temperate  rone  but  can  be  successfully 
cultivated  within  the  proposed  Battle- 
ment. Oralna.  graaaea  and  legumes, 
roots  and  vegetables,  small  fruits, 
Strawberries,  raspberries,  loganberries, 
currants,  gooseberries,  etc.,  yield  abun- 
dant crops.  Experts  have  declared  that 
apples,  plums,  cherries  and  pears  will 
grow  in  the  valley  'as  auccessfully  as 
other  crops.  Chicken  ranching,  stock 
raising,  dairying  and  other  agricultural 
specialties    can    be    profitably    followed. 

The  valley  Is  for  the  most  part  quite 
heavily  timbered,  but  if  a  co-operative 
plan  were  adopted,  backed  by  the  Pro- 
vinclal  and  Federal  Governments,  it 
could  be  cleaned  economically,  the  tim- 
ber could  be  sawn  Into  lumbar  for  local 
consumption,  or  shipped  to  nearby  mar- 
kets and  tho  land  could  be  brought  un- 
der cultivation  without  any  loss  ot 
time. 

A  social.  Industrial  and  distributing 
centre  could  be  established,  buildings 
erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
sick  and  disabled,  fruit  and  vegetable 
canning  and  evaporating  plants  could 
be  put  In  operation.  Every  modern 
service,  economic  and  social,  that  goes 
to  make  life  worth  living  could  be  sup- 
plied. 

Such  a  settlement  would  soon  be- 
come famous,  not  only  for  Its  Agricul- 
tural production,  but  for  its  attraction 
to  tourists,  who  would  make  it  a  very 
popular  slds  trip. 

We  recommend  this  proposition  to  tho 
Returned  Soldiers'  Association,  as  It  Is 
tho  returned  soldiers,  after  all,  who 
must  decide  this  very  Important  land 
Settlement    question.

pose,  was  Cpl.  John  W.  Thomson,  who 
fell  severely  wounded  In  the  valiant 
assault  of  the  Canadians  on  Reglna 
Trench  on  October  8  of  last  year.  After 
having  undergone  treatment  in  the  mili- 
tary hospitals  of  England  for  upwards 
of  five  months,  Cpl.  Thomson  Is  now 
home  after  an  absence  of  two  years,  in 
splendid  physical  health  save  for  a  bad- 
ly shattered  arm,  which  Is  expected  to 
Incapacitate  him  for  a  much  longer 
period.  He  is  now  enjoying  a  ten-day 
leave  with  his  parents  and  kin  on 
Logan  Avenue,  after  which  he  Is  to  re- 
port for  further  treatment  at  the  mili- 
tary convalescent  hospital.  Cpl.  Thom- 
son has  a  brother,  iPte.  Elder  Thomson, 
now  serving  at  the  front  in  France. 

Cpl.  Thomson  pays  the  highest  pos- 
sible tribute  to  the  care  which  Is  being 
given  the  Canadians  who  are  falling 
wounded  in  the  service  of  their  coun- 
try. Every  expedient  known  to  modern 
medical  practice  Is  used  by  the  best  of 
skilled  attendants  throughout  the  long 
line  of  service  established  by  the  C.  A. 
M.  C\  between  the  receiving  stations 
close  behind  the  firing  line,  to  the 
finest  equipped  hospitals  In  England. 
Everything  is  done  to  restore  the  pa- 
tient to  as  nearly  as  possible  his  per- 
fect physical  health  and  In  this  they 
are  succeeding  to  a  remarkable  degree. 
In  his  own  case  he  has  been  saved 
what  seemed  at  first  to  have  been  a 
hopelessly  shattered  member.  Skilled 
attention  alone  saved  his  arm,  and  so 
rapid  has  been  his  recovery  from  the 
wound  during  the  last  two  or  three 
months  that  it  is  now  fully  expected 
that  the  recovery  will  In  time  be  com- 
plete. 

The  boys  returning  home  In  the  party 
of  which  Cpl.  Thomson  was  a  member 
wer   warmly   Impressed   with   their   fine 
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reception  al  along  the  line  from  the 
time  of  landing  in  Canada  to  arrival  in 
Victoria. 

Cpl.  Thomson  left  as  a  private  in  the 
48th  Battalion  near  the  beginning  of 
1915,  and  after  a  brief  stay  In  England 
was  sent  to  the  front  as  one  of  a  draft 
of  200  to  reinforce  the  16th,  Canadian 
Scottish,  after  their  memorable  flght 
In  the  second  battle  of  Ypres.  He  saw 
severe  fighting  for  the  first  time  at 
Festubert,  and  again  at  Qivenchy.  He 
served  at  many  points  along  the  "West- 
ern  Line  near  the  Belgian  frontier,  and 
later  again  on  the  Ypres  salient,  at  Hill 
60,  and  in  the  sanguinary  flght  at 
Sanctuary  'Wood,  In  June,  1916.  Near 
the  close  of  August  last  year  the  whole 
of  the  Canadian  forces  were  removed 
to  the  Somme,  where  his  company  took 
the  field  on  September  6,  at  Mouquet 
Farm  after  the  battle  of  Pozleres.  Two 
days  later  he  fell  wounded  In  the  as- 
sault on  Reglna  Trench  after  an  active 
service  of  almost  exactly  a  year  and 
one-half  at  the  front. 

In  regard  to  his  experience  at  the 
front  and  the  circumstances  which  won 
for  him  promotion  in  the  field,  Cpl. 
Thomson*!/  very  reticent.  He  Insists 
that  the  Canadian  boys  are  serving  not 
for  their  own  glory  but  to  glorify  Can- 
ada In  her  place  in  the  Empire.

His 
Worship   has    discovered,    he     believes, 
that    the     Victoria     police     authorities 
have  been   working   for   the     advantage 
of   this   city,    but  at    the     expense     of 
Vancouver.     The  fact   that   Mayor   Me- 
Beath  Is  all   wrong   In     his     surmises, 
may  or  may  not  be  Important,  but  what 
he  had   discovered   is   set   forth   In   the 
following   published    In     a     Vancouver 
paper  on   Friday,   the  reference  to     the 
fact    that    the    Victoria    police   hsd    the 
audacity   to   ship   undesirables    to   Van- 
couver  on   the  same   boat  as   bore   His 
Worship     and     members     of     the     City 
Council  of  the  Terminal  City,  adding  a 
touch  of  pathos  or  mirth,  as  the  case 
may   be,   to   the  article:      "Detained     at 
the  police  station  is  a  young  Chlnsman 
from  Victoria  who  is  believed  to  be  ad- 
dicted to  the  opium  habit  and  who  was 
shipped  out  of  the  capital  city   yester- 
day  by  the  police  of  that  place.     It  is 
said    that   not    only   did      the     Victoria 
police  start  the  man  on  his  way  to  Van- 
couver, but  they  sent  him  over  here  on 
the  same  boat  on  which  the  mayor  and 
Aldermen  Dale  and  Kirk  travelled  after 
Interviewing    the    Government    on    mat- 
ters relative  to  the  city  charter  amend- 
ments.     The   mayor    noticed    the   patrol 
wagon  come   to   the  boat     bearing      two 
Chinamen,   who  were  placed \ aboard   the 
steamer.      He    afterwards    saw    one      of 
the    Orientals    on     the     boat    unaccom- 
panied by  a  police  officer  and  learned  It 
Is  said,  that  he  was  being-  shipped  away 
as    he    was   an    opium    smoker.      On    ar- 
rival at   Vancouver  the   mayor  had   the 
man  turned  over  to  the  local  police.  It

the  Victoria  police   make   a   practice   of 
shipping*  their   undesirables   to  Vancou- 
ver as  the  easiest  way  of  dealing  with 
the  drug  fiends  in  their  jurisdiction.     Tt 
is  likely  that  more  will  be  heard  of  the 
incident." 

Bo  much  for  Mayor  McBeath's  "dis- 
covery." The  truth  is  that  the  young 
Chinaman,  Mar  <3ee,  by  name,  is  a  resi- 
dent of  Vancouver,  where  his  father  Is 
living,  and  that  he  came  to  Victoria, 
and  for  some  time  has  been  here  spend- 
ing his  time  in  frequenting;  Chinatown 
opium  dens  and,  at  night,  sleeping  in 
vacant  houses,  barns,  or  elsewhere 
where  he  could  And  free  lodgings.  He 
wan  arrested  here  and  his  father  came 
over  to  take  him  back  to  Vancouver. 
The  pair  were  returning-  on  the  boat  on 
which  Mayor  McBeath  travelled.  The 
pair  were  taken  to  tho  boat  from  Police 
Headquarters   in   tha  motor  patrol. 

As  for  the  practice  of  Victoria  send- 
ing- their  undesirables  to  Vancouver,  the 
other  side  of  the  story  could  be  eluci- 
dated by  the  police  here.  Vancouver 
has  by  no  means  been  backward  In  the 
paat  In  "passing  along"  Its  rowdy  ele- 
ment to  Victoria.

Easter  attire  should  only  be  worn 
with  a  measure  of  precaution  today. 
The  tendency  of  the  weather,  as  dis- 
closed by  the  meteorological  reports  of 
last  night,  would  make  this  advisable. 
It  is  not  presumed  that  the  day  will  be 
without  its  pleasanter  momenta  when  a 
warm,  bright  sun  and  the  balmy  air 
of  Springtime  may  cause  one  to  forget 
temporarily  the  threatening  clouds,  but 
April  showers  are  reasonably  assured 
and  they  may  in  fact  be  rather  pro- 
longed  in   their  extent. 

Victoria  was  favored  in  the  matter  of 
weather  yesterday.  While  the  sun  was 
shining  brightly  here  and  the  air  was 
fresh  and  warm  and  all  were  celebrat- 
ing by  an  exodus  from  the  homes  to 
the  favorite  retreats  about  town,  Van- 
couver waa  being  visited  by  a  thunder- 
storm of  considerable  proportions  which 
was  still  in  progress  at  the  time  the 
weather  report  was  sent  in  to  the 
meteorological  headquarters  at  Gonzales 
Heights  at  5  o'clock.  Tacoma?  too,  was 
drenched  with  rain  accompanied  by  an 
atmospheric  demonstration.  The  weather 
waa  decidedly  unsettled  at  Seattle  and 
other  Puget  Sound  points  and  at  Prince 
Rupert  and  points  on  the  North  coast; 
and  snow  was  falling  In  the  Cariboo. 
At  the  same  time  a  severe  storm  wa* 
raking  the  coasts  of  Washington  ant 
Oregon,  the  height  of  the  gale  beiiifc 
reached  off  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia 
River.  In  short.  It  was  stormy  through- 
out the  northwest  coast  region — save  at 
Victoria.  Here  the  temperature  stood 
at    65.

The  barometer  is  low  over  this  re- 
gion and. the  tendency  is  for  southerly 
winds.  It  was  mild  in  Alberta  yester- 
day, and  well  over  the  freezing  point 
throughout  the  Prairie  Provinces,  giving 
the  general  weather  map  a  pronounced 
Springlike  appearance.

Crop  Fallare— Rise  ef  IS  Per  Cent 
ejfcjsnj  Mare h 

Following  the  average  rise  of  IS 
cents  a  bushel  on  wheat  in  all  North 
American  markekts  yesterday  on  the 
publication  of  the  official  report  of  the 
United  States  Govern  ment  that  the 
crop  this  year  will  be  almost  a  SO  per 
cent  failure,  flour  w«nt  up  40  cents  a 
barrel  in  Victoria.  May  wheat  in  Chi- 
cago yesterday  reached  12.14  cents  a 
bushel,  with  cash  IS  to  20  cents  above 
that. 

With  two  Jumps  of  IS  cents  each 
earlier  in  tho  week,  this  means  that 
tho  price  haa  gone  up  SI  a  barrel  since 
tho  end  of  March.  This  is  an  Increase 
of  Just  about  IS  par  cent.  The  whole- 
sale price  la  Victoria  is  now  S11.2S  for 
the  average  grade. 

Moots  local  retailers  took  on  largo 
supplies  of  flour  before  the  last  rise, 
and  many  have  been  selling  It  below 
current  wholesale  prices.  Most  local 
stores  wiU  move  their  flour  prices  up 
considerably  before  the  opening  of 
bustnoas  tarn  arrow  morning. 


"I  do  not  anticipate  that  as  a  result 
of  tho  United  States  entering  the  war 
there  will  be  any  diminution  In  tha 
volume  of  tourist  traffic  to  the  North- 
west this  year.  In  fact,  it  may  bo 
larger  than  usual,  for  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  for  some  years  tho 
United  States  has  been  enjoying  unex- 
ampled prosperity,  and  with  Europe 
closed  to  the  tourist  there  is  a  grow- 
ing disposition  for  Americans  to  take 
their  holidays  within  the  -borders  of 
this   continent." 

This  waa  the  statement  msde  yes- 
terday by  Mr.  P.  H.  Watt,  one  of  the 
best  known  hotel  men  in  the  Northwest 
lie  is  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
Frye  Hotel,  of  Seattle,  and  has  held 
Important  positions  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  leading  houtelrles  on  tha 
Coast.      Continuing.    Mr.    Watt    said: 

"I  have  an  idea  that  the  United 
States  entering  the  war  Is  going  to  de- 
velop a  greater  Interest  in  Canada  on 
the  part  of  our  people.  There  Is  bound 
to  develop  a  greater  feeling  of  sym- 
pathy for  Canada  now  that  we  arc 
fighting  for  the  same  cause,  and  the 
people  of  the  United  States  will  be  dis- 
posed to  get  in  closer  touch  with  their 
cousins  across  the  border  who  have 
taken  such  a  noble  part  In  the  war  for 
the  past  two  and  a  half  years.  For 
that  reason  I  anticipate  that  the  vol- 
ume of  tourist  traffic  from  points  In 
the  T'nlted  States  to  Canada  this  year 
will    be    larger    than   ever    before. 

"We  In  Seattle  look  upon  Victoria  as 
a  city  which  is  a  real  asset  In  the  tour- 
ist attractions  of  the  Northwest,  and 
we  feel  that  we  are  Jointly  Interested 
In  every  effort  made  to  increase  the 
tourist  business.  Most  of  the  visitors 
who  come  to  Seattle  also  come  to  Vic- 
toria, and  the  two  cities  are  therefore 
mutually    interested    In    the    business. 

"You  have  excellent  hotel  accommo- 
dation here.  Indeed,  1  know  of  no  city 
of  Its  size  on  the  continent  which  has 
better  hotel  accommodation.  This  is 
a  great  asset  to  your  city,  and  with 
your  finely  paved  streets  and  magnifi- 
cent lighting  Bystem,  to  say  nothing 
of  your  supremo  attractions  In  the  way 
of  natural  beauties,  Victoria  occupies  a 
pre-eminent  place  amongst  the  tourist 
centres  of  the  Coast,  and  will  no  doubt 
ultimately  reap  to  the  full  the  advan- 
tages which  attach  to  such  an  enviable 
position. 

"You  cannot,  however,  pay  too  much 
attention  to  advertising.  You  shoud 
keep  hammering  away  at  your  publi- 
city efforts  all  the  time.  It  Is  surpris- 
ing the  number  of  people  one  meets 
who  are  Ignorant  of  the  tourist  attrac- 
tions of  the  Northwest.  The  Pacific 
Coast  centres  are  Just  commencing  to 
come  Into  their  own  as  the  playground 
for  the  multitude  of  people  living  in 
tho  eastern  part  of  the  continent, 
where  it  Is  very  hot  in  the  Rummer- 
time,  and  now  is  the  time  for  us  to 
exert  every  effort  to  secure  our  share 
of  the  rapidly-developing  tourist  busi- 
ness." 

While  in  the  city  Mr.  Watt  was  the 
guest,  of  Mr.  Stephen  Jones,  of  the  Do- 
minion Hotel,  who  took  him  for  a  mo- 
tor-car drive  about  the  city  and  en- 
virons.

LAST  HUMAN  LINK  TO 
NAPOLEON'S  EXILE  DIES 


On  "the  first   of  February,   this  year, 
there  died  at  fit.  Helena,  Mrs.  Rleanor 
! Susannah  Owen,  at  the  age  of  96.  Her 
i  passing  recalls   the    fact   that   ahe   was 
the  last  of  the  gathering  on  the  island 
who  attended  the    funeral    services    of 
•the  great  Napoleon.    Mrs.  Owen  was  the 
widow  ef  the  late  Arthur  Whaley  Owen, 
and    the   daughter    of    the    late    Capt. 
James     Bennett     of     the     H.B3.I.C.     St. 
Halepa    Regiment.      She    waa    a    well* 
[known   resident  on  St   Helena,   having 
lived  of  late  with  her  slater.  Lady  Ross, 
widow  of  the  late   General   Sir   Patrick 
Ross.  O.C.M.O.,  K.C.H..  who  waa    gov- 
ernor of  the  Island  at  the.  time  of  his 
.death  In   lilo.     In  linking   Mrs.   Owen 
to   the  career  of   Napoleon  during  the 
i  closing  period  of  his  exile  on  St.  Helena, 
The    Guardian,    which    Is    published    on 
the    Island,  under   the   date   of   Feb.   I, 


1917,  had   the  following: 

"It  may  interest  many  of  my  readers 
to  learn  that  Mrs.  Owen,  the  last  sur- 
vivor of  those  who  were  present  at  the 
funeral  of  the  great  Napoleon,  died  at 
69  Louisville-road.  Totting,  last  week. 
In  her  ninety-sixth  year.  Mrs.  Owen, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  Captain  James 
Bennett,  of  the  St.  Helena  Regiment, 
was  born  on  the  island  on  January  36, 
1621,  and  when  a  few  months  old  was 
taken  by  her  mother  to  the  Emperor's 
funeral  on  May  »th.  When  the-  body 
was  exhumed  In  1640  she  waa  one  of 
the  ladles  of  St.  Helena  who  worked  and 
presented  an  embroidered  silk  flag, 
which  was  unfurled  at  the  stern  of  the 
boat  containing  the  coffin  as  it  left  the 
shores  of  St.  Helena.  During  the  stay 
of  the  Belle  Poule  at  St.  Helena,  Mrs. 
Owen,  with  others,  was  entertained  on 
board  by  the  Prince  de  Joinvllle,  she 
talked  with  Count  Bertrand  a'nd  Gen- 
eral Gouraud  and  danced  with  Count 
Chabot,  Arthur  Bertrand  and  Emmanuel 
Las  Cases."

This  badge  Is  obtained 
through  the  Canadian  Field  Comforts 
Commission,  and  is  the  official  one  given 
to  voluntary  workers,  who  must  qualify 
by  working  for  a  period  of  twelve  hours 
a  week  for  three  months,  and  nine  hours 
a  week  after  obtaining  the  badge  to  re- 
tain it.  It  is  given  in  connection  with 
work  Identified  with  money  or  supplies 
sent  through  the  commission  to  the  men 
in  the  field.  In  presenting  the  badge 
the  regent,  in  a  few  words,  spoke  of  the 
faithful  service  of  these  two  ladles  on 
the  Field  Comforts  Committee,  on  which 
they  mi  the  offices  of  Joint  conveners 
and  recommend  the  work  to  all  members 
and  those  Interested  in  the  men  in  the- 
field.  Any  information  with  regard  to 
qualifications  for  the  badge  will  be 
given  by  Mrs.  Cookson  or  the  secretary 
In  the  LO.D.B.  headquarters,  Arcade 
Block. 

It  waa  decided  to  change  the  dates  of 
the  Municipal  meetings  to  the  third  and 
fourth  Thursdays  in  the  month,  execu- 
tive and  general  alternatively.

Mrs.  Cecil  Cookson.  reporting  on  field 
comforts,  stated  that  the  consignment 
dispatched  last  week  included  1.551 
pairs  socks.  «i  shirts,  60  sweaters  and 
many  other  articles.  •  The  funds  had 
been  pleasantly  augmented  by  a  St.  Pat- 
rick's Day  tea  given  by  Mrs.  Turner 
and  the  Willows  Beach  Working  Party. 

Typewritten  copies  of  letters  received 
from  the  soldiers  in  the  field  had  been 
made  and  would  ha  hung  for  reference 
in  the  headquarters.  Mrs.  Macfarlana 
made  an  appeal  for  footballs  and  base- 
balls to  cheer  the  hours  of  the  soldiers 
when  off  duty. 

Mrs.  Morley,  convener  of  the  House 
Committee,  reported  that  the  services 
of  the  janitor  had  been  retained,  and 
asked  that  an  extra  sum  be  given  hir, 
for  services  rendered  on  tag  day  and  at 
other  times.  This  was  granted.  Mrs. 
Miller,  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Gordon 
smith,  reported  on  "soldiers'  effects," 
that  four  suit  cases  were  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  next  of  kin  within  the 
next  few,  days. 

The  Order  in  Victoria  will  commemor- 
ate the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of 
Ypree  on  April  82  by  visiting  the  ceme- 
tery at  Ross  Bay  and  placing  on  the 
graves  of  the  soldiers  who  Jaave  passed 
away  after  return  from  the  front,  or 
while  enlisted  for  service,  wreaths  of 
laurel  with  a  Union  Jack.  It  Is  hoped 
that  with  the  assistance  of  a  company 
of  the  Voluntary  Service  Corps  that  the 
graves  may  be  Improved  In  appearance, 
aa  at  present  many  are  la  a  neglected 
state. 

A  request  waa  made  for  a  donation  of 
wool  or  socks  for  sailors  leaving  for 
active  service  on  the  Atlantic,  and  a 
grant  of  $50  was  advanced  for  this  pur- 
pose from  the  Municipal  Chapter.  ,\ 
waa  also  decided  to  again  arrange  for 
the  holding  of  Alexandra  Rose  Day  la 
Jane. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  dis- 
cussed for  the  entertainment  of  the 
National  Chapter  In  May,  and  It  waa  do- 
elded  that  the  Chapter  would  aaalst  and 
co-operate  with  the  Provincial  Chapter, 
and  that  an  "at  home"  would  be  held 
early  in  the  weak  of  the  vlattors'  arri- 
val.

Women's  Bay 

There  Is  no  sign  in  Great  Britain  that 
the  work  of  women  for  the  benefit  of 
the  soldiers  or  for  each  other  is  slack- 
ening because  of  the  burdens  all  must 
bear  and  the  sacrifices  all  must  make. 
On  February  27  a  great  and  united 
effort  was  made  to  raise  funds  for  the 
canteens  and  clubs  established  by  the 
Toung  Women's  Christian  Association 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  munition 
factories  all  over  the  kingdom  where 
girls  and  women  are  employed.  Among 
the  leaders  in  this  enterprise  was  Lady 
Carson,  the  young  wife  of  the  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty.  The  debt  which 
all  the  women  of  Great  Britain  owe  to 
munition  workers  Is  acknowledged  by 
Lady  Carson,  who  knows  better  than 
many  women  how  great  are  the  risks 
they  run  and  how  many  discomforts 
and  inconveniences  they  are  voluntarily 
enduring.  The  task  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has 
ser-  Itself  of  making  life  In  the  great 
communities  as  wholesome,  as  health- 
ful and  as  cheerful  as  possible  for  their 
sisters  who  labor  there  Is  one  that  ap- 
peals to  women  of  every  age  and  of  all 
classes. 

The  high  wages  a  minority  of  these 
workers  receive  are  not,  their  friend 
believes,  a  recompense  for  the  "long 
hours  and  ceaseless  strain  of  work  and. 
too,  the  impossibility  of  buying  home 
comforts  In  the  neighborhood — often 
very  unlovely— where  they  are  obliged 
to  live." 

It  may  be  hoped,  however,  that  the 
efforts  Of  this  society  aided  by  the  re- 
aults  of  the  campaign  of  "Women's 
Day"  and  the  more  careful  supervision 
of  the  Government  through  their  wo- 
men inspectors  will  result  in  caring  for 
the  munition  workers  as  well  as,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  can  be  done. 

Another  class  of  women  workers  has 
gained  the  admiration  of  Lady  Carson. 
The  girl  clerks  in  the  stores  and  places 
of  business  In  London  and  the  profes- 
sional women  earning  very  small  salar- 
ies were  among  those  who  contributed 
promptly  to  the  great  war-  loan-.  The 
self-denial  shown  by  many  of  them  was 
fully  appreciated  by  the  friend  who 
took  the  trouble  to  learn  the  heavy  re- 
sponsibilities most  of  these  workers 
carried.  There  Is  good  promise  for  the 
future  In  the  understanding  and  the 
sympathy  born  of  common  sacrifices 
and  common  aims  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  war.  That  the  wife  of  Sir  Edward 
Carson  should  devote  herself  to  war 
work  on  behalf  of  the  men  of  Ulster 
waa  to  be  expected.  But  that  the  badly 
paid  shop  girl  and  the  overtaxed  muni- 
tion worker  should  awaken  In  her  and 
thousands  of  other  women  who  knew 
but  little  of  the  life  of  the  working 
world,  a  wholehearted  sisterly  sym- 
pathy makes  one  hope  that  in  tha  new 
world  hopeless  poverty  and  great  wealth 
will  cease   to  exist  side  by  side. 

A    Child's    Tear—    Soma 

It  may  Interest  some  readers  to 
know  a  little  of  the  life  of  the  chil- 
dren who  grew  up  to  he  the  men  and 
women  of  the  Canadian  Dominion. 
Something  has  been  said  of  their 
school  life  but  long  as  the  school 
hours  were  In  those  days  they  formed 
but  part  of  the  activities  and  interests 
of   childhood. 

In  the  Eastern  Provinces,  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  was  a  time  of  storms. 
Winter  waa  Indeed  king  and  piled  the 
sonw  in  the  lanes  and  drifted  It  high 
about  houses  and  barns.  Not  seldom 
were  the  windows  covered.  Tha  little 
folk  who  admired  the  wonderful  pat- 
terns on  the  window  panes,  could  not 
see  out  even  after  they  had  melted 
the  frost  with  their  warm  breathes  or 
perhaps,  tried  to  scrape  It  away  with 
a  knife.  Paths  had  to  be  shovelled  to 
the  barn  and  the  woodpile  and  to  the 
well    that  stood  near  tha  door. 

It  waa  not  long,  however,  before  the 
bright  sun  shone  on  tha  snow  drifts, 
and  hardy  boys  and  girls  with  caps 
tied  over  their  ear*  or  warm  hoods  and 
thick  stockings  and  mittens  ventured 
ant  with  their  baadalelghs  to  coast 
dewn  tha  feanka  which  their  father* 
and  older  brothers  found  It  hard  to 
eat  through  with  •  shovels.  If  the 
drifts  reached  the  eaves  of  tha  barn 
aw  much  the  batter.  On  such  days 
school  wag  eat  ef  the  ewwoeo  for  tha 


little  people,  though  the  big  boys  and 
some  of  the  girls  followed  In  tha  track 
of  the  road  breakers  or  crossed  the 
fields  which  the  wind  had  made  bare. 
It  was  not  long  before  the  cold 
drove  the  sturdiest  of  the  little  ad- 
venturers in  from  their  play  and 
mother  must  take  mittens  from  the 
half  frosen  fingers  and  rub  the  ache 
away.  In  the  warm  kitchen  the  cold 
was  soon  forgotten  and  amusement  or 
employment  found  for  the  active 
youngsters.  Even  very  little  girls 
helped  their  mothers  in  those  days. 
The  boy  was  very  small  who  could  not 
carry  or  pile  wood.  The  baby  must 
be  nursed  and  rocked,  the  dishes  wash- 
ed, the  floor  swept.  A  slate  and  pen- 
cil, a  Jack-knife  or  a  hammer  were 
playthings  for  the  boys  and  If  the 
sister  had  nothing  else  to  do  she  could 
read.  Yet  many  of  these  mothers

with  suspicion  on  the  reading 
Of  story  books  as  a  waste  of  time  for 
the  girls.  Such  imprisonment  seldom 
lasted  more  than  a  day.  The  next,  the 
roads  were  broken  and  all  who  were 
old  enough  trudged  off  with  their  din- 
ner baskets  to  school.  Often  a  good 
natured  farmer  picked  them  up  on  his 
wood  sled.  If  the  sun  had  been  bright 
and  the  frost  sharp  and  the  crust 
would  bear,  even  the  ride  was  not  a 
great  attraction. 

February  days  brought  thaw,  suc- 
ceeded by  heavier  frosts.  Then  the 
ponds  and  the  bays  and  inlets  were 
covered  with  gleaming  Ice.  The  little 
ones  would  slide  on  the  little  ponds 
with  great  glee  and  much  shouting. 
The  big  lads  who  could  skate  across 
the  bay  or  for  miles  along  the  rivers 
were  admired  and  envied.  Sometimes 
on  moonlight  nights  the  big  girls 
Joined   them. 

Then  there  were  the  rare  occasions 
when  the  whole  family  in  a  big  box 
sleigh,  well  filled  with  straw  and  cov- 
ered with  buffalo  robes  drove  away  to 
visit  some  friend  or  relative.  The  boys 
and  girls  shared  in  the  warm  welcome 
and  all  the  good  things  that  were  pro- 
vided. How  they  listened  as  round 
the  fire  at  night,  the  fathers  told  of 
past  adventures  and  how,  sometimes 
they  trembled,  as  when  their  elders 
thought  them  safe  asleep,  they  over- 
heard the  tales  of  ghosts  and  super- 
natural warnings  which  were  stoutly 
vouched  for  by   some  of  the  party. 

But  full  of  enjoyment  as  the  Winter 
was  to  children  who  were  healthy, 
well  clad  and  well  fed,  the  first  signs' 
of  Spring  were  hailed  with  Joy  not  to 
bo  understood  by  those  who  live  where 
the  seasons  glide  into  one  another  by 
slower  degrees. 

When  the  snow  was  disappearing  be- 
neath the  bright  sunshine  and  warm 
winds  of  April  and  the  sound  of  run- 
ning water  was  In  the  air,  before  the 
first  bluebird  came  with  its  cheerful 
chirp,  the  traveller  passing  a  houso 
might  see  the  little  children  aeated  on 
the  woodpile  gathering  the  lichens  or 
playing  'house'  with  the  bright  pieces 
of  crockery  left  in  corners  when  the 
snow  vanished.  The  warm  puddles 
were  an  attraction  for  the  boys,  which 
was  not  always  resisted.  To  soak 
shoes  and  stockings  so  that  the  water 
oosed  out  of  them  or  to  wade  In  bare- 
foot, was  worth  a  thrashing  many 
a  bareheaded,  freckle-faced  urchin 
thought  and  there  was  always  the 
chance  of  not   being  found  out. 

What  crops  of  freckles  the  fresh 
wind  and  bright  sunshine  brought  out 
on  the  delicate  skin  made  more  sen- 
sitive  by   the  confinement   of  Winter. 

Next  Sunday,  perhaps,  a  little  group 
would  find  their  way  to  the  wood.  The 
snow  still  lingered  In  the  fence  corners 
and  at  the  foot  of  the  fir  trees.  But 
'on  the  hillocks  were  long -wreaths  of 
ground  spruce  and  moaaes  and  lichens 
of  many  kinds  had  a  beauty  never 
noticed  after  Summer  had  spread  her 
flowery  carpet.  Here  one  might  be  so 
fortunate  as  to  find  a  spruce  tree  with 
treasures  of  fragrant  gum  almost  aa 
precious  to  childish  eyes  as  ore  to 
the  prospector  among  far  away  hills. 
At  the  approach  of  May  the  haunts 
of  the  trailing  arbutua  warn  nought 
where  the  fragrant  pink  blossoms 
paaped  slyly  from  their  biding  places 
among  the  moases  and  dead  leaves. 
Mear  by  were  tha  delicate  vlnea  and 
tiny  white  berries  of  a  spoclea  of  win- 
tergreen  as  delicious  to  the  tsste  as 
the  Mayflower  to  the  sight  and  smell. 
Spring  is  on  her  way  now  and  ad- 
vances with,  swift  steps.  The  budding 
trees  show  delicate  tints  of  all  colors 
and  almost  before  the  loaves  appear, 
the  children  And  the  tiny  white  violet 
among  the  tender  green  of  tha  pasture 
grass.  Very  sweet  is*  tha  scent  and 
delicate  the  marking  of  this  tiniest  of 
Its  race  and  tha  child  understands  the 
poef  who  said, 

"Not    a    flower    but 

touch 
In    freckle,    streak  or  stain   of   His 

unrlvall's  pencil." 

But  the  bustle  of  farm  work  has  be- 
gun and  as  everywhere  tha  long  far- 
rows  appear,  the  help  of  all  tha  boys 
and  girls  of  the  neighborhood  la  en- 
listed to  pat  In  tha  potato  crop.  After 
tha  ploughman  tha  children  trudge 
dropping  tha  seta  carefully  and  feeling 
fully  rewarded  as  they  share  the 
bountiful  meals  prepared  by  tha  farm- 
er's wife.  Never  since,  has  rice  pad. 
ding  tasted  so  goad,  aor  any  dish 
equalled  tha  hot  buckwheat  irssrahes 
served  with  hotter  aad  honey .  Around 
the  big  table  there  was  Joking  and 
banter  aad  tha  children  shared  the 
merriment  la  leaving  for  home  In  the 
twilight  tired  bat  happy  with  thesenaa 
of  having  baaa  Of  aso.

The  B.  C.  Dental 
Act  is  a  long  document,  consisting  of  82  clauses  and  some  score 
or  two  of  pages  of  the  B.  C.  Statutes.  It  is  a  serious  matter  to 
redraft  a  whole  act  of  this  size  and  importance,  and,  unless  there 
is  adequate  reason  for  it,  no  body  of  men  ought  to  have  the  entire 
charter  of  their  professional  existence  swept  away  and  a  new  and 
strange  one  substituted,  which  it  will  take  years  of  amending  in 
the  Legislature  to  get  into  proper  working  shape. 

The  following  are  the  leading  reasons  given  in  the  great  three- 
column  advertisements  published  ai  the  sole  expense  of  the  "altru- 
ists" aforesaid,  and,  of  course,  solely  "in  the  interests  of  the  general 
public,"  for  recasting  the  entire  statute: 

<1>     Provision   for  moro   repre-       allowing;  them   to  practice  In  the 


tentative  control — Instead  of  the 
dentists  themselves  electing  all 
Ave  members  of  the  Council,  one 
each  year  for  a  five-year  term,  the 
dentists  to  elect  three  annually 
for  one  year  only,  the  Govern- 
ment appointing  the  other  two. 

(2)  Dentists  licensed  by  the 
Dominion  Dental  Council  to  be 
allowed  to  practice  In  British 
Columbia  without  examination.

(4)  Abolition  of  the  require- 
ment that  candidates  for  examina- 
tion must  have  the  standard  of 
education  assured  by  matricula- 
tion for  arts  in  a  recognized  uni- 
versity or  its  equivalent. 

<r>>  Measures  to  prevent  the 
use  of  misleading  or  fraudulent 
advertising.  ' 

(C)  Provision  of  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  the  act. 


Even  if  all  these  are  desirable  and  necessary  changes,  is  it  neces- 
sary to  abrogate  the  existing  act  to  obtain  them?  Why  Is  not  the 
ordinary  course  adopted  of  offering  a  bill  with  the  half-dozen  amend- 
ments sought? 

The  clause  suggesting  provision  of  penalties  and  the  statement 
made  in  the  advertising  of  the  "altruists"  that  the  penalties  at  present 
provided  are  a  Joke,  absolutely  precludes  the  possibility  that  they 
are  aware— 

(1)  That  certain  registered  dentists  have  convictions 
recorded  against  them  for  breaches  of  the  JB.

War  Arouses  Stir  at  Toronto  Rr. 

crultlng  Meeting 

Earnest  appeals  from  the  platform  for 
volunteer  recruits  for  the  British  navy 
had  been  made  to  the  great  gathering 
which  crowded  Loew's  theatre,  at  To- 
ronto a  few  days  ago.  Three  lads  had 
responded,  but  the  audience  thereafter 
sat  silent.  Then,  unexpectedly,  a  young 
woman  rose  in  a  gallery  box.  She  was 
weeping,  and  apparently  a  bit  hysterical. 

"Oh,  men,  men,"  ahe  cried,  "how  dare 
you  sit  .still,  content,  when  your  broth- 
ers are  bleeding  for  you  at  the  front- 
Four  of  my  brothers  have  been  killed 
fighting,  for  you.  How  dare  you  young 
men  sit  there,  content?  It  Isn't  fair;

Tho  Interruption  created  a  momentary 
scnsatlon.  A  sailor  bluejacket  ap- 
pioached  the  young  women,  who,  It  was 
subsequently  learned,  told  the  sad  truth 
when  she  stated  that  she  had  recently 
lost  four  brothers  In  one  battle  and  had 
become  somewhat  unnerved  by  the 
tJhcck,  and  tried  to  quiet  her,  but  she 
shook  him  off. 

Make  them  come, 
sergeant!"  she  pleaded,  pointing  to  sev- 
eral .rows  of  men  in*  the  body  of  the 
theatre  below.  "They're  cowards,  cow- 
ards, cowards,  or  they  wouldn't  let  my 
brothers  all   die   for   them!

Premier  Murray  Outlines  Great 
Scheme  for  Establishment 
of  Steel  Shipbuilding  in 
Eastern  Province, 


"It  Is  high  tfaao.  In  my  JuSa-mont," 
•aid  Premier  Murrey,  of  Not*  Scotia,  to 
tho  Houm,  In  moving  the  eoooad  reed- 
lap  of  Mo  b»U  to  eacourage  shipbuilding 
within  the  riOTtaoe.  "tho*  tho  Canadian 
people  saw  to  It  that  on  the  Atlantic 
eeaboard  of  this  country  we  have  one, 
two,  or  three  ehlpyarda  capable  of  con- 
structing steel  ahlpa  and  -that  no  nation, 
particularly  a  nation  upon  whose  export 
bualneeo  ito  prooperity  eo  much  depends, 
should  be  ntterly  and  helplessly  in  tho 
handa  of  other  natlone  to  supply  tho 
tonnosro  whleh  transports  ita  commerce 
to  the  market*  of  the  world." 

Tho  Premier's  epeeeh.  which  was  well 
delivered,  was  followed  with  the  elosoat 
interest  by  oil  members  preaent,  and  at 
Its  conclusion  he  was  applauded  by 
both  sides  of  the  House.  Ha  gmve  a 
general  outline  of  the  ressons  for  the 
introduction  •€  the  bill  end  of  the  pur- 
pose of  It.  After  he  had  finished.  Mr. 
Hall,  leader  of  tho  Opposition,  rose, 
SBd  |p  a  brief  speech  a  poke  favorably  of 
the  bill,  and  of  any  sound  scheme  of 
developing  shipbuilding  within  the  Prov- 
ince, although  he  emphasized  the  fact 
that  before  any  action  might  be  taken 
upon  any  report  by  the  Shipbuilding 
Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  bill, 
the  Legislature  should  convene  and  pass 
upon  the  commission's  scheme. 
JTova    Sootto's    Ambition 


-I  have  placed  my  bill  before  tho 
members  of  this  Legislature  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  open  and  frank  discussion.  Tho 
Mil  itself  indicates  to  a  very  large  em- 
tent  how  I  think  this  question  or  estab- 
lishing s  shipbuilding  Industry  In  Nova 
Scotia  can  ho  safely  and  practically 
dealt  with.  In  the  Srst  place,  I  propose 
la  asfilat  a  sasaislssUsa  te  ho  called 
The  Shipbuilding  Commission.'  Upon 
this  commission  I  propose  to  appoint 
five  man  who,  la  tho  judgment  of  tho 
Government,  will  be  competent  to  deal 
with  all  the  facts  Involved  In  this  com* 
plicated  question.  The  commission  shall 
he  representative  of  tho  host  intelligence 
Of  this  Province,  because,  after  all  Is 
said  and  done.  I  believe  we  have  within 
eurselvee  man  Whoso  final  Judgment 
upon  this  Important  question  will  have 
tho  ocnSdoaoa  of  owr  people.  I  propose 
that  this  commission  shall  ho  non  -  poli- 
ties 1,  that  is.  realising  that  It  Is  wiser 
to  have  a  commission  that  shall  have 
tho  confidence  of  the  people,  not  only 
from  a  bualneaa  point  of  view,  but  from 
sj  soUtsoal  standpoint.  My  own  judg- 
ment Is  that  we  caa  And  such  o  eommls- 
•ton  In  Move  Scotia  thoroughly  com- 
petent to  deal  with  all  tho  facts  In- 
volved, and  when  they  roach  a  conclu- 
sion wo  can  afford  to  support  those  con- 
clusions   by    Provincial    credit. 


In  moving  the  Bill,  the  Premier  said 
that  for  many  years  It  had  been  the 
ambition  of  the  people  of  rtova  Scotia 
to  lake  port  la  the  construction  of  ateel 
ehlpe.  He  had  no  doubt  thia  ambition 
was  tho  natural  outcome  of  the  fact 
that  in  the  days  of  wooden  ships,  this 
Province  occupied  a  very  prominent 
position  in  thia  respect,  whea  -ships 
from  Nova  Scotia  were  to  be  found  In 
all  the  great  ocean  porta  of  the  world, 
manned  by  Nova  Scotia  officers  and 
crews.  It  had  been  stated,  and  no  doubt 
It  was  correct,  that  Nova  Scotia  at  one 
time  owned  a  larger  tonnage  than  any 
other  portion  of  the  world  based  upon 
population. 

The  Coming  of  Steal 
"The  change  from  aall  to  steam,"  said 
the  Premier,  "was  a  very  disturbing 
factor  In  the  history  of  this  Province, 
and  seriously  Interfered  with  the  na- 
tural avocation  of  our  people.  For  a 
number  of  yeara  no  serious  effort  was 
made  by  tho  people  of  thia  Province  to 
become  owners  of  steel  ahlpa.  Here 
and  there,  some  enterprising  firm  made 
an  effort  In  this  direction,  but  It  Is  safe 
to  say  that  our  people  generally,  who 
previously  were  the  owners  and  auc- 
cessful  operators  of  wooden  ships,  felt 
that  the  risk  for  capital  was  too  great, 
and  our  people  generally  were  not  as 
well  adapted  as  our  competitors  for  par- 
ticipating In  the  ateel  shipbuilding  In- 
dustry.* While  this  is  true,  there  al- 
ways remained  In  the  hearts  of  Nova 
Scotians  a  desire  to  in  some  way  re- 
gain their  supremacy  on  the  ocean  and 
every  now  and  again  from  centres  Buch 
as  Halifax,  New  Glasgow,  and  Sydney 
enterprising  citizens  made  an  attempt 
to  re-establish  en  modern  lines  the 
shipbuilding  Industry;  but  the  handicap 
on  capital  wss  evidently  too  great  and 
practically  none  of  tho  hopes  of  these 
enterprlslnp  cltlaena  were  realised. 
MOW  •todWOWg  leadership 
"It  Is  to  the  credit  of  the  town  of 
New  Glasgow  that  In  that  centre  of 
activity  and  there  only  wss  a  steel  ship 
actually  constructed  and  it  was  at  last 
demonstrated  that  the  production  of  the 
steel  ship  by  the  brain  and  Industry  of 
Nova  Scotians  was  not  an  idle  dream. 

"Today  we  are  confronted  by  world- 
wide conditions  which  should  naturally 
and  properly  lead  to  a  consideration  of 
this  whole  question  from  an  entirely 
different  point  of  view  ard  from  a  state 
of  facta  never  heretofore  existing  in  the 
world.  .  It  Is  little  wonder  that  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  today  and  the  facts 
which  are  presented  for  consideration 
would  naturally  lead  the  mind  of  a 
maritime  people,  such  ss  we  are  to  a 
reconsideration  of  the  whole  question. 
An  latersattoaal  Question 
"The  question  of  shipbuilding  today 
is  not  a  local  one;  it  Is  not  even  a 
national  one.  It  has  suddenly  become 
an  International  question  and  has 
aroused  a  tremendous  Interest  among 
all  maritime  people.  The  British  Em- 
pire largely  owes  Its  supremacy  and 
has  been  a  tremendous  factor  In  con- 
trolling the  commercial  affairs  of  the 
world  by  reason  of  Its  supremacy  on 
the  ocean.  A  continuation  of  this  sea 
power  upon  the  ocean  is,  in  my  judg- 
ment a  vital  factor  in  the  Empire's 
continuing  to  play  that  great  part  In 
the  destiny  of  nations  which,  in  our 
past  history  hss  meant  so  much,  not 
only  for  the  Empire,  but  for  other  parts 
of  the  world. 

"Today  we  see  a  ruthless  submarine 
warfare  waged  against  our  commerce 
and  while  we  hope  and  believe  that  this 
barbarous  warfare  of  our  enemy  will 
not  be  successful  In  the  end,  yet  It  be- 
hooves every  subject  of  the  British  Em- 
pire to  do  whet  he  can  to  prevent  th«i 
evil  purposes  of  tho  enemy  being  ac- 
complished and  to  maintain  that  su- 
premacy which  has  meant  so  much  to 
the  Smplro  In  the  past. 

To  Aid  the  Smplre 

"Tho  question  at  present  confronting 
tho  people  of  Nova  Scotia  la.  caa  wo  In 
any  way  assist  in  thia  Empire  prob- 
lem? If  wo  can.  I  regard  it  as  our 
highest  duty  to  devote  our  best  ener- 
gies towards  that  end.  If  we  cannot, 
I,  nt  least,  consider  it  a  primary  duty 
on  tho  pert  of  this  Legislature,  repre- 
senting as  It  does  the  people  of  Nova 
Scotia,  who  are  descendants  of  men 
who  carried  on  the  trade  of  the  world 
on  every  ocean,  to  give  this  problem 
their  moot  serious  consideration.  T 
am  satisfied  that  every  citizen  of  this 
Province  will  give  a  general  assent  to 
this  proposition;  snd  the  question  na- 
turally arises,  how  csn  this  bo  done 
with  the  greet  est  hope  of  reaching 
practical  results. 

"It  must  be  admitted  that  la  the 
past  tho  great  shipbuilding  yards  of 
England.  Scotland  and  Ireland  Were 
practically  supremo  In  tho  production 
Of  tho  stool  ship  at  the  lowest  possible 
cost.  A  great  deal  can  be  sold  today 
shout  changed  conditions  In  the  cost 
of  material  and  labor,  and  outside  of 
theeo  two  prime  factors.,  other  reasons 
could  bo  given  why  shipbuilding  In 
Nova  Scotia,  as  a  business  proposition. 
occupies  a  different  position  tOdsy 
from  what  It  did  when  It  received  pre- 
vious consideration.  But  beyond  re- 
ferring generally  to  those  matters.  I 
do  not  propose,  because  1  have  net 
sufficient  Snowedgn  of  tho  facte,  to 
enlarge  upon  say  detailed  argument 
why  I  think  the  situation  at  the  pre- 
sent usee  ehewM  SiassaS  cenoMeratlon 
at  our  handa. 


"Now,  I  admit  there  are  .some  diffi- 
culties about  this  proposition — difficul- 
ties which  tbs  incorporation  of  an  In- 
dependent company,  furnishing  its  own 
capital  and  going  about  the  building 
of  ships  as  a  Business  proposition, 
would  free  us  from,  but.  In  my  opin- 
ion, we  cannot  obtain  private  capital 
and  the  exercise  or  the  host  judgment 
in  this  matter  without  the  waste  of  a 
large  amount  of  capital  and  by  the 
granting  of  bonuses  and  subsidies, 
against  which  I  am  beginning  to  have 
serious  objections.  We  have  no  right 
to  expect  that  private  capital  will  be 
risked  in  .a  venture  under  terms  In 
which  we  should  bo  afraid  to  risk  our 
own  capital.  However,  it  is  not  con- 
templated that  anything  will  be  done 
until  the  facts  are  flrst  ascertained, 
and  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Commis- 
sioners these  facts  will  Justify  a  fur- 
ther step.  If  further  steps  are  neces- 
sary, we  have  power  in  the  proposed 
legislation  to  Incorporate  the  Commis- 
sion Into  a  company,  and  have  them 
Issue  the  necessary  securities  guaran- 
teed by  the  Province  to  supply  tho  ne- 
cessary capital  to  carry  out  tho  recom- 
mendations of  the  Commission.  Whe- 
ther the  securities  shall  be  guaranteed 
or  direct  is  a  matter  of  detail.  The 
best  course  muat  be  pursued. 

Obtain    Poasral   Co-operation 

I  take  the  view  that  In  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  shipyard  or  shipyards, 
In  which  ths  people  of  this  Province 
have  a  direct  intercut,  wo  should  pro- 
perly obtain  the  co-operation  and  aym- 
patfry  of  the  Federal  Government,  and 
this  co-operation  and  sympathy  are 
more  easily  obtained  by  a  non-political 
commission  than  by  a  private  corpora- 
tion. I  do  not  say  what  form  the  co- 
operation of  the  Federal  Government 
should  take,  but  it  should  give  such 
character  as  would  havve  a  tendency 
to  make  this  venture  on  the  part  of 
tho  people  of  Nova  Scotia  a  success, 
because  It  would  be  their  venture,  for 
I  take  It  that  If  anything  is  done,  this 
Legislature  has  amply  clothed  this 
Commission  with  legislative  powers  to 
carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  people.  It 
•hould  be  effective  co-operation  to 
give  them  an  order  for  ships,  which 
will  be  required  for  governmental  pur- 
poses, at  a  price  for  which  they  could 
be  reasonably  constructed.  And  there 
are  many  other  ways  in  which  their 
practical  aid  and  co-operation  would  be 
of  the  greatest  advantage. 

It  further  occurs  to  me  that  it  would 
he  self-evident  that  the  Empire  would 
welcome'  the  energy  and  co-operation  of 
this  little  Province  in  the  establishment  of 
an  Industry,  with  patriotic  motives  to  a 
large  extent  behind  it.  and  that  he  Com- 
mission would  dlacover  varloua  waya  in 
which  he  Imperial  authorltlea  oeutd  be  of 
tremendous  practical  assistance  to  th.-m 
In  helping  ua  to  obtain  material  and  outfit 
for  a  ehlpbutldlng  Plant  and  placing  at  our 
disposal  experts  who  would  be  competent 
to  advise  and  deal  In  a  practical  way 
with    the   entire   enterprise. 

So  I  wish  to  Indicate  at  the  outset  that 
my  desire  Is  to  have  behind  this  enterprlae, 
If  we  understand  it.  the  co-operation  and 
friendly  aaalatance  of  both  the  Federal 
and  Imperial  authorltlea.  But  It  may  be 
determined  after  Investigation  of  the  facta 
that  the  Incorporating  and  aaalatlng  of  an 
Independent  corporation  la  the  beat  way  of 
dealing   with    thla   aubject.      Tf    that   la   the 
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President

Up  to  the  preaent  I  presented  this  mat- 
ter aa  if  it  were  aoiely  a  national  mat- 
ter but  we  in  Nova  Scotia  muat  aome  day. 
If  we  are  ever  to  attain  that  place  In  the 
affairs  of  the  Empire  which  should  be 
our  proper  desire,  have  wider  vlewe  of  our 
sphere  of  usefulness  than  the  mere  con- 
alderatlon  we  are  giving  te  our  local  affaire. 

Oar  Transportation  Needs 

The  tranaportatlon  problema  In  this 
Province  alone  amply  Juatlfy  the  building 
and  owning  of  a  conalderable  portion  of 
our  own  tonnage.  Our  coal  trade,  our 
ateel.  eur  limestone,  our  lumber,  eur  fish, 
upon  the  development  of  which  the  pros- 
perity of  eur  Province  depend,  ahould  not 
be  dependent  upon  the  continual  charter- 
ing of  foreign  tonnage.  It  may  be  that  the 
world's  tonnage  may  be  short  and  those 
nations  alone  which  own  their  own  ton- 
nage can  take  an  important  Part  In  the 
commerce  of  the  world.  It  U  high  time. 
In  my  judgment,  that  the  Canadian  people 
saw  to  It  that  on  the  Atlantic  aeaboard  of 
this  country  we  hare  one,  two  er  three 
■  hlpyarda  capable  of  conatructlng  ateel 
ahlpa,  and  that  no  nation,  particularly  a 
nation  upon  whose  export  bualneaa  Its 
prosperity  ao  much  dependa.  should  be  ut- 
terly and  hopeleealy  In  the  hands  of  other 
nstloni  to  supply  the  tonnage  which 
tranaporta  Ita  commerce  to  the  marketa  of 
the  world. 

Make    Neva    Scotia   s   Feeter 
I    may      not      have      devlaed      legislation 
which  presents  the  best  method   ef  dealing 
with    thla   question:    I    msy   not    have    been 
able   to    give    the    House      reasons      why      I 
think  this  whole  question  above  and  beyond 
any   other   queatlon   ahould   reoeive   Ua  moat 
aerloua   eonalderatlon.      But  if  any   effort  of 
mine   can    prevail    I   am   determined   to   1m- 
prcaa    thla    queatlon    upon    members    of    thla 
Legislature,  in  order,  at  least,  that  the  na- 
tion  of    which    we   are    all    proud    to    bu    a 
part    ahall    receive    in    connection    with    our 
moat    preaslng   problem   the   beat   considera- 
tion we  can  give  it.

BREACH  OF  FAITH 

WITH  SOCIALISTS 

German    Military   Authorities   Break    Prom- 
ise te  Assist   Negotiations  for  Peace 
With    Russia 


COPENHAGEN,  April  7.— The  Ger- 
man offensive  on  the  Stokhod  river  ap- 
pears to  have  considerably  upset  the 
leaders  of  the  majority  Socialists  in 
Germany,  who  were  counting  on  a  re- 
laxation of  German  effort  on  the  Rus- 
sisn  front  to  permit  them  to  get  in 
touch  with  and  to  further  the  peace 
movement  among  the  Russian  social- 
ists. 

The  Associated  Press  hears  from 
Berlin  of  a  recent  conference  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Scheldemann  wing  on 
the  Russian  situation,  at  which,  ac- 
cording to  one  of  the  participants.  It 
was  stated  that  the  German  Govern- 
ment had  given  definite  assurances 
that  no  offensive  movement  on  the 
Eastern  front  would  be  undertaken  for 
the  present,  so  thai  tho  Socialists 
could  continue  to  endeavor  to  convince 
their  Russian  colleagues  that  Ger- 
many was  not  endeavoring  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  revolution  movement  or 
te  re-establish  the  Romanoff  autocracy. 

This  participant  now  speaks  bUtorly 
of  the  "breach  of  faith"  that  will  make 
It  difficult  to  convince  the  Russian  so- 
cialists of  the  good  intention  of  Die 
German   socialist*. 


Toags  Conclude  Peace 
SEATTLE,  April  7  —Leaders  or  the 
Bing  Kong  Bow  Long  tong,  ths  Hip 
Sing  tong,  the  Hop  King  tong  snd  the 
8uey  Sing  tong  met  tonight  in  the.  office 
of  Mayor  Gill  and  signed  a  treaty  of 
peace.  Coon  Dip,  the  Chinese  consul. 
Mayor  Gill  and  United  States  Immigra- 
tion Commissioner  Henry  White  were 
present.  The  slgnera  agreed  not  to  be  a 
party  to  warfare  that  breaks  out  in 
other  cities.  Provision  is  made  for  de- 
portation of  violators  of  the  tong  agree- 
ment. This  is  the  first  tong  peace 
treaty  signed  on  the  coast.  The  Port- 
land tongs  have  signed  a  thirty-day 
truce.

Following  the  cloatn*  of  the  Con- 
OoUdated  Company*  mine*  at  Rosaland, 
on  March  II,  two  or  three  days  later  a 
conference  between  officials  of  the 
Boaslaad  Minors*  Union  and  officials  of 
the  company,  was  hold  at  Trail,  but  no 
Information  relative  to  what  took  placo 
was  made  public.

■peon HUfi  Blement  Is   Essential 

At  this  time,  when  men  who  mean 
wall,  but  who  may  lack  practical  ex- 
perience are  urging  legislative  restric- 
tions, it  is  perhaps  desirable  that  sug- 
gestions In  the  direction  of  admonitions 
to  "go  alow"  in  the  direction  of  pro- 
tecting a  public  that  will  nearly  al- 
ways be  beguiled  by  "get-rich-quick" 
schemes,  no  matter  what  legislation 
exists  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
them  from  chasing  rainbows,  shall  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  re- 
formers. 

In  an  article  on  "State  Mining,"  print- 
ed last  week  in  a  standard  mining 
Journal,  these  words  occur:  "A«  now 
organized,  state  mining  bureaus  are  of 
minor  Importance,  but  if  they  are  to  be 
given  the  authority. to  control  the. min- 
ing of  the  state,  what  would  happen? 
The  mere  imagination  of  the  conse- 
quences is  a  nightmare  of  political 
w,lre-pulllng  and  surservlence.  On  the 
Hand,  Sir  George  A|bu  predicted,  it 
would  mean  a  demand  by  labor  unions 
to  expel  the  Kaffirs  from  the  mines'  and 
to  employ  white  labor  only.  "That 
would  spell  absolute  failure,"  he  added. 
JHm  opinion  of  state  mining  wan  sum- 
marlzed  In  a  proverb:  'Fools  rush  in 
where  angels   fear   to   tread.'  " 

.Another  opinion,  given  before  a  corn- 
Mission  considering  the  subject,  wan 
that  "the  tendency  of  state  mining  will 
be  to  make  mining  industrial  and  ellm- 
'*  Inate  the  speculative  element."  The 
comment  on  this  opinion  was:  "That 
would  kill  It:  the  vitality  of  mining  de- 
pends upon  the  red  corpuscles  of  ad- 
venture; the  exploratory  instinct  Is  es- 
sential. When  mining  becomes  indus- 
trial, It  Is  senile."  So  the  part  of  wis- 
dom would  seem  to  be  to  exercise  great 
cars  that  legislative  restrictions  do  not 


extinguish  "the  red  corpuscles  of  adven- 
ture": let  them  only  make  swindling  too 
costly  to  be  engaged  In.

In  March  the  following  account  of

This  would  be  one 
of  the  largest  cash  payments  ever 
known  in  British   Columbia."

After  quoting  the  foregoing  story  im- 
puted to  Mr.  Arthur  Bernstein,  The 
Cowichan  Leader  printed  "Another 
Story,"   as   follows:

Already  the  ill  effects  of  the  labor 
difficulties  that  are  retarding  the  pro- 
duction of  coal  and  coke  in  the  Crows- 
neat  district  of  British  Columbia  and 
in  Alberta,  over  practically  all  the  coal 
mine  workers  in  which  regions  District 
IS  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America  tiolda  Jurisdiction,  are  (evi- 
dent in  KoH.Hlu.nd  camp,  where,  as  has 
already  been  chronicled  in  The  Daily 
Colonist,  the  larger  mines  have  been 
closed.  Frequently  It  Is  contended  by 
nit-miH-i-.s  of  labor  unions  that  in  press 
notlceH  when  there  is  trouble  between 
mine  operators  and  their  employees 
only  the  former's  Hide  of  the  dispute 
is  given  publicity.  The  following  clip- 
ping from  The  British  Columbia  Fed- 
eratlonlqt,  the  official  publication  of 
the  B.  C.  Federation  of  Labor,  may 
serve  to  convey  an  idea  of  the  pres- 
ent situation  from  the  Union  point  of 
view: 

"Press  dispatches  from  Calgary  In- 
dicate that  there  is  grave  danger  of 
industrial  disturbances  of  an  acuta 
character  throughout  District  18.  The 
representatives  of  the  miners  and  the 
operators  of  the  coal  mines  in  the  dis- 
trict have  been  in  conference  at  Cal- 
gary for  several  weeks,  but  no  settle- 
ment has  yet  been  reached  as  to  the 
terms  of  a  new  working  agreement. 

"The  old  agreement  expired  on  March 
SI  and,  because  of  the  opposition  of 
the  operators  to  meeting  the  demands 
of  the  men,  many  of  the  miners 
promptly  'took  a  holiday.'  Over  400 
men  are  now  reported  to  be  out  at 
the  Drumheller  (Alberta)  camp,  and 
throughout  the  entire  district  over 
1,300  miners  are  not  working.  In  the 
camps  where  the  men  are  still  work- 
ing under  a  'holdover*  understanding, 
there  is  a  spirit  of  restlveness  over 
the  prolonged  conference  at  Calgary 
without  any  definite  information  as  to 
the  operators  considering  the  men's 
demands.  It  is  stated  that  it  would 
take  but  little  pressure  to  lead  all  the 
miners  in  the  district  to  lay  down  their 
tools."

line,  17,998  tons  (6,336  tons),  and  one 
In  China,  of  which  mention  was  made 
in  yesterday's  Canonist.  65  tons.  The 
proportion  of  the  quarter's  total  from 
mines  operated  by  the  Consolidated 
Company  was  85,664  tons  (100,422 
tons),  and  of  custom  ores,  35,952  tons 
(17,933  tons).

As  soon 
as  the  weather  conditions  shall  Im- 
prove, operations  will  be  speeded  up  to 
an  output  of  16S  tons  of  ore  daily.

Mlghlaod    Valley    snapping    OeaeaateaM 

The  Highland  Valley  Mining  and  De- 
velopment Company  has  made  eleven 
cars  of  concentrate  and  has  shipped 
ten  cars  since  milling  waa  commenced 
on  Its  property  a  few  weeks  ago.  The 
general  manager  for  the  company,  Mr. 
Frederic  Keffer.  last  week  Informed  a 
representative  of  the  tipokane  Spokes- 
man-Review, that  the  net  value  of  tbe 
concentrate  is  $1,500  to  $2,500  to  the 
carload,  chiefly  in  copper.  Small 
lota  of  high-grade  ore,  containing  S 
to  10  per  cent  copper  have  also  oc- 
caalonally  been  shipped.  The  mill  haa 
not  yet  been  operated  up  its  full  ca- 
pacity. 

In  the  mine,  the  north  drift  has  fol- 
lowed ore  40  feet,  disclosing  an  ore- 
body  eight  feet  in  width,  at  the  face 
of  the  drift.  Throughout  the  mine 
the  ore  has  been  followed  in  all  about 
400  feet.  The. ore  varies  In  width 
from  four  to  seventeen  feet,  and  in 
copper  content  from  three  to  seven 
per  cent,  excepting  small  bunches  of 
higher-grade   ore. 

A  brief  account  of  the  progress  made 
in  mining,  etc.,  in  this  part  of  Ash- 
croft  mining  division,  taken  from  an 
official    publication,    Is    as    under: 

The  Highland  Valley  camp  has  been 
the  most  active  portion  of  the  Ash- 
croft  mining  division  during  1916,  and 
although  the  Snowstorm  group  of 
mineral  claims,  which  made  shipments 
of  high-grade  copper  ore  during  1915, 
was  not  operated  during  the  past  sea- 
son, the  development-work  done  and 
the  concentrating  plant  Installed  on 
the  Chataway  group  marked  a  new 
era   in    the   camp. 

The  Highland  Valley  Mining  and 
Development  Company,  organized  in 
Spokane,  Washington,  acquired  the 
Chataway  and  Tamarac  groups  of  min- 
eral claims  in  1915,  and  commenced 
development-work  during  the  season. 
In  1916  a  total  of  613  feet  of  drifting, 
erosscuttrng,  and  upraising  represented 
the  development-work  on  the  property, 
which  waa  done  under  the  management 
of  Frederic  Keffer,  of  Spokane.  A 
wagon  road  six  miles  and  a  half  long 
was  constructed  from  the  mine-work- 
ings to  the  main  Ashcroft-Merrltt 
stage  road,  one-half  of  the  cost  of 
which  was  defrayed  by  the  Provincial 
Government.  A  concentrating  mill  was 
installed.  This  is  In  a  building  with 
.  three  floors;  on  the  lowest  are  tanks 
for  concentrates,  an  Oliver  filter,  and 
a  flotation  concentrating  machine,  also 
a  Root's  vacuum  pump  for  the  Oliver 
filter,  and  a  Fairbanks-Morse  typhoon 
pump;  on  the  first  floor  are  two  Robb- 
Mumford-Brady  boilers,  together  100 
horse  power,  one  50  horse  power  en- 
gine, one  Hardlnge  conical  mill,  with 
Challenge  ore-feeder,  one  Union  Iron 
Works  crusher,  with  9  x  16-inch  Jaws, 
one  pair  Reliance  rolls,  and  an  elevator 
to  the  fine  ore-bins  and  trommel 
screens;  on  the  second  floor  are  one  35 
horse  power  engine,  two  Butchart  con- 
centrating-tables,  four  cone  slime- 
tanks,  one  Anaconda  deslimer,  an  8- 
k.w.  dynamo,  a  Root'a  blowing-engine, 
and    a    small    compressor. 

A  typhoon  pump,  driven  by  an  elec- 
tric motor,  is  installed  on  a  lake  be- 
low the  mill  to  pump  water  into  three 
tanks,  two  of  12,000  gallons  capacity 
and  one  of  2,000  gallons.  A  gravity 
tramway  950  feet  long  connects  the 
mine  with   the  orebln  at  the  mill. 

Shipments  totalling  115  tons  are  re- 
ported to  have  made  during  the  past 
Summer,  the  ore  shipped  containing 
approximately  17,000  pounds  of  cop- 
per,  or  an   average   of   7.3   per  cent. 

STEEL  CLAD  SOLIDERS 

Value  of  Helmets  In  Bavins  Life  of  Troops 

on  the  Firing  Line  Haa  Been 

Proved 


The  medical  correspondent  of  The 
London  Times  writes:  The  steel  hel- 
met has  more  than  Justified  its  adoption 
and  some  recent  French  statistics  on 
this  subject  furnished  by  La  Nature 
are  of  deep  interest. 

Out  of  55  cases  of  head  injury  it  was 
found,  for  example,  that  42  occurred 
in  soldiers  who  wore  no  helmet.  Among 
the  42  there  were  23  fractured  skulls. 
The  remaining  19  cases  suffered  from 
severe  scalp  wounds.  Among  the  13 
cases  which  wore  helmets  there  was 
not  a  single  fracture  of  the  skull;  eight 
showed  some  concussion  effects,  and 
Ave  had  slight  wounds.  A  considerable 
number  of  the  unprotected  cases  died; 
none  of  the  protected  died.  The  most 
significant  fact  which  has  emerged  since 
the  helmet  was  introduced  was  empha- 
sised by  Dr.  Kojussy  «t  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  last  year.  He  said  that  the 
percentage  of  coses  showing  wounds  in 
the  head  had  increased.  The  reason  was 
of  course  that  the  number  of  sudden 
deaths  from  the  cause  had  markedly 
decreased. 

The  point  we  must  grasp  Is  that 
slight  wounds  in  this  war  are  often 
as  fatal  as  severe  wounds  on  account 
of  infection.  These  slight  wounds  of 
the  head  have  been  eliminated  by  the 
helmet,  and  so  infection  haa  not  oc- 
curred. It  is  clear  that  this  reasoning 
must  be  applied  to  other  regions  of  the 
body,  because  the  number  of  wounds 
made  by  fast-travelling  projectiles  has 
fallen,  and  the  danger  of  Infection  re- 
mains high  for  small  wounds  made  by 
elow-travelltng  projectiles.  A  French 
writer  points  out  that  of  47S  ab- 
dominal wounds  332  were  caused  by 
shrapnel  and  pieces  of  shell  having  a 
low  velocity.  An  abdominal  protection 
would  save  these  cases. 

Again,  among  16  penetrating  wounds 
of  tbe  lung  two  only  showed  exit  ori- 
fices for  the  bullet  or  piece  of  shell — 
I.e.,  in  IS  cases  out  of  15  the  projectile 
had  not  enough  force  behind  it  to  drive 
it  through  the  body  tissues.  A  breast- 
plate would  have  saved  these  wounds. 
The  mortality  from  these  low  velocity 
shrapnel  wounds  is  said  by  thla  wlter 
to  be  about  10  times  greater  than  from 
bullet  wounds  which  penetrate.  The 
same  applies  to  wounds  of  Joints, 
where  of  71  cases  only  five  were  due 
to  high-velocity  bullets,  aa  against  66 
duo  to  low-velocity  shrapnel.  Tbe  worst 
feature  of  these  severe  Joint  wounds  to 
the  retention  of  pieces  of  shell  In  the 
Jcmta. 

The  conclusions  are  arrived  at  la  La 
Nature  that  as  three-fourths  of  war 
wounds  which  are  received  for  treat- 
ment are  now  due  to  shrapnel  and 
pieces  of  shell  at  low  velocity,  and  aa 
these  wounds  are  very  fatal  oa  account 
of  the  infection  and  blood  poisoning 
following  them.  It  will  be  worth  while 
to  consider  the  question  of  protection 
for  all  those  parts.  We  have  already 
helmets  and  goggles  for  the  eyes;  wo 
should  require  breast  and  body  pi  seas 
with  knee  and  elbow  caps.  The  diffi- 
culty to,  of  course,  the  question  of  mo- 
bility, but  la  trench  warfare  this  la 
probably    secondary    to    the    savtag    of

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SURVEY  OF  MANIFOLD 
RESOURCES  OF  CANADA 

(Comprehensive  Document  Issued  by  the  Domin- 
ion's Royal  Gbmmission,  in  Which  They  Dis- 
cuss the  Problems  Affecting  Future 
-  Development  of  the  Country. 


(From  The  London  .Dally  Telegraph). 
On  the  e>e  of  the  publication  of  their 
final  report,  the  Dominions  Royal  Com* 
gu l»»lon  have  presented  a  M t'u  Interim 
volume.  In  which  they  eurvey  the  mani- 
fold resources  of  Canada,  and  discuss 
the  problems  affecting  their  future  «!<■- 
yelopmoot.  It  is  a  comprehensive  docu- 
ment. covcririK  a  wide  range  Of  activi- 
ties in  the  King's  greatest  oversea  pos- 
session, but  Interest  centres  mainly  in- 
what  the  Commissioners  have  to  say  as 
Jto  the  opportunities  for  the  expansion  of 
trade  with  the  Mother  Country  and  other 
parts  ot  the  Empire,  the  exploitation  of 
the  Dominion's  vast  potentialities  as  a 
producer  of  food  and  raw  materials,  and 
the  prospects  it  offers  to  settlers.  On 
those  questions,  of  special  importance 
•U  the  present  moment,  they  submit 
valuable  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

With  regard  to  iand  settlement,  the 
Commissioners  ore  convinced  tha\  as- 
sistance to  immigrants  is  essential  to 
th4)ir  success,  and  suggest  that  this 
Should  no  given  by  means  of  (a)  the 
establishment  of  Htate  training  farms, 
gnd   (b)  advances  of  capital. 

Dealing  first  with  the  general  trade 
position,  the  Commissipners  note  that 
the  external  commerce  of  the  Dominion 
ftias  developed  with  astonishing  rapidity 
in  recent  years.  In  the  decade  1891- 
1600,  the  aggregate  external  trade  In- 
creased fry  78  per  cent,  and  in  the  thir- 
teen years  1900-1913  the  expansion  was 
l$e-  per'fftn*       ThP  inr««  accession  of.

population  through  migration  and  the 
heavy  investments  of  British  and  Amer- 
ican capital  are  held  to  be  important 
contributory   factors. 

Trade  with  the  United  Kingdom  has 
pot,  unfortunately,  kept  pace  with  this 
general  development  The  proportion  of 
both  Imports  from  and  exports  to  the 
Mother  Country  has  shown  a  tendency 
to  decline,  while,  on  the  other  band, 
trade  with  the  United  States  has  in- 
creased. A  comparison  of  the  relative 
proportions  of  British  and  American 
Imports  and  exports  respectively  in  the 
external  trade  of  Canada  show  the  fol- 
lowing percentages  for  recent  years:

In  explanation  of  these 
end  the  further  fact  that  the  United 
Kingdom's  share  in  the  trade  of  the 
other  Dominions  is  much  larger,  tig) 
Commissioners  point  out  that  Canada  is 
b.  much  larger  producer  of  manufactured 
ertlcles  than  are  the  other  Dominions, 
end  consequently  calls  for  less  of  these 
commoBKJes  from  the  Motherland;  for 
Iter  Industries  she  has  to  draw  from 
other  countries  raw  materials  not  ob- 
tainable In  Great  Britain.  On  the  other 
band,  she  Is  not  yet  a'  prolific  producer 
of  wool,  hides,  and  meat,  which  the 
United.  Kingdom  *o  largely  requires. 
Further,  similarity  of  conditions  renders 
many  Industrial  products  of  the  United 
States  especially  suitable  to  Canadian 
requirements,  and  the  short  time  re- 
quired for  delivery  of  original  orders 
end  of  repair  parts  facilitates  purchases 
therefrom;  whilst,  on  the  other  hand. 
Canadian  raw  materials,  such  as  mineral 
and  forest  products,  are  required  in  con- 
stantly increasing  quantity  by  her 
southern  neighbor. 

British  vs.  American  (foods 
Imports  from  the  United  States  in- 
clude a  certain  proportion  of  natural 
products  and  other  articles  in  which 
the  United  Kingdom  cannot  hope  to 
compete.  The  -British  Trade  Commis- 
sioner has  calculated  that  out  of  the 
total  Imports  into  Canada. of  merchan- 
dise in  which  British  manufacturers  are 
in  a  position  to  compete,  the  imports 
from  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  In 
3  913  to  33  per  cent,  and  those  from  the 
United  States  to  58  per  cent.  But  even 
on  this  showing  the  position  of  tho 
United  Kingdom  manufacturer  in  the 
Canadian  market  compares  unfavorably 
with  hlB  position  in  the  markets  of  the 
great  Dominions  In  the  Southern  Hemi- 
sphere. It  has  been  calculated  that  or 
competitive  imports  Into  Bouth  Africa 
the  United  Kingdom  supplied  In  1912 
ebout  67  per  cent;  the  corresponding 
figure  for  Australia  was  about  63  per 
cent,  and  that  for  New  Zealand  about 
73  per  cent.  \ 

In  the  export  trade  of  Canada  the 
United  Kingdom  still  holds  first  place. 
While,    however,    this    country    secures 


the  larger  share  of  the  Dominion's  ag- 
ricultural products,  the  greater  part  of 
the  mlneruls  and  forestry  produce  goes 
to  the  United  states  .  On  this  the  Com- 
missioners remark: 

"Whilst  It  Is  gratifying  to  observe 
that  Canada  senda  so  Urge  a  proportion 
of  its/ surplus  production  of  foodstuffs 
to  the  Mother  Country,  it  is  not  satis- 
factory to  end  that  the  output  of  Can- 
adian mineral  ores  and  of  timber  Is 
largely  sent  to  a  foreign  country  for 
manufacture.  Signs  are  not  wanting, 
however,  that  this  position  Is  realized 
In  the  Dominion.  Already  there  is  a 
strong  movement  in  favor  of  local  re- 
fining of  ores  and  better  local  utilisa- 
tion of  the  lumber  and  pulp-wood  re- 
sources of  Canada." 

Touchtng  on  the  idgnlflcauce  of  the 
excess  of  Canadian 'imports  over  ex- 
ports, the  Commissioners  state  that  It 
Is  Impossible  to  avoid  the  conclusion 
that  at  least  a  largo  part  of  the  money 
from  the  United  Kingdom  which  has 
been  Invested  In  Canada  actually  reach- 
ed the  Dominion  Itself  In  the  shape  of 
foreign  goods.  They  cannot  regard  this 
position  with  complacency,  and  urge 
that.  In  the  case  of  all  public  loans 
rained  in  the  Mother  Country  for  pub- 
lic works  In  Canada,  measures  should 
be  taken  to  encourage,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  expenditure  ot  such  capital 
in  the  purchase  of  British  goods. 

Public  authorities,  however,  are  not 
alone  to  blame  in  this  matter;  British 
flnnne'°'  houses  have  made  little  or  no 


effort  to  ensure  that  sums  lent  to  the 
Dominion  should  benefit  the  British 
manufacturer. 

"We  regard  It  as  urgent  that  this  con- 
dition of  affairs  should  bo  altered,  and 
we  think  that  the  British  Trade  Bank 
about  to  be  established  should  make  the 
promotion  of  a  new  policy  lif  this  re- 
spect one  of  its  first  and  most  serious 
duties.  Not  only  should  this  bank  stip- 
ulate that  orders  in  connection  with  any 
new  undertakings  which  It  may  finance 
In  Canada  and  other  Dominions  should 
be  placed  as  far  as  possible  with  Brit- 
ish manufacturers,  but  It  should  exert 
its  Influence  to  Induce  other  financial 
establishments  in  the  United  Kingdom 
to  follow  its  own  example." 
Land   Settlement 

Proceeding  to  consider  the  problem  of 
migration,  the  commissioners  point  out 
that  It  differs  materially  from  that  In 
Australia  and  New  Zealand,  In  that 
there  have  been  three  separate  streams 
of  Immigrants — from  the  United  King- 
dom, from  various  European  countries 
and  from  the  United  States.  They 
found  that  In  Canada  there  1s  a  high 
appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  last 
two  classes,  and  particularly  of  Immi- 
grants from  Northern  European  coun- 
tries and  from  the  United  States.  The 
details  for  the  period  1907-'16  are  ap- 
pended:

way.  A»  to  lasd  *a  other  Provinces, 
it  Is  pointed  out  that  considerable  ex- 
penditure would  have  to  be  Incurred  on 
clearing  before  cultivation  could  be 
commenced. 

The  Commissioners  conclude  that, 
generally  speaking,  the  prospects  of  the 
settler  from  the  United  Kingdom  In  the 
future  are  not  aoch  as  will  enable  him. 
without  aselstance,  to  command  easy 
success.  In  any  event,  he  must  have 
capital.  It  Is  needed  for  the  purchase 
of  private  land,  open  or  cleared.  In  the 
vicinity  of  railways.  It  Is  needed  for 
the  successful  development  of  tree 
prairie  land,  because  such  land  is  hard- 
ly available  now  except  at  long  distances 
from  railways.  It  is  doubly  needed  for 
the  acquisition  or  purchase  of  timbered 
land,  because  In  the  absence  of  capital, 
It  Is  impossible  to  meet  the  heavy  ex- 
penditure required  for  clearing.  If  he 
has  not  this  capital  himself  he  cannot. 
under  present  conditions,  raise  K  In 
Canada  except  at  a  high  rate  of  Inter- 
est, certainly  not  less  than  8  per  cent. 
These  facts  point  to  the  absolute  ne- 
cessity for  giving  further  aid  -to  set- 
tlers in  future.  «ln  the  Commissioners* 
opinion  this  assistance  should  be  given 
by  means  of: 

a.  The  establishment  of  training 
farms  for  Immigrants  by  the  Domin- 
ion  and  Provincial   OovernmentS. 

b.  The  supply  of  Government^  capital 
on  easy  terms  on  the  security*  of  Im- 
provements to  be  effected  on  the  land. 

As  matters  are  now.  It  appears  to 
them  that  at  the  most  crucial  part  of 
his  career  the  Immigrant  settler  Is  left 
without  adequate  help  and  guidance. 
The  Government  assists  him  in  many 
ways,  but  it  does  not  directly  teach  him 
the  principles  and  practice  necessary 
for  successful  farming  under  new  con- 
ditions, without  which  the  remainder  of 
the  help  given  tends  to  be  largely  nuga- 
tory and  unprofitable.  If  at  the  pro- 
posed farms  accommodation  could  be 
provided  for  a  limited  number  of  Im- 
migrants (particularly  married  immi- 
grants), where  they  could  be  given  a 
three  or  six  months'  course  in  practical 
farm  work  and  their  wives  trained  con- 
currently in  cheese  and  butter  making, 
the  care  of  poultry,  etc.,  the  Commis- 
sioners feel  convinced  that  the  compar- 
atively slight  expenditure  would  be  am- 
paid.

With  regard  to  the  selection  of  emi- 
grants In  the  United  Kingdom,  It  is 
suggested  that  the  overlapping  between 
the  activities  of  the  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial Governments  which  appears  to 
exist  might  be  discussed  by  these  au- 
thorities with  a  view  to  better  co-ordi- 
nation. Public  opinion  In  Canada  Is 
strongly  in  favor  of  greater  control  of 
the  system  of  passage  brokers  and 
agents  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  ar- 
rangements made  for  immigrants  on 
the  transatlantic  steamers  appear  to 
be  satisfactory,  but  they  would  welcome 
thp  appointment  of  matrons  to  look 
after  women  and  girls  on  train  Jour- 
neys. 

Coming  to  the  all-Important  question 
of  settlement  on  the  land,  the  commis- 
sioners state  that  they  found  It  agreed 
on  all  sides  that  it  was  inadvisable  that 
anyone  should  take  up  land  on  his  own 
account  without  the  possession 
of  sufficient  capital  or  pre- 
viously acquired  knowledge  of 
Canadian  farming  conditions.  Com- 
paratively few  Immigrants  on  ar- 
rival, certainly  few  of  those  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  possess  either  of  those 
qualifications,  and  hitherto  no  facilities 
have  been  available,  except  through 
private  help  and  enterprise,  for  their 
acquisition.  In  the  case  of  the  bachelor 
Immigrant  their  "lack  constitutes  no  in- 
superable difficulty,  but  for  the  married 
man  tho  prospects  are  far  less  Inviting. 
Many  of  the  farms  have  no  accommoda- 
tion for  families.  If  a  man  leaves  his 
wife  and  family  in  the  towns  and  goes 
himself  to  work  on  a  farm,  he  finds  it 
difficult  to  earn  enough  to  keep  himself 
and  them,  Still  more  difficult  to  save 
enough  to  start  farming  on  his  own  ac- 
count. 

In  these  circumstances  It  is  not  sur- 
prising to  find  that  In  Canada,  as  in 
Australia  and  New  Zealand,  there  Is  a 
strong  undercurrent  of  opposition  par- 
ticularly among  urban  wage-earners,  to 
immigration  of  a  type  which  tends  to 
create  a  surplus  of  labor  In  the  cities. 
The  truth  is,  we  think,  that  In  the 
past  too  much  attention  has  been  de- 
voted to  attracting  Immigrants  and  too 
little  to  the  task  of  fitlng  and  equipping 
them  for  a  new  life. 

In  the  past  settlement  has  not  been 
due  mainly  or  even  very  largely  to  the 
British  Immigrant.  The,  official  figures 
for  the  period  l»t>7-'15  are  as  follows:

Training  and  Capital 
It  Is  estimated  that  the  total  area 
suitable  for  settlement  In  the  three 
Prairie  Provinces  !■  369.012,»66  acres. 
Of  these  6I.1J9.120  have  already  been 
taken  up  by  homesteaders,  whilst  23.- 
292,000  acres  south  and  91,836,000  acres 
north  of  the  Mth  parallel  are  still 
available  for  future  homestead  entries. 
The  commissioners  ascertained  that,  of 
the  available  Dominion  land  In  the 
three  Provinces,  both  surveyed  and  un- 
surveyee,  south  of  the  Mth  parallel, 
there  only  remains  now  an  amount 
sufficient  for  145,573  homesteads,  each 
of  160  acres,  and  of  this  the 
equivalent  of  78,766  homeeteads  la 
more  than  twenty  miles  from  •  rail- 
way. North  Off  the  Mth  parallel,  but 
south  pf  the  northern  limit  of  the 
wheat  belt,  there  Is  still  a  vaet.unoc- 
not  at  least  ft  per  oent 
Is  twenty  miles  or  mors  Irom  a  rail- 


in  view  of  the  shortage  of  domestic 
female  labor  in  Canada  the  Commission- 
ers advocate  the  starting  of  training 
establishments  for  Immigrant  girls  and 
(women.  They  were  told  in  several 
quarters  that  there  was  a  considerable 
demand  for  widows  (with  or  without 
children),  to  act  as  housekeepers  on 
Canadian  farms,  and  they  call  special 
attention  to  this,  since  the  conditions 
created  by  the  war  are  likely  to  induce 
emigration  societies  to  make  special  ef- 
forts with  regard  to  the  emigration  of 
widows.  They  note,  as  a  somewhat 
surprising  fact.  that,  whilst  numbers 
of  women  and  girls  are  employed  with 
great  success  In  the  munition  factories 
In  Canada,  so  far  there  has  been  some 
prejudice  against   their  working   on   the 

land. 

The  Commissioners  were  impressed 
with  the  advantages  of  child  immigra- 
tion, but  suggest 

a.  That  all  societies  Bhould  endeavor 
to  secure  the  migration  of  children  of 
both  sexes  in  approximately  equal  num. 

bers.  - 

b.  That  societies  concerned  with  the 
migration  of  girls  as  well  as  boys 
should  see  that  their  Inspectorate  In- 
cludes women  as  well  as  men. 

They  are  not  In  favor  of  Government 
assistance  in  recovering  advances  made 
by  charitable  societies  to  emigrants. 
-  Shipping  and  Telegraphs 
In  a  chapter  on  oversea  communica- 
tions attention  Is  called  to  the  facilities 
offered  by  the  eastern  ports  of  Canada 
for  a  fast  transatlantic  service  from  the 
United  Kingdom  which  will  convey  the 
mails,  not  only  for  the  Canadian  centres 
of  population,  but  for  Chicago  and  other 
parts  of  the  Middle  West  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  Referring  in  this  connec- 
tion to  the  special  assistance  given  to 
the  Cunard  Company  In  1903,  the  Com- 
missioners remark  that  It  Is  to  them 
Incredible  that  the  Imperial  Government 
should  ever  again  contemplate  the  grant 
of  assistance  of  the  kind  described  sim- 
ply to  develop  an  ocean  service  with  a 
foreign   country. 

Too  large  a  proportion  of  Canadian 
exports  has  hitherto  passed  through 
United  States  ports,  owing  partly  to 
(a)  the  comparatively  shallow  depths 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  ship  canal  between 
Montreal  and  Quebec,  and  (b>  the  high 
marine  Insurance  rates  on  cargoes  car- 
ried to  and  from  Canadian  Eastern  ports 
and  on  the  hulls  of  the  vessels  using 
these  ports.  Both  these  matters,  it  Is 
suggested,  deserve  the  closest  attention. 
To  lessen  the  congestion  which  annual- 
ly occurs  when  the  Western  grain  Is 
sent  down  to  the  foot,  of  the  Lakes,  it 
Is  suggested  that  trial  should  be  made 
of  the  conveyance  of  grain  by  the  Pan- 
ama route  to  Europe. 

Various  Improvements  In  cable  rates 
between  Canada  and  the  United  King- 
dom arc  suggested,  particularly  a.  de- 
crease In  the  minimum  number  of 
words,  and  corresponding  charge,  for 
week-end  messages.  It  Is  further  sug- 
gested that  the  Atlantic  cable  cpm- 
panles  should  be  required  to  adhere  to 
the  International  Telegraph  Convention, 
and  that  immediate  measures  should  be 
taken  by  the  Dominion  Government  to 
secure  adequate  control  over  the  land- 
ing of  cables  on  its  territory,  nnd  the 
regulation  of  the  operatibns  of  cable 
companies. 

The  commissioners  hold  that  the 
system  under  which  Canadian  newspa- 
pers obtain  their  foreign  and  Imperial 
news,  mainly  through  an  American 
agency.  IS  unsatisfactory  and  dangerous 
to  the  best  Interests  of  the  Empire,  and 
suggest  certain  means  for  remedying 
the  present  situation.  In  particular 
(a)  a  conference  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Dominion  Government,  the 
chief  newspaper  companies,  and  the 
telegraph  companies  with  a  view  to  ob- 
taining the  lease  of  a  telegraph  wire 
for  24  hours  per  diem  from  one  end  of 
Canada  to  the  other:  (b)  If  possible 
a  combined  news  service  from  the 
United  Ktngdom  for  Canada.  Australia 
and.  New   Zealand. 

Production  of  Meat 
As  to  tho  Dominion's  agricultural 
possibilities,  It  Is  pointed  out  that,  al- 
though the  acreage  under  cultivation  Is 
but  a  fraction  of  that  available,  the 
yield  of  all  field  crops  in  1915  reached 
nearly  £160.000,000.  or  over  126  per 
head  of  the  population.  The  position 
with  regard  to  live  stock  Is  lees  satis- 
factory. In  1013  Canada  had  3.116,000 
horses,  as  against  3.623.000  In  Aus- 
tralia. She  also  possessed  3.761.000 
hogs,  against  600.600  In  the  Common- 
wealth.  But  In  the  same  year  Australia 
had  11.414.000  cattle,  as  against  7.146.- 
0«0  in  Canada,  whilst  her  sheep  num- 
bered 86.057.000.  or  more  than  thirty 
times  the  2,676.000  In  tha  Dominion. 
While  Ontario,  Quebec.  New  Brunswick. 
•and  Princa  Edward  Island  have  already 
mads  great  strides  In  the  dairying  in- 
dustry and  developed  a  large  production 
of  cheese  and  butter,  and  In  the  Prai- 
rie Provinces  gratifying  progress  Is  be- 
ing made  lei  tee -ansae  direr  tlww,  a  gen- 


more   active    policy    of    development    of 
the  live  stock  industries. 

The  Commissioners  call  the  attention 
of  the  Dominion  Government  to  the 
matter,  since  they  are  not  satisfied 
that  sufficiently  effective  steps  have  yet 
been  taken  to  deal  with  the  diminution 
of  breeding  stock  through  exportation- 
They  said: 

"The  matter  Is  one  of  vital  import- 
ance In  the  future  development  of  the 
Industry.  Further,  In  our  view,  the 
problem  of  protecting  and  augmenting 
Its  meat  supplies  will  be  one  of  the 
most  serious  which  the  Empire  will 
have  to  face  In  the  near  future.  We  are 
strongly  in  favor  of  any  action  which 
will  conserve  and  augment  the  live 
stock  resources  of  Canada," 

Dealing  with  other  natural  resources, 
the  Commissioners  note  that  Canada 
has  two  assets  of  vital  importance  to 
the  Empire  as  a  whole  In  its  possession 
of  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  world's 
supplies  of  nickel  and  asbestos — 60  and 
86  per  cent  respectively.  In  connection 
with  evidence  tendered  in  British  Co- 
lumbia as  to  the  possibility  of  profit- 
able utilisation  of  the  iron  ores  of  the 
Province,  they  suggest  that  It  would  be 
of  advantage  for  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment to  send  its  best  technical  officer 
to  Norway  to  Inquire  as  to  the  cost  of 
treatment,  etc.,  of  the  similar  ores 
found   In   that   country. 

Palp  and  Paper 
Recently     the  Dominion  has     become 
one  of  the  premier  pulp  and  paper  pro- 
ducing countries  in  the  world,  and  It  Is 
regrettable  to  find  that  the  bulk  of  the. 
exports      Is    sent    to    foreign      markets. 
Apart    from    the    obvious    consideration 
that  the  United  States  provide  a  ready 
market  with   good   prices  and  a  rapidly 
increasing  demand,  one  of  the  main  rea- 
sons  lies   in    the  cost  of  freight.       The 
Commissioners   were   Informed   also    (1) 
that    the      Canadian    mills    are      mainly 
equipped  at  present  for  the  manufacture 
of  wet  pulp,  whereas  90  per  cent  of  the 
chemical    wood    pulp    Imported    Into    the 
United  Kingdom  in  recent  years  w»»  In 
the     'dry"    state;     (2)    that    the   cost   of 
production    in    Scandinavia    was    lower 
than  that  obtaining  In  Canada,  the  dif- 
ference being  due  not  so  much  to  varia- 
tions In  the  rate  of  wages  as  to  lower 
Initial   capital   charges   and   lower   rates 
of   mlerest. 


object  in  view  It  is  suggested  that  In 
future  elauaes  to  restrict  foreign  con- 
trol should  be  Inserted  when  Isaacs  of 
Crown  lands  for  wood  pulp  purposes  are 
granted:  also  that  companies  granted 
leases  should  be  required  to  lnstal  plant 
capable  of  producing  dry  pulp  such  as  Is 
required  in  the  United  Kingdom." 

One  other  proposal  of  considerable  lm» 
portance  should  be  mentioned.  It  Is 
pointed  out  that  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment maintains  a  large  number  of 
Consuls  at  suitable  points  In  Canada, 
who  actively  promote  their  country's 
trading  interests,  whereas  the  United 
Kingdom  maintains  only  a  single  Trade 
Commissioner.  It  Is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  at  least  four  whole-time 
Trade  Commissioners  should  be  ap- 
pointed forthwith.  It  Is  believed  that 
this  reform  would  lead  to  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  sale  of  British  goods.

Once  more     is     France     Inspired     by 
Jeanne  d'Arc,  and  It  Is  this  spirit  which 
has   made   the   French,  as  Thomas   Edi- 
son says,   "the  most   glorious  people   in 
the    world."      William    T.    Martin,    writ- 
ing   In    The    New    York    Sun,   says   that 
war    has    stirred    them    to    a    religious 
fervor  that  scoffs  at   nothing.  Churches 
that    used   to    be  empty   are   now    filled. 
On    Sunday    Paris    turns   out    to   church 
with    almost    one      accord:      while      all 
through    the    week    there    are      steady 
streams  of  those  who  enter  the  church 
to  pray   for   the   repoae  of    the   soul   of 
some  dear  one.  or  that  a  husband  or  a 
father  may  be  spared.  There  are  many, 
too.   who   pray   for   France.     One  case   Is 
mentioned    of    a    French    nobleman    who 
had    been    at    the    front    almost    inces- 
santly   until    a   short    time   ago,    serving 
as   a   chaplain.      Then    he   was   wounded, 
and     one    arm     became    powerless.       He 
could     no     longer    help    France    at     the 
front.      Now    dally    every    morning    and 
every   evening   he   goes   into   the   Church 
of    the    Madeleine.      He    could    pray    for 
victory,  he   said,  and   so   he   could   help. 
The  Toices  Again. 
A   superstition    that    the    blessed    Maid 
of    Orleans    may    again    visit    the    earth 
and  In  person  lead  the  armles-of  France 
to  victory  Is  said  to  be  very  widely  held 
In    the   French   armies,  and    the    soldiers 
read    eagerly    of    every    little    Incident 


acle  may  come  to  pass.  A  ferssere 
daughter  In  the  Vendee  was  reported 
to  have  aald  that  she  heard  voices  In- 
structing to  lead  the  armies  of  France- 
The  Bishop  of  Poletlers  sent  a  priest 
to  Interview  her.  and  later  It  waa  seld 
that  she  had  been  brought  to  Paris 
and  put  In  charge  of  a  sisterhood. 
Whether  the  girl  is  of  unsound  mind, 
carried  away  by  hysteria,  or  whether 
■he  may  In  truth  turn  out  to  be  the 
aavior  of  her  country  is  a  question  upon 
which  tens  of  thousands  ef  French  sol- 
diers retain  an  open  mind.  They  do 
not  scoff  at  what  they  cannot  under- 
stand. They  have  seen  so  many  amas- 
lng  things  "out  there"  that  their  capa- 
city for  astonishment  has  been  bank- 
rupted. 

The  Angels  at  Mens. 
It  is  said  that  many  of  the  British 
troops  share  these  beliefs,  and  we  know 
how  the  story  of  the  angels  at  Mons 
■wept  over  the  world.  The  fact  that 
th«  author  of  the  story  which  appeared 
inconspicuously  in  a  London  paper  af- 
terwards explained  that  It  was  pure  In- 
vention, and  that  he  had  not  even  a 
soldier' s  legend  to  work  upon,  did  not 
prevent  hundreds  of  thousands  ot  peo- 
ple from  believing  that  a  miracle  was 
wrought  at  Mona.  Many  soldiers  will 
■wear  that  they  saw  a  figure  on  horse- 
back, whom  they  readily  Identified  as 
St.  George,  leading  a  band  of  soldiers 
to  their  help  when  they  were  hard 
pressed.  Whether  the  Germans  were 
victims  of  the  same  optical  Illusion 
is  unknown,  but  they  draw  off  when  It 
seemed  that  nothing  but  a  miracle 
could  save  the  British  troops.  Then  did 
the  miracle  happen? 

Xosor  to  Jeanne. 
France  has  always  honored  Jeanne 
d'Arc,  even  when  France  was  suppos- 
ed to  have  turned  her  back  upon  re- 
ligion and  to  have  embraced  atheism 
or  agnosticism,  but  since  tho  begin- 
ning of  the  war  the  respect  paid  to 
her  many  monuments  has  been  inten- 
sified. Mr.  Martin  tells  of  the  French 
troops  sent  from  the  front  to  Paris  to 
march  through  the  streets  last  July, 
on  the  national  holiday  of  France.  They 
marched  soberly  and  talked  llUle,  for 
they  knew,  the  review  over,  they  would 
return  Immediately  to  the  trenches. 
They  came  to  a  large  statue  In  the  cen- 
tre    of    a   side    street,    a   statue    of    the 


guide  us!"  cried  the  soldiers.  "O.  Maid 
of  Orleans,  give  us  strength.  Pray  tor 
us!"  To  witness  this  scene  on  tS»  Part 
of  veteran  soldiers  waa  to  get  a  gllaapee 
of  the  religious  fervor  with  which  the 
heroic  armies  of  France  are  onrrylng 
en  the  war. 

There  Is  a  groat     statue     to     Joanne 
standing      before      the      Cathedral      of 
Khelma   whieh    baa  so   far   escaped    the 
German  shell*.     In  the  town  of  Kheims 
now  there  are  few  but  soldiers,  yet  this 
atatue    la   always    gaily   decorated    with 
flowers  In  the  Spring  and  Summer  time, 
la  the  Winter  there  are  artificial  flow- 
era  which  have  been  made  by  the  men 
In  the  trenches,  and  sent  back  in  honor 
of    their   patron  saint.     So  the   French 
may     be     said     to     pray     aa     well     as 
to  fight  for  victory.     It  Is  curious,  too. 
that   their  Allies  now  should  be  the  de- 
scendants   of    those    same    Englishmen 
who  burned  Jeanne   to  death.     But   the 
Frenchman  Is  too  polite  to  mention  the 
fact,  and  long  ago  he  haa  forgiven  the 
English    for    their    cruelty.      The    Eng- 
lish troops  too  salute  the  statues  of  the 
girl  when  they  pass  them,  and  perhaps 
they  are  not  wholly  uninfluenced  by  the 
the    feelings    of    awe     and      hope    with 
with  which  the  French  ponder  on  their 
Blessed     Damoxel.    and    wonder    if    an- 
other miracle  will  be  wrought,  and  she 
will  again  place  herself  at  the  head  of 
a  victorious  French  army.

Interesting  facts  concerning  Northern 
Canada  were  told  to  an  audience  of  200 
people  In  the  physics  building  at  To- 
ronto a  few  days  ago,  by  Dr.  R.  M.  An- 
derson, a  noted  American  zoologist,  who 
was  second  In  command  of  the  Steffans- 
son  expedition  which  conducted  explor- 
ations in  the  North  from  1908  to  1912. 
Close  attention  was  given  the  speaker 
while  he  discussed  the  stereoptlcon 
views  shown  In  connection  with  the  ad- 
dress. 

Dr.  Anderson  opened  his  address  by 
referring  to  the  explorations  of  Samuel 
Hern,  an  officer  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  who  was  the  first  man  to 
reach  the  Canadian  mainland  in  1771, 
following  that  by  giving  a  summary  of 
the  explorations  of  Mackenzie,  Frank- 
lin, Richardson,  McFarlane  and  others. 
He  said  the  first  trading  vessel  went 
around    Alaska    In    1889,   -starting-     the 


whaling  industry,  which  has  now  almost 
ceased,  though  its  consequences  are  still 
apparent. 

The  speaker  said  conditions  have 
changed  enormously  since  1912,  when 
monuments  were  established  designating 
the  Alaskan-Canadian  boundary.  He 
said  the  Eskimos  were  a  friendly,  hos- 
pitable, though  primitive,  people,  who 
had  to  be  handled  with  tact  and  treated 
with  kindness.  The  deer  Is  likely  to  be 
exterminated,  because  the,  rifle  has  re- 
placed the  bow  and  arrow  as  a  weapon 
to  kill  the  animal,  used  chiefly  for 
food.  Polygamy  is  rare  among  the  Es- 
kimos, he  said,  and  women  have  their 
faces    and   arms    tatooed. 

Traces  of  forest  fires  have  been  dis- 
covered. Dr.  Anderson  declared,  and  90 
grow  Invbgkqjbzbz  bx  bz  bz  bz 
per  cent  of  the  trees  have  been  killed  in 
some  sections.  Many  kinds  of  flowers 
grow  In  the  extreme  north,  and  Canada 
at  the  Arctic  circle  is  not  a  barren 
waste,  as  most  people  suppose,  he  said. 

Prussian  Electoral  Beform 
AMSTERDAM,  April  7.— Emperor  Wil- 
liam has  ordered  German  Imperial 
Chancellor  von  Bethmann-Hollweg  to 
submit  to  him  certain  proposals  for  the 
■reform  of  the  Prussian  electoral  law  to 
be  discussed  and  put  Into  effect  after 
the  conclusion  of  peace.  An  official 
telegram  from  Berlin  announcing  this 
order  adds  that  it  foreshadows  also  the 
reform  of  the  upper  chamber  of  the 
Prussian   Diet. 


.  Macedonian  Situation 
PARIS.  April  7.— The  War  Office  re- 
ports: "Eastern  theatre — On  April  6 
no  event  of  Importance  occurred  on  the 
front  of  the  Allied  armies.  Contrary  to 
the  assertions  contained  in  the  last  Bul- 
garian communication,  we  have  lost  no 
trench  on^the  Trsvena  Stena,  west  of 
Monastlr,  and  an  enemy  attack  that  had 
been  under  preparation  on  this  side  was 
not  even  able  to  debouch  before  our 
barrage  fire.  In  the  region  between  the 
lakes  we  have  counted  more  than  two 
hundred  enemy   dead." 


American  Airmen's  Won 

PARIS.  April  7.— The  Lafayette  Fly- 
ing Corps,  composed  of  American  avia- 
tors, has  shot  down  thirty  German  air- 
planes, according  to  a  semi-official  com.

day. Sergeant  Raoul  Lufbery  has  ac- 
counted for  six;  Sub-Lteut.  Bert  Hall 
for  three,  and  a  number  of  others  for 
one  each.  The  Lafayette  Corps  parti- 
cipated in  the  severest  battles  of  Ver- 
dun and  the  Somme,  contributing  large- 
ly to  the  security  of  French  aviators  by 
relentlessly  pursuing  German  machines 
i  j  <\  mastering  the  air  oyer  the  fields  of 
battle,  thus  enabling  the  observation 
pilots  to  regulate  the  fire  of  the  French 
artillery.

All  were 
convicted  last  January  of  plotting 
agalnat  American  neutrality.  Bopp,  the 
last  of  the  three  to  be  taken  Into  cus- 
tody, surrendered  to  the  Federal  au- 
thorities   here   tonight.

Rev.  Father  O'Gorman  De- 
clares Refusal  to  Enlist  Un- 
til Home  Rule  Is  Granted 
Policy  of  Sulk. 


In  ft  statement  Issued  to  the  press  at 
OttftWft  ft  few  days  ago  Major  Rev. 
Jehn  J.  O'Gorman,  pariah  prleat  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  Church,  who  Is  con- 
valescl  ng  from  wounds  received  In  the 
Soairoe,  showed  how  Intense  Indigna- 
tion at  the  refusal  of  Ireland's  auton- 
omy is.  In  the  Irish-Canadian,  combined 
With  intense  devotion  to  the  Empire. 
An  ardent  Irishman  and  fluent  Gaelic 
speaker,  Dr.  O'Gorman  dismisses  the 
refusal  to  enlist  till  Home  Rule  be 
granted,  as  the  policy  of  sulk. 

Father    O'Gorman'a    statement    Is    as 

follows: 

The  eloquent  an«l  vehement  denun- 
ciations of  Kngland's  policy  towards 
Ireland  heard  In  many  meetings  In  Can- 
ada during-  the  past  few  days,  have 
raised  In  many  mtnds  the  question: 
Should  the  indefinite  refusal  of  Home 
Ruje  by  the  British  War  Cabinet  and 
the  continuance  of  martial  law  in  Ire- 
land, Interfere  with  the  enlisting-  of 
Irish-Canadians  for  overseas  service? 
I  have  heard  Irish-Canadians  nay,  "I'll* 
enlist  when  Ireland  gets  Home  Rule — 
and  not  before."  Is  this  attitude  Justi- 
fiable? 

To  answer  this  question  we  should 
distinguish  the  double  duty  of  the 
Irish-Canadian — the  duty  he  owes  to 
Ireland,  and  the  duty  he  owes  to 
Canada.  For  there  certainly  exists  this 
double  duty.  There  are  indeed  some 
who  claim  that  we  of  Irish  descent 
are  Canadians  pure  and  simple;  that 
Ireland  was  Indeed  the  land  of  our 
ancestors,  but  it  Is  not  our  land,  and 
that   consequently     we     have     nothing

Ireland 
has  bequeated  to  us.  In  addition  to 
the  Catholic  faith  of  St.  Patrick,  an  In- 
tellectual, moral,  emotional  and  artis- 
tic inheritance,  which  Is  of  the  highest 
spiritual  and  cultural  value.  It  la  our 
right,  as  It  Is  our  duty,  to  know  Ire- 
land'* history,  her  great  saints,  her 
mighty  men  and  women,  to  Impregnate 
ourselves  with  the  ideals  which  they 
realized,  that  we,  their  descendants, 
may  be  Imbued  with  their  high  spiritu- 
ality. We  have  Inherited  as  a  legacy 
from  our  ancestors,  whether  we  will  it 
or  not,  an  Irish  temperament.  If  we 
Ignore  or  neglect  Its  existence/  it  may 
rash  us  into  many  mistakes  or  sink  us 
lit  many  sorrows,  sorrows  so  tender,  so 
sad  that  -  only  Irish  music  can  de- 
scribe them.  If,  however,  we  wish  to 
make  this  Irish  temperament  of  ours 
the  Arm  basis  of  a  perfect  Christian 
character,  we  can  be  greatly  aided  in 
this '  buUdlnr  up  of  a  new  man  within 
us.  if 'we  are  swayed  and  buoyed  with 
the  thoughts,  the  hopes,  the  Ideals,  and 
the  prayers  of  sixty  generations  of 
Irish   Catholics.

Though  we  were  born  In  Canada, 
though  our  parents  were  born  In  Canada 
Drummond  spoke  truly:  "We  are  Irish 
yet,"  Canada  is  our  home;  she  sup- 
ports us  in  her  bosom.  She  rears  and 
educates  u*.  Hut  the  life  blood  that 
is  in  our  veins,  the  nerves  that  are 
the  channels  of  our  emotions,  are  not 
from  the  plains  or  the  mountains,,  or 
the  lakes  or  the  air  of  Canada.  We 
have  received  them  from  our  Irish  par- 
eats  or  grandparents,  from  a  long  line 
of  ancestors  who  lived  even  from  the 
Morn  of  Christ's  Nativity  to  the  pres- 
«sht  century  by  the  plains  of  the  Shan- 
non, or  among  the  mountains  of  Kerry 
or  wioklow,  or  along  one  of  those  deep 
Atlantic  bays  that  indent  the  coast 
from  Cork  to  Perry.  Canada  Is  indeed 
oar  native  land;  but  Ireland  is  our 
fatherland,  all  the  dearer  and  nearer  to 
us,  because  the  ties  that  bind  us  are 
wholly  spiritual.  He  who 'strikes  Ire- 
land strikes  us.  We  are  sometimes  ad- 
vised that  Anglo-Irish  history  is  for 
Englishmen  to  remember,  and  for  Irish- 
man   to    forget.     Well.    I    do    not    see 


many  Englishmen  remembering  Irish 
history,  and  I  am  one  Irishman  who 
does  not  Intend  to  forget  it.  Every 
act  of  injustice  against  Ireland,  every 
insult  to  her,  every  attempt  to  de- 
nationalise her,  every  stupidly  inso- 
lent act  which  would  rivet  the  fet- 
ters forced  on  her  by  a  feudal  ascend- 
ancy party— every  such  act  raises  a 
sigh  of  sorrow  from  our  breast,  and 
awakens  within  us  a  burning  desire 
to  avenge  the  Injustice. 

Hence  certain  Irish-Canadians  have 
said  and  are  saying:  "If  England  won't 
listen  to  reason  and  give  Ireland  a 
small  nation's  right,  (hen  we  will  use 
an  argument  that  she  will  understand. 
We  will  refuse  to  enlist  till  Ireland 
gets  Home  Rule."  Now,  it  must  be 
admitted  that  the  practical  argument 
is  oqe  that  Englishmen,  even  political 
reactionaries  can  understand.  The 
Irish  vote  prevented  conscription  in 
Australia;  the  pro-Ally  Irish  influence 
in  the  United  States  has  been  anti-Eng- 
lish; and  even  in  Canada.  Easter  Ween 
and  its  aftermath  interfered  considera- 
bly with  the  recruiting  of  the  Irish  Can* 
ad  Ian  Rangers.  The  British  Govern- 
ment knows  these  facts  and  they  help 
to  make  her  feel  uneasy  about  her  Irish 
policy.  But  the  fatal  flaw  In  this  antl- 
recrultlng  policy  Is.  that,  while  It  may 
indirectly  help  to  bring  about  Home 
Rule  for  Ireland,  it  directly  aids  the 
enemy,  and  weakens  our  Allies.  Ire- 
land's liberty  must  not  be  sought  at 
such  a  price;  and  this,  the  Irish  being  a 
spiritually-minded  race,  realised  from 
the  outbreak  of  wan 

Ireland's  War  Beeord 
Before  the  victims  of  Bachelors'  Walk 
were  cold  in  the  grave,  Irish  National- 
ists were  rushing  In  thousands  into  the 
British  army.  Ireland,  without  the 
rights  of  a  small  nation,  began  to  sac- 
rifice herself  for  small  nations  and  big 
nations.  She  did  this,  not  with  the 
foolish  generosity  of  the  Celt,  but  be- 
cause Ireland  realized  that  the  Interests 
of  humanity  are  more  Important  and 
must  be  preferred  to  the  interests  of 
any  one  nation.  Of  Ireland  and  Bel- 
glum  alone  of  all  the  nations  engaged 
In  this  war  can  it  be  truthfully  said 
that  they  sacrificed  their  national  In- 
terests to  the  wider  Interests  of  man- 
kind. England,  France,  Russia,  Canada, 
Australia  are  Indeed  fighting  for  noble 
Ideals,  but  they  are  fighting  for  ideals 
co-incident  with  or  parallel  to  their  own 
national  interests.  Not  so  with  Ireland. 
With  seven  centuries  of  wrong,  in  a 
great  measure  unredressed,  with  an  ar- 
rogant anti-national  ascendancy  party 
in  control  of  all  the  Important  military 
and  civil  positions  in  the  country.  In 
spite  of  a  stupidly  anti-Irish  campaign 
of  the  British  War  Office,  the  Irish  en- 
listed in  their  tens  of  thousands.  When 
the  Sixteenth  Division  was  formed,  a 
division  of  which  the  privates  were  99 
per  cent  Irish  Catholics,  out  of  the  600 
officers,  only  three  were  Catholics,  ana 
they  were  subalterns.  The  War  Office 
considered  Irish  Catholics  good  enough 
to  go  to  get  killed  for  the  Empire,  but 
an  inferior,  untrustworthy  lot  who,  like 
the  Sepoys,  must  be  officered  by  Briton* 
The  officers  of  the  regular  army  who 
organized  the  Curragh  revolt  could  not 
trust  the  mere  Irish.  Tet  in  spite  of 
this,  and  a  hundred  similar  humilia- 
tions, there .  are  today,  in  the  ,  British 
army  and  navy,  or  in  the  casualty  list*. 
171,000  Irish  of  Ireland,  two- thirds  of 
whom  are  Catholics.  Recruiting  con- 
tinued In  Ireland,  till  the  country  wan 
put  under  martial  law  after  the  unjus- 
tifiable though  not  unprovoked  Dublin 
Sinn  Fein  revolt.  The  men  who  have 
not  enlisted  are  feeding  Britain. 
^    Tight   for  the   Xmplre 

Such  is  Ireland's  War  record.  What 
will  be  that  of  Irish  Canadians?  We 
oan  adopt  the  policy  Of  sulk,  and  not 
enlist,  or  we  can  continue  the  policy  of 
self-sacrifice.  If  we  have  any  of  the 
high  spirituality  of  Ireland,  that  Ire- 
land which  was  ever  ready  to  pardon 
the  persecutor,  even  when  new  forms 
of  persecution  were  being  prepared  tor 
her,  then  wo  will  scorn  the  policy  of 
sulk,  and  continue  the  policy  of  self- 
sacrifice.  We,  kith  and  kin  of  the  men 
of  Ireland  who  have  no  longer  the  rights 
of  citizens,  'but  who,  under  martial  law, 
are  being  spied  upon  and  gaoled  and  de- 
ported without  trial  to  satisfy  the  pre- 
judices of  Irish  landlords  like  Lans- 
downe  and  Orange  fanatics  such  as* 
Carson,  we  will  heap  coals  of  fire  on 
the  heads  of  these  junkers  by  making 
even  greater  efforts  than  In  the  past  for 
the  Empire.  Thus,  the  duty  we  owe  to 
Ireland  coincides  with  the  duty  we  owe 


to  Canada.  For  as  Canadians  we  have 
known  nothing  of  the  ami- national  type 
of  Imperialism,  which  Norman  kings  In- 
troduced into  Ireland,  and  lias  there 
become  a.  perennial  policy.  British  Im-' 
periallsm  towards  Canada  has  been  of 
the  nation-fostering  not  nation-destroy- 
ing type.  The  Interests  of  Canada,  as 
a  nation,  as  an  autonomous  part  of  the 
British  Empire,  and  as  a  member  of 
nations,  demanded  that  we  should  en- 
ter this  wsr  against  the  Tureo-Teutons, 
and  that  having  entered  it.  we  should 
prosecute  it,  till  we  finished  it  or  It 
finishes  us.  The  few  voices  that  are 
raised  here  and  there,  asking  we  should 
halt  llll  Ireland  gets  Home  Rule,  have 
rightly  been  disregarded  by  the  vast 
majority  of  Irish  Canadians.  Wa  do 
not  Intend  to  do  wrong  that  good  may 
come.  We  are  second  to  none  in  1914, 
a*nd  1915  and  1911,  in  the  sincerity  of 
our  loyalty  and  the  greatness  of  our 
sacrifices,  and  we  will  be  second  to  none. 
In  1917.  In  this  very  city,  the  McQee's 
and  the  O'Donaboe's  and  the  O'Connor's 
and  the  Young's  and  tbe  Huggln's  and 
the  Brftnktn's  and  a  whole  litany  of 
those  of  Irish  name  have  done  and  are 
doing  their  share.  Nor  have  the  O'Gor- 
jnan's  done  too  badly,  as  there  are 
eleven  of  us  from  Ottawa  Valley  on 
active  Service.  No  matter  how  unjust 
be  the  policy  of  England  towards  Ire- 
land, we  shall  not  change.  For  our 
patriotism  Is  "the  result,  not  of  the 
changing  conduct  of  individuals  or  of 
Institutions,  but  of  principles  as  un- 
changing as  our  Catholic  faith. 

However,  the  same  patriotism  which 
compels  us  to  fight  for  the  Kmpire, 
urges  us  to  voice  aloud  our  indignation 
at  Ireland's  treatment.  We  expect  that 
Canada's  representative  at  the  Imperial 
Conference  will  voice  that  Indignation 
in  no  uncertain  tone.  It  matters  HttU 
that  Bonar  Law,  some  time  ag1",  arro- 
gantly refused  that  Home  Rule  should 
be  discussed  by  the  Dominion  Premiers. 
Does  he  Imagine  that  Canada  has  aent 
Sir  Robert  Borden  to  London  merely  to 
learn  a  lesson  In  European  geography? 
Canada's  Premier  Is  there  to  discuss 
Imperial  and  war  matters  wit'i  Britain's 
Premier,  and  there  can  be  no  discussion 
except  between  equals.  Some  English- 
men have  yet  to  ".earn  that  Imperialism 
means  that  Canada  and  Australia  are 
the  equals  of  Englni  and  Scotland,  and 
that  when  Canada  and  Australia  de- 
mend  Home -Hulo-f or— Ireland,  England 
and  Scotland  cannot  well  refuse.  Hence 
the  policy  adapted  by  Irish  Canadians 
to  fight  Germans  on  the  field  of  battle 
and  British  Junkers  In  the  council  cham- 
ber of  the  Empire  is  one  which  fulfils 
our  duties  as  the  sons  of  Irishmen  and 
the  sons  of  Canada. 

OPIUM  IN  MEDICINE 

At  Suggestion  of  Imperial  Institute  Experi- 
ments Are  to  Be  Conducted  In  India 
for   Supply   of    Poppy    Product 


Morphine  and  codeine,  the  two  prin- 
cipal alkaloids  of  opium,  are  largely 
used  ,ln  medicine  and  are  specially 
valuable  In  war  time.  The  opium  used 
for  their  preparation  came  to  Great 
Britain  before  the  war  from  Turkey 
and  Persia,  but  Is  now  being  obtained 
from  India.  Indian  opium  is  not  so 
consistently  rich  in  morphine  as  Turk- 
ish and  Persian,  but  it  is  being  freely 
used  by  morphine  manufacturers  In 
the  United  Kingdom. 
.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Imperial 
Institute,  experiments  are  being  con- 
ducted in  India  as  to  the  comparative 
merits  of  different  varieties  of  poppy 
for  opium  production,  and  there  aeems 
no  reason  why  In  course  of  time  an 
Indian  product  equal  to  the  Turkish 
should  not  be  forthcoming. 

In  Madagascar  there  is  one  species 
of  spider  whose  bite  is  said  to  be  al- 
ways fatal.  It  is  a  glossy  black,  with 
one  red  spot,  and  is  globular  in  shape, 
being  about  the  size  of  a  small  marble. 
It  does  not  hesitate  to  attack  human 
beings.  On  this  Island  there  are  many 
brilliantly-colored  spiders.  Some  of 
them  are  large  enough  to  cover  a  din- 
ner plate,  and  they  spin  across  streams 
and  roads  immense  geometric  webs, 
which  are  anchored  by  cords  so  strong 
that  an  effort  is  required  to  break 
them. 


Originally  the  common  or  domestic 
goat  was  a  native  of  the  Highlands  of 
Asia.  Naturalists  generally  regard  it 
as  having  descended  from  an  animal 
found  In  the  Caucasus  Mountains,  and 
the  hill  country  of  Persia,  called  In  the 
Persian   language    the   pesang.

EXPECTS  SUMMER  TO 
SEE  END  f  WAR 


Mr,  Arthur  Henderson,  in 
Speech  at  Manchester,  Re- 
flects Confidence  of  Govern- 
ment That  Victory  Is  at  Hand. 


The  friendly  Society  of  Ironmongers, 
of  which  Mr.  Arthur  Henderson  Is  the 
honorary  president,  presented  him  re* 
cently.  in  the  Mitchell  Memorial  Hall. 
Manchester,  with  his  portrait  in  oils. 
A  tea  and  coffee  service  was  given  to 
Mrs.  Henderson,  In  whose  absence  it 
was  accepted  by  her  daughter. 

Mr.  Henderson,  in  hia  reply,  referred 
to  the  groat  part  which  orginfstd  labor 
had  taken  in  the  war.  No  clast  of  the 
community  bad  displayed  a  mora  splen- 
did patriotism,  a  more  unswerving  loy- 
alty to  the  Interests  of  the  community 
and  the  Allied  causa  than  had  the  trade 
union  movement  during  the  whole  of 
the  war.  He  suggest.!  that,  no  matter 
how  long  or  how  short  the  war  might 
be,  there  waa  every  evidence  that  or- 
ganised labor  waa  going  to  stand  true 
and  loyal  to  the  Interests  of  the  com- 
munity to  the  end. 

If  he  was  correct,  said  Mr.  Headers 
son.  It  seemed  to  him  that  their  loyalty 
had  placed  the  com m unit-/  as  a  whole 
under  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  and 
obligation  to  the  working  classes  of 
the  country.  That  being  so.  It  seemed 
to  him  that  the  Government  in  power 
would  not  be  doing  Its  duty  If  It  did 
not  have  regard  to  the  great  problem  of 
demobilisation,  and  those  other  prob- 
lems which  would  affect  the  working 
classes  when  peace  by  victory  had  been 
made  secure.  When  the  war  was  o«rer 
never  again  must  the  working  class 
go  back  to  the  position  11  was  in  the 
years  Immediately  preceding  the  out- 
break of  hostilities.  He  hoped  they  had 
formed  by  what  had  occurred  a  co- 
partnership between  the  state  and  the 
majority  of  the  people,  and  that  as 
years  went  on  that  would  grow  closer 
and  closer,  stronger  and  stronger,  and 
that  It  would  work  out  to  the  mutual 
interest  of  the  State  and  of  the  work- 
ing population.  By  some  means  or 
other — he  hoped  by  a  process  of  educa- 
tion as  the  result  of  this  war — we 
learn  to  recognize  that  settling  their 
differences  as  In  the  past  was  not  only 
inconsistent  with  our  present  standard 
of  civilisation  but  that  it  was  Inflicting 
punishment  on  tens  of  thousands  of 
innocent  people.  He  trusted,  therefore, 
that  the  co-partnership  would  be  so  ex- 
tended that  it  would  be  recognized  that 
the  strike  and  the  lock-out,  if  they  had 
to  come  at  all,  would  bo  the  very  last 
thing  to  be  associated  with  industrial 
life. 

Confident   of    Yletory. 

Mr.  Henderson  concluded:  I  have 
been  officially  associated  with  the  Gov- 
ernment for  something  like  20  months, 
and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  the  standard  of  confidence — fully 
justified,  I  believe,  by  the  information 
I  possess — that  the  standard  of  confi- 
dence by  which  I  am  now  Influenced 
with  regard  to  the  final  close  of  this 
great  war  was  never  so  high  as  it  is 
at  this  moment.  And  the  reason  for 
it  is  this:  Our  armies  were  never  so 
large,  never  so  well  trained,  never  so 
well  equipped,  and  may  I  say  that  I 
do  not  think  they  were  ever  better  fed. 
That  being  so,  not  only  our  Comman- 
der-in-Chief but  the  leaders  of  the  Al- 
lied forces  will  be  very  much  surprised 
and  I  have  no  doubt  we  shall  all  be  dis- 
appointed. If  during  tbe  coming  Sum- 
mer we  do  not  strike  such  a  blow  as 
with  other  conditions  which  at  present 
prevail,  and  may  prevail  to  a  much 
fuller  extent  In  the  next  few  weeks, 
will  lead  the  war  to  a  close  on  lines 
that  will  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  us 
and  those  with  whom  we  are  associated 
in  the  tight.  , 

Mr.  John  Hodge,  Minister  of  Labor, 
who  afterwards  spoke,  said  labor  had 
been  afraid  and  jealous  of  Its  men  go- 
ing into  Government  and  Cabinet  ser- 
vice, but  he  thought  that  If  Mr.  Hen- 
derson had  not  been  in  the  Coalition 
Cabinet  there  would  have  been  no  Min- 
istry of  Labor.  There  was  an  advan- 
tage in  labor  being  inside.  His  (Mr. 
Hodge's)  whole  mission  was  to  build 
the  Labor  Mlnstry  on  such  a  sure  foun- 
dation that  it  would  last. 

It  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  and 
retain  the  confidence  of  the  employing 
class.  Let  not  trade  unionists  ask  hint 
to  do  anything  which  was  unfair  or 
unjust.  If  they  kept  that  before  them 
they  could  not  fall. 


TELLS  TRAGIC  STORY 
OF  GERMAN  RAID 

<From    The   London    Dally    Mail) 


The  Germans,  In  ata  extravagant  re- 
port Issued  on  the  shelling  by  destroyers 
of  the  unfortified  towns  of  Broadstalra 
and  Margate,  pretend  that  they  attacked 
"defences  near  the  Worth  Foreland." 
The  facts  are  shown  In  the  report  of 
the  Inquest,  printed  below,  on  the  poor 
woman  and  two  little  children  who  were 
killed  by  the  bombardment. 

The  Inquest  on  Mrs.  Daisy  Agnes 
Morgan  and  her  baby  daughter,  Phyllis 
Frances,  aged  10  months,  who  were  kill- 
ed in  the  destroyer  raid  on  Sunday  night, 
was  held  at  Broadstalrs. 

The  coroner  said  there  was  nothing  to 
boast  about  in  having  attacked  a  de- 
fenceless place  like  that,  bat  the  jury 
would  probably  go  no  further  than  re- 
turn a  verdict  that  the  mother  aad  child 
wora  killed  by  gunfire,  however  repre- 
hensible, disgraceful,  and  criminal  was 
the  act  by  which  they  met  their  end. 

The  husband  and  father,  Frank  Horace 
Morgan,  a  general  laborer,  said: 

."About  11:15  p.m.  on  Sunday  I  was 
downstairs  when  I  heard  the  commence- 
ment of  the  bombardment.  I  put  It 
down  to  a  raid  of  some  sort.  I  stood 
and  listened  while  the  first  five  or  nix 
shells  burst.  I  went  to  the  back  win- 
dow, pulled  up  the  blind,  aad  saw  the 
sky  lit  up  by  star  shells.  I  thought  I 
had  better  go  to  the  front  and  got  to 
the  door  and  was  about  to  unlock  it 
when  two  shells  seemed  to  burst  very 
close,  so  I  went  back  to  the  kitchen. 

"I  stood  still  and  hesitated  a  bit  and 
was  about  to  shout  upstairs  to  my  wife. 
but  just  as  I  got  to  the  stairs  tho  whole 
staircase  fell  down  and  tho  brickwork 
fell  Into  the  room. 

"I  hoard  the  children  crying  and  want 
to  the  stairs  and  called  to  the  wife,  who 
did  not  answer.  I  don't  know  exactly 
what  T  did.  bat  just  then  the  biggest 
boy   canto   tumbling   down. 

"•Where  la  mother T  ho  said  to  me. 
There  was  brick  rubbish  all  over  tho 
stairs,  and  I  thought  aha  was  buried.

"Another  Utile  girl  on  tbe  top  of  the 
stairs  was  bruised  on  the  forehead,  and 
I  sent  her.  too.  to  her  grandmother's. 
Tho  girl  Doris,  who  has  since  died  at 
Margate,  got  out  of  bod  herself,  but 
could  not  roach  tho  stairs.  X  called  to 
her  to  come,  and  aha  cried  out  pitifully, 
'I  can't.  I'm  hurt.*  I  want  upstairs  and 
brought  her  down,  handing  her  to  one  of 
my  sons,  who  carried  her  to  her  grand- 
mother's house. 

"Then  at  the  top  of  tbe  stairs  I  found 
my  wife  dead.  I  raised  nor  up  a  bit  and 
found  ahe  bad  the  baby  in  her  arms. 
The  baby  groaned,  and  I  took  her  up  the 
street  and  handed  her  over  to  the  post- 
master. Then  I  went  back  to  tho  house. 
A  young  man  cams  aad  helped  me,  and 
three  doctors  afterwards  arrived. 

"Tho  firing,"  ho  added,  "seemed  to 
come  from  all  round.  Tho  house  waa 
hit  midway  during  the  bombardment.** 
Several  splinters  of  shell  were  produced. 
The  shell   knocked  a  hole   «   ft.  In  dia- 


meter In  tho  wall  and  threw  down  a  par- 
tition inside  tbe  house. 

The  witness  found  tbe  fuse  In  tho 
room.  "Where  my  wife  waa.*4  ho  con- 
tinued, "aha  met  the  full  force  of  the 
shell.  She  waa  about  S  ft.  inside  from 
whore  tno  shell  came  through.  She  bad 
gone  to  fetch  the  baby." 

The  coroner  expressed  sympathy  with 
the  witness,  who  said  his  eldest  son  was 
at  tho  front. 

Inspector  Ford,  of  tho  Kent  County 
Police,  who  arrived  at  tho  cottage  at 
1 1  :■*.  said  he  went  upstairs  and  on  the 
landing  found  the  body  of  the  woman 
practically  covered  with  bricks  and 
mortar.

Every  Canadian  who  has  followed 
the  course  of  events  in  his  own  coun- 
try since  August  4.  1814,  knows  that 
new  labors  and  responsibilities  have 
devolved  upon  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment since  the  declaration  of  war, 
writes  the  Ottawa  ^correspondent  of 
The  Montreal  Gazette.  He  will  prob- 
ably be  aware  in  general  terms  of  the 
work  accomplished  by  the  Militia  De- 
partment, the  Department  of  the  Naval 
Service,  the  War  Purchasing  Commis- 
sion and  the  Department  of  Finance. 
The  first  part  of  the  report  of  the  De- 
partment of  Trade  and  Commerce, 
which  has  Just  been  Issued,  will  give 
him  an  idea  of  the  new  functions 
which  have  been  performed  in  the  last 
two  years  and  seven  months  by  a 
branch  of  the  Government  not  directly 
concerned  with  the  conduct  of  Canada's 
part  In   the  war. 

That  department's  business  was.  In 
the  first  place,  swelled  by  the  situation 
caused  by  the  stoppage  of  trade  with 
enemy  countries  and  the  opening  of 
new  channels  for  Canadian'  trade  with- 
in the  Empire  and  with  the  Powers 
allied  with  Great  Britain  In  the  Europ- 
ean struggle.  The  department  was  en- 
gaged In  making  known  to  Canadians 
the  great  new  demands  for  raw  mater- 
ials. Later,  when  Great  Britain  re- 
stricted her  exports  and  Imports  of 
various  commodities,  the  department 
became  the  Intermediary  between  the 
Canadians  seeking  to  buy  or  sell  goods 
in  Britain  and  the  British  Government. 
Purchases  for  Allies 
Further,  the  Minister  of  Trade  and 
Commerce,  Sir  George  Foster,  and  his 
departmental  officials,  have  made  large 
purchases   in   Canada   for   some   of   the 


Allied  Governments.  In  tha  A*tumn 
of  1014  they  placed  orders  for  the 
French  Government  for  blankets,  of 
which  400.110.  valued  at  31.031,000. 
were   forwarded   to  tha   purchasers. 

Early  la  March,  1310.  again  tha  de- 
partment, at  the  request  of  the  South 
African  Government,  called  for  ten- 
ders and  placed  a  contract  for  35.000 
bags  of  flour.  These  were  delivered  In 
New  York  and  shipped  to  South  Africa. 
In .  July  of  the  same  year,  it  was 
pointed  out  to  tha  Canadian  Govern- 
ment that  mills  for  the  production  of 
underwear,  sweaters  and  socks  were 
practically  idle.  The  Minister  of 
Trade  and  Commerce  thereupon  ob- 
tained orders  from  the  Italian  Pur- 
chasing Commission  for  (00,000  under- 
shirts snd  100,000  blankets.  The  de- 
partment undertook  the  inspection  of 
the  goods  and  made  the  payments  for 
them.  Up  to  February  15th  last,  101,- 
074  blankets  and  l.OOO.OJl  shirts,  cost- 
ing! In  all  $2,182,110,  were  shipped  to 
Italy. 

In  October,  1*11,  when  It  became 
apparent  that  Canada  would  have  a 
large  exportable  surplus  of  wheat,  rep- 
resentations were  made  to  the  British 
Government  with  a  view  to  Interesting 
tha  Allied  Governments  In  the  pur- 
chase of  Canadian  wheat.  The  Cana- 
dian Government  was  consequently  re- 
quested to  secure  a  large  quantity  of 
the  grain  for  the  Italian  Government. 
It  commandeered  on  November  27th  all 
wheat  of  grades  Nos.  1.  3  and  3  north- 
ern in  elevators  at  the  head  of  the 
Great  Lakes  and  east  of  the  Great 
Lakes  at  closing  prices  on  the  Winni- 
peg market  that  day.  It  thus  secured 
13.021.I2S  bushels,  of  which  it  released 
1,734,318  bushels  to  meet  the  immed- 
iate needs  of  the  flour  millers  -of  the 
country.  360,375  bushels  to*  enable  ex- 
porters to  fulfil  contracts  for  Immed- 
iate delivery,  and  sold  18.049  for  Bel- 
gian relief.  It  was  able  to  forward, 
with  promptitude  which  elicited  a  con- 
gratulatory cablegram  from  the  Italian 
commissioner  In  London.  11,881,400 
bushels  In  sixty  shiploads  to  Italy.  Of 
late,  8ir  George  Foster,  the  head  of 
the  department,  has  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  farmers  of  Western 
Canada,  Great  Britain's  offer  to  pur- 
chase the  -exportable  surplus  of  the 
crop  of  111?, 
A  number  of  other  enterprises  arising 
t  directly  from  the  war  have  been  under- 


taken   by   the  department.     Tha  Octaiwj 
farmers'    gift    of     eerrtcultural    products 
to   the  people  of  Great  Britain  was  aav., 
sembled    and    forwarded    by   officials   of 
the  department.     Upon  the  recommenda- 
tion  of    Sir   George    Foster    a  business 
men's   commission    was    appointed     andi 
went    to    Britain.    France,    Belgium   and' 
Italy    to    study     tha     opportunities     fori 
trade    between  Canada  and   those  coun- 
tries during  the  war  and  after  Its  ter-| 
mlnatton.     Further,  upon  the   report  of' 
a   committee   of    the    Privy   Council,   of, 
which   the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce  was  chairman,  an   Honorary  Ad- 
visory  Research   was  appointed   to  pro-' 
mote  the  application  of  science  and  in- 
dustry   in  Canada   with  a  view  to  sup- 
plying   Canadian    needs    and    extending 
Canadian  trade  now  and  after  tha  war 
is  over.     Steps  were  taken  to  develop  a 
toy-making  Industry  in  Canada  and  tha 
British    exhibition   of   samples    of    Ger- 
man  and    Austrian    wares   was    brought 
to  Canada  to  show  Canadian  merchantn 
and   manufacturem    the    kind    of    goods 
those    enemy  countries  had  been  selling 
in     various    foreign    markets.      At    the 
same   tins*  Canadian   trade  commission- 
ers  were   instructed    to   collect   samples 
of  goods  which  would  indicate  to  Cana- 
dians   the    type    of     commodities     they 
ahould      export     to     different     markets.

Declares  Old  England      -•: 
Has  Been  Born  Again 

B$  m  "Officer  on  Leave"  in  Tho  London  Dailg  MaW 


The  old  England  of  the  great  Harries 
—Henry  V.  and  Henry  VIII.—- of  the 
Ironsides,  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  has 
found  Itaelf.  Blow  to  anger.  It  has  at 
length  fastened  Its  bull-dog  grip  on 
the  enemy;  slow  to  comprehend  but 
quick  to  adapt  Itself  to  great  emer- 
gencies, It  has  revealed  Its  wonderful 
aptness  at  Improvisation.  Long-suffer- 
ing, God-fearing,  tenacious,  old  Eng- 
land has  been   born  again. 

It  will  he  for  the  historian  to  exam- 
ine  and   analyse    the  Immense   changes, 
deeper  and  more  far-reaching  than  any 
since  the  Civil  War.  which  this  country 
has   undergone  since   that  fateful   Aug- 
ust   4,    111*-      Yet    one    must    be    very 
blind  not  to  he  aware  of  the  revolution 
which    has    taken    place    in    the    mental 
outlook  of  the  inhabitants  ef  the  Unit- 
ed   Kingdom.      Old    barriers    have  .been 
broken    down,    a    steady    fusion    of.  the 
classes    has    set    In.    ancient    prejudices 
have  been  swept  away,  political  formu- 
lae     have   been   upset,  and    the   profes- 
sional   politician,    with   all   his   mumbo- 
jumbo    of    catchwords      and      copybook 
maxims,   has   been  exposed   as  a  hum- 
bug.    A    sane    and    healthy   democracy 
Is    on    the    march    to    govern    England 
as  she  was  wont  to  be  governed — by  a 
Parliament  representing  the  people.  The 
more  one  examines  the  abstract  Issues 
of  this  War,  the  clearer  it  becomes  that 
It  la  the  conflict  between  despotism,  as 
represented    by    the   Hoheniollerns    and 
the  Hapsburga  and  democracy,  as  rep- 
resented by  the  peoples  of  the  British 
Empire  and  France  and  Russia. 

But  this  Is  infringing  on  the  task 
of  the  historian.  We  are  all  still  too 
close  to  this  great  revolution  to  be  able 
to  walgh  and  appraise  correctly  Its 
whole  scope  and  effects.  It  hears  on 
Its  surface,  however,  certain  symptoms 
which  are  worth  noting  If  only  as  In- 
dications of  what  that  new  England 
will  be  upon  which  the  survivors  of 
thla  war  will  nave  to  lay  the  founda- 
tions of  the  great  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion. 

•  •  •  • 

Triumph  et  Batetaney. 
One  ot  the  meet  remarkable  changes  I 
which  this  war  has  brought  about  Is,  I 
In  my  opinion,  the  triumph  of  efficiency  • 
over  the  old  traditions  of  birth  and 
age.  The  young  man  has  come  Into 
his  own.  It  la  true  that  In  modern 
England  the  young  man  has  always  had 
his  chance,  hat  almost  solely  In  busi- 
ness anA  la  ana  er  two  professions. 
What  Is  happening  new  Is  that  the 
young  man  Is  getting  his  opportunity 
la  the  Services  and  in  the  State  De- 
partment aa  well,  and  thla  altogether 
irrespective  ef  hta  family  tree  er 
wealth.  Nor  dees  this  triumph  of  the 
young  man  mean  that  we  have  adopted 
the  Too  Old  at  Forty"  theory.  The 
sealer  and  the  Junior  are  working  hand 
la  hand — but  only  the  efficient  senior 
and  the  efficient  junior;  th*  taeowipetent 
la  being  weeded  out  and  aelther  his 
gray  hairs  nor  his  pedigree  nor  his 
Influence  -ehall  aaeo  him. 

la  contemplating  this  most  satisfac- 
tory tnaevatlen  let  me  remark  on  an- 
other feature  of  this  symptom  of  oar 
renascence.  The  young  man  Is  dis- 
appearing. It  la  the  age  ef  precocity. 
a  bey  lejtreaj  aeaoek  baa  throe  mmttbs 


of  Intensive  training  at  Woolwich  or 
Sandhurst  or  in  a  cadet  corps,  gets  his 
commission,  and  hey  presto-  before  he 
Is  out  of  his  teens  you  find  him  earnest, 
self-possessed.  responsible,  and,  by 
some  trick  of  nature,  wearing  the  air 
and  manner  of  a  man  ten  years  his 
senior.  And  the  surprising  thing  is 
that  the  boy  does  his  work  every  bit 
as  well  as  that  man  would,  though  ten 
years  ago  the  Idea  of  an  officer  com- 
manding a  company  at  the  age  of  20 
would  have  struck  down  with  apoplexy

Look  at  the  picture  papers,  full 
of  photographs  of  mondalnes  with  their 
babies. 

We  are  widening  our  view.  We  are 
learning  geography.  The  Canadians, 
the  Newfoundlanders,  the  New  Bruns- 
wick-ers,  the  Australians,  the  New  Zea- 
landers,  the  South  Africans,  spread  the 
geography  of  the  Empire  wherever  they  ' 
go.  In  the  villages  about  the  camps  of 
our  over-seas  troops  Alberta,  Adelaide, 
Bulawayo,  are  something  more  than  a 
dot  on  a  red  map  square.  They  are  the 
home  towns  of  Mike  or  Bill  or  Jack  de- 
scribed and  depicted  with  all  the  over- 
seas Briton's  love  of  home,  which  must 
blow  ■like  a  clean,  freBh  wind  into  some 
of  the  apathetic  backward  villages  of 
our  Island. 

Everyone  Is  talking  trench  slang  as  a 
fad,  but  unconsciously  our  speech  has 
assimilated  many  'military  expressions. 
We  "carry  on"  and  "stand  by";  we 
"consolidate  our  grip"  of  a  question; 
we  talk  about  "platoons"  of  waiters. 
Perhaps  in  the  confusion  of  new  ac- 
cents heard  in  England  In  war-time  we 
shall  eradicate  the  slovenly  speech 
which  has  largely  replaced  the  old 
Cockney.  The  costermongers,  after  all, 
did  speak  a  tongue  of  their  own  which 
was  practically  a  patois  and  a  nobler 
thing  than  the  affected  and  ugly  man- 
nerisms of  the  average  Board  school 
product.

of  the  meat  ration,  people  are  finding 
out  that  the  "English  breakfast"  of 
bacon  and  eggs  la  an  honorable  tradi- 
tion rather  than  a  necessity  of  life 
Let  us  hope  that  the  army,  when  It 
returns  from  the  wars,  will  bring  back 
from  France  the  French  breakfast 
habit  of  a  cup  of  coffee  and  a  roll,  and 
abolish  for  ever  this  "English  break- 
fast" superstition.

After  outlining  the  history  of  the 
Balkans  and  Turkey  with  their  centuries 
of  racial  and  religious  strife.  Dr.  James 
1 .  Barton,  of  Boston,  brought  his  ad- 
<:  -ess  to  the  Canadian  Club  at  Mon- 
treaf  a  few  days  ago  down  to  present 
conditions  in  these  countries  and  said 
that  while  Bulgaria  was  getting  rest- 
lens  under  Its  Teutonic  alliance,  Tur- 
key was  on  the  verge  of  collapse 

Through  correspondents  in  the  Bal- 
kans he  learned  that  Bulgaria  entered 
the  war  only  on  the  promise  by  Ger- 
many that  she  should  get  back  the 
territory  that  Serbia  wrested  from  her 
in  1»1 2;  but  the  friendly  feeliag  which 
the  Bulgers  had  always  felt  for  Russia 
and  a  growing  regard  for  things  Brit- 
ish, were  resulting  in  a  discontent  with 
their  alliance.  He  thought  Bulgaria 
would  remain  neutral  should  the  United 
States  declare  war  on  Germany. 

The  plight  of  Turkey  waa  far  more 
serious.  She  had  lost  Cairo.  Mecca,  Me- 
dina and  Baghdad — all  of  her  holy 
cities  with  the  exception  of  Conatantl- 
nople. 

"I  regard  the  fall  of  Baghdad  aa  the 
most  significant  event  In  the'  war."  aald 
Doctor  Barton  In  pointing  out  that 
while  the  Turks  realised  that  the  day 
might  come  when  they  would  have  ho 
get  out  of  Europe,  always  they  had 
Planned  to  withdraw  to  Baghdad.  From 
correspondents  he  learned  only  a  few 
nays  ago  that  In  Turkey  flour  was  now 
selling  at  flee  e  barrel,  sugar  at  fl.M 
a  pound  and  other  articles  of  food  In 
proportion.  The  Germane  had  stripped 
the   country   of   its   food   products. 

"I  look  for  a  very  early  settlement 
of  the  Turkish  end  of  the  war,-  corn- 
el oded  Doctor  Barton.

CAN  HELP  WIN  WAR 


Anticipating  that  the  United  States 
would  shortly  declare '.  war  oa ,  tJer- 
iy,  Itr.  Archibald  Hurd  contributed 
fallowing  article  to  The  London 
Dsjly  Telegraph  In  1J8  i**u«  of 
March   6:       . 

Throe  battleships,  each  coating  £».- 
S70.S00;  a  hatUe  cruiser,  eatlmated  at 
UjSMtJfM:  throe  eeeut  cruisers,  each 
representing  an  expenditure  of  11.406.- 
00«.  together  with  fifteen  destroyers, 
tea  submarines  of  »00  tons  displace- 
ment., Afty-elght  coaatal  aubmarlnea  of 
about;  f» 00  tana,  and  a  number  of  auxil- 
iary craft— these  constitute  the  ship* 
butldlag  programme  to  which.  In  the 
atmosphere  of  coming  war,  the  United 
Statee  Congress  has  assented.  Tbe  bat- 
tleehlpe  will  displace  43.00*  tons,  mount 
twelve  1«  Inch  suns,  and  steam  at 
twenty- three  knots;  the  battle  cruiser, 
with  ten  H-lnch  guns,  the  scout  cruis- 
er*, carrying  eight  6  Inch  weapons,  and 
the  destroyers  with  8-inch  anna,  will 
have  a  uniform  speed.  Of  thirty-five 
knots.  The  aggregate  sum  carried  in 
tba  Kevy  BH1 — one  year'a  outlay  on 
the  fleet — 1*  f.73.000.000,  in  round  fig- 
ures, a*  compared  -with  our  maximum 
of,  £50,500,000.  The  action'  of  Congfes* 
•bows  what  progress  naval  thought  and 
practice  has  made  since  the  opening  of 
"the  lent  of  all  wars." 

What  Is  the  elgnlftcanee  of  the  latest 
American  shipbuilding  proposals?.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  decide,  because 
not  a  keel  has  yet  been  laid,  eo  far  as 
I  Man  ascertain,  of  the  vessels  author- 
ized, for  Immediate  construction,  under 
tba' measure  passed  on  August  2*  last — 
four  battleship*,  four  battle-cruisers, 
font  scout-cruisers,  twenty  destroyers. 
three "'  fleet  submarines,  twenty-eight 
Hmaller  submarines  and  a  variety  of 
auxiliaries.  Contracts  have  recently 
been  placed,  though  not  without  diffi- 
culty, for  all  these  ships,  except  the 
ouartet  of  battle-cruisers  and  three  of 
the  scout-cruisers,  but  practically  no 
progress  has  been  made. 
The  explanation  Is  extremely  simple. 
United  States  la  suffering  from  "a 
boom"  as  a  result  of  the  war  In  Europe. 
As. one  of  the  most  responsible  Service 
Journals,  The  Army  and  Navy  Register, 
or*  Washington,  has  pointed  out: 

■The  shipbuilders  have  to  contend 
with  unparalleled  obstacles,  _  including 
the  unprecedented,  constantly  and  sud- 
denly advancing'  cost  of  material;  the 
delay  In  the  delivery  of  material;  the 
difficulty  In  obtaining  railway  transpor- 
tation of  that  material;  the  high  and 
constantly  increasing  cost  of  trained 
labor  at  any  price;  the  increasing  vol- 
ume of  merchant  work  at  attractive 
contract  prices,  which  the  Government 
will  not.  meet,  and  which  the  shipbuild- 
ers are  not  assuming  that  the  Govern- 
ment shall  meet."  , 

Congestion  of  Work. 
Apart  from  men-of-war,  of  earlier 
programmes  still  in  hand,  apart  from 
the  activity  in  the  production  of  muni- 
tions, and  apart  from  the  effort  to  cap- 
ture German  trade  in  foreign  markets, 
the  American '  shipyards  and  englne- 
nhop*'  have  under  construction  over 
1.500,000  tons  of  merchant  shipping. 
The  Naval  Secretary  has  explained  that 
the  Government's  yards  are  full  of 
work,  end  private  shipbuilders  have  ap- 
peared before  Congressional  Commit- 
tees and  proved  that  they  are  confront- 
ed with  abnormal  difficulties.  Yet  with 
last  year"*  whips,  still  in  the  way,  Con- 
gress ha*  authorised  the  immediate  lay* 
ins*  down  of  additional  vessels.  Includ- 
ing those  voted  In  August,  money  ha* 
nJrW  been  voted  for  laying  down: 

•  Beven  battleships,  armed  with  the  16- 
inch  gun,  and  ranging  In  displacement 
from  33,600  tons  to  43,000  tons. 

'Five  battle-cruisers,  carrying  from 
eight  to  ten  14-lnchiruns,  and  posses- 
sing a  speed  of  85   knots. 

Seven  scout  cruisers,  eaoh  with  eight 
6-lnch  guns,  and  having  a  speed  of  SS 
knots. 

.Thirty-five  destroyers  of  about  1,186 
tons  displacement,  which  are  to  steam 
at    IS   knots. 

Thirteen  fleet  submarines  of  S00  tons 
displacement. 

Eighty-six  coastal  submarines  of  ap- 
proximately   600    tons    displacement.

There  has  never  before  been  such  *» 
outburst  of  ootid,  practical  patriotism 
a*  American*  .end  particularly  the 
men  concerned  with  industry  and  fi- 
nance—are now  'exhibiting. 

Bow    can    the    United    States    defeat 
Germany's    "intensified    submarine    war- 
fare?"    Not  by  buildinK  battleships  and 
battle-cruisers,  or  even  such  large  scout 
cruiser*  a*  the  ones  projected  of  7.100 
tons.    The  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
In  his  speech  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on    February    21,    remarked    that    "you 
cannot  expect  In  any  near  time  to  lay 
down  and  complete  great  battleships,  of 
which    we    have    large   numbers.   .    .    . 
We  want  to  build  such  craft  as  will  be 
most   readily   and     soonest     available." 
What  is  America's  position?    The  Brit- 
ish   Fleet    "contains"    the    High    Seas 
Fleet;  possessing  a  great  superiority,  It 
challenges    the    enemy    to    action   from 
day   to     day.     Therefore,     the     United 
States    today,    a*    in    years    before   and 
since  the  opening  of  the  war.  has  noth- 
ing to  fear  from  German  battleships  or 
battle-cruisers. 
What  the    united    State*    Can   90. 
The    Germans   have   chosen    to    fight 
the  world   with   the  submarine.     I   an- 
ticipate   that    the    good    sense    of    the 
Americans,      reinforced      by      increased 
knowledge  of  the  situation  at  sea,  will 
lead  them  In  a  few  weeks  to  stop  work 
on  all  the  large  ship*  in  hand  or  author- 
ised.    Not  one  of   the  new   battleships 
or   battle-cruisers   can   be    finished   and 
commissioned  for  service  in  a  period  of 
less  than  four  or  five  years..     In  the 
meantime,  the  demand  for  small  craft — 
seaworthy,  well  armed  vessels  of  good 
speed— will   become  more  and  more  ur- 
gent  for  use  against  the  German  sub- 
marines.    If   the  expert  authorities '  of 
the.  United   States  see  matters  in1  this 
light,  and  they  are.  singularly  alive- to 
established  facta,  they  will  concentrate 
on  the  destroyers  now  In  hand — admir- 
ably designed,  swift,  well-gunned  ships 
—and    put    in    hand    a    programme  -  of 
2,000    standardized   patrol    boats,    to   be' 
turned  out  almost  as  swiftly  as   Ford 
motor-cars.      Were    American    Industry 
devoted  to  such  a  task,  delivery  would 
begin    In    two    or    three    months,     and 
thence  onward  the  firms  would  send  to 
sea  such  vessels  faster  than'  Germany, 
can    produce    submarines.      The    indus- 
trial capacity  of  the  United  States  in 
jghjpbulldlag .  and    en*JnMrja«  .  far  ;  «*-„ 
ceeds  that  of  the  Central  Powers.     In 
other  words,  the  Americans  can,  if  they 
will,  create  new  conditions  at  sea,  and 
convince   the   Germane  that   their   "law 
of  necessity"  Is  a  ruinous  one  . 

Will  the  American  Navy  Department, 
confronted  wltb  the  same  danger  as 
the  British  Admiralty,  adopt  this  pol- 
icy? I  have  some  confidence  that  it 
will,  and  that  within  a  few  weeks,  if 
the  United  States  takes  up  the  chal- 
lenge Germany  has  thrown  down,  we 
shall  learn  of  the  Issue  of  orders  ar- 
resting all  work  on  battleships  and  on 
battle-cruisers,  on  liners  and  on  steam- 
ers for  the  great  lakes,  on  motor-cars 
and  on  sewing  machines.  Thus  a  vast 
industrial  organisation ,  will  be  set  free, 
and  a  co-ordinated  war  programme  put 
in  motion  that  will.  Anally  bring  to 
nsnght  the  hopes  which  the  Germans 
associate  with  their  illegal  and  inhu- 
mane  campaign  on  peaceful   commerce.

Fortunately  for  every  interest  con- 
cerned, the  German  colonies  possess 
very  little  icoid,  although  it  la  true  that, 
the  diamond  fields  of  "GVrmah  South 
West"  are  almost  as  valuable  as  those 
of  Kimberley.  The  chief  value  of  the 
German  colonies  Is  an  agricultural  one; 
given  a '  new"  colonial  system,  given 
sound  principles  of  administration,/ Ger- 
many's late  colonial  empire  will  repay 
Investment  a  hundredfold. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war  the  price 
of  animal  fats  had  increased  enormous- 
ly, and  there  was  a  steadily  growing 
demand  for  vegetable  butters;  but  pre- 
judice, based  largely  on  Ignorance, 
erected  a  solid  barrier  against  "margar- 
ine," or  "nut  butter."  Wltb  the  ever 
increasing  cost  of  living,  prejudice  has 
broken  down,  and  the  consumption  of 
margarine  has  become  so  general  at 
the  family  table  that  even  the  auto- 
crats of  the  kitchen  are  graciously 
condescending   to   consult   nut   butter." 

Every  German  colony,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  "Oerman  South-West"  Is  suited 
to  the  production  of  vegetable  butter 
and  its  allied  food  products,  while 
even  "German  South-West"  will  assist 
If  cotton  can  be  grown,  for  cotton-seed 
also  spells  butter.  The  four  main  vege- 
table butter  agencies  in  the  German 
colonies  are  (a)  the  oil  palm,  (b)  copra, 
(c)  ground  nut),  (d)  cotton-seed;  two 
are  the  products  of  the  palm  trees  of 
perennial  growth,  one  a  surface  plant 
and  the  other  from  the  earth  kernel. 
The  cocoa  bean  also  produces  butter, 
.byt  at  a  price  which  prohibits  consump- 
tion, but  permits  Its  use  for  the  per- 
'sonal  adornment  of  the  fair  sex. 
The  Butter  Producers 
Alike  queen  over  all,  both  In  beauty 
and  productivity,  is  the  oil  palm  found 
almost  everywhere  In  Togoland  and  the 
CSmeroons.  Lord  Harcourt  recently 
'pointed  out  that  within  the  last  seven 
years  the  value  of  the  exports  of  raw 
'  butter  products  from  Britain's  West  Af- 
rican possessions  had  "Increased  from 
£2,400,000  to  £5,300,000,"  and  there  is 
good  reason  to  hope  that  the  next  sev- 
en years  will  see  the  figure  rise  over 
£10,000,000.  There  is  no  reason  what- 
ever why,  under  suitable  conditions,  the 
Cameroons  and  Togoland  should  not  ex- 
port £6,000,000  within  a  few  years.  The 
oil  palm,  growing  everywhere,  needs  lit- 
tle cultivation;  it  only  requires  reason- 
able protection  to  give  forth  continuous 
supplies  of  butter.  The  cocoanut  palm. 
the  dried  flesh  of  whose  nut  provides 
copra,  -requires  cultivation,  and  "only 
grows  within  some  200  miles  of  sea  in* 
fluence.  1  "German  Fast  Africa"  and  the 
possessions  of  the  South  Pacific  have 
large  cocoanut  palms,  which,  on  a  low 
average,  should  soon  be  producing  25,- 
000,000  cocoanut s  per  annum.  The 
ground  nut  Is  the  favorite  little  "mon- 
key nut"  which  grows  as  an  annual 
crop  Just  beneath  the  surface  of  the 
soil.  Every  German  colony  produces 
about  100,000  tons  per  annum.  The 
seed  of:  the  cotton  plant,  but  little  larger 
than  the  English  pea,  gives  a  useful  oil 
for  butter,  and  still  more  attractive  in- 
gredient for  fancy  pastry. 
Cocoa  and  Bobber 
The  other  two  main  products  In  Ger- 
man colonies  are  cocoa  and  rubber.  But 
the  German  colonial  policy  of  retaining 
plantation  production  as  far  as  possible 
in  the  hands  of  white  ownership  was 
not  merely  Inimical  to  the  natives,  but 
unsound  from  the  financial  point  of 
view.  This  policy  Involved  such  heavy 
charges  upon  the  Industry  that  although 
Germany  had  20,000,000  rubber  trees, 
the  planters  could  not  compete  with 
British  rubber,  which  now  dominates 
the  world's  markets.  The  same  policy 
Is  primarily  responsible  for  the  failure 
of  the  cocoa  Industry.  Germany's 
cocoa-producing  areas  In  West  Africa 
cannot  measure  less  than  100,000 
r  square  miles,  whilst  the  British  areas 
can  hardly  exceed  76,000;  yet  the  Brit- 
ish cocoa  production  from  the  smaller 
area  now  exceeds  £4,000,000,  whereas  the 
German  production  barely  reaches 
£200,000. 

There  is  only  one  way  by  which  Ger- 
many's colonies  can  be  made  a  success 
—by  the  efficient  help  of  the  p\&ck  Pro- 
ducer. White  labor  in  any  capacity  Is 
expensive; -moreover,  white  labor  either 
dies  or  kUla  Itself  In  the  tropics.  The 
relationship  of  the  white  man  to  Indi- 
genous production  Is  that  of  a  teacher, 
that  of  leading  the  native  to  adopt  more 
scientific  methods  of  planting,  growing, 
harvesting,  and  marketing  his  raw  sup- 
plies of  nut  butter,  cocoa,  rubber,  sugar 
stid  hemp.  It  Is  only  by  this  policy  that 
the  1*te  German  colonies  will  be  made 
fruitful  and  a  blessing  alike  J*  the  col- 
onies  and    to    European    and    American 

civilisation.

Wtiat  are  we  going  to  do  about  the 
leather  situation?  Are  we  going  to  keep 
on  demanding  leather  until  prices  arc 
up  to  the  point  when  all  but  the  rich 
must  go  barefoot?  For  a  generation 
leather  has  been  growing  scarce.  But 
the  Idea  of  using  anything  called  an 
Imitation  or  substitute  hurt  our  pride, 
snd  In  some  eases  warped  tour  Judg- 
ment. 

*  Artificial  leather  is  a  fabric  treated 
and  coated  In  the  coarse  of  manufacture 
«o  that  it  looks  like  leather,  feels  like 
leather,  and.  besides,  is  washable,  water- 
proof and  uniform  In  thickness.  It  Is 
made  to  resemble  Spanish  leather,  peb- 
bled grain  leather  and  man/  other  fin- 
ishes. 

Millions  of  yards  of  it  are  annually 
used  for  upholstering  the  seats  of  rail- 
road cars,  carriages,  automobiles, 
couches  and  chair*  It  Is  excellent  for 
bookbinding,  because  it  stretches  uni- 
formly and  takes  ink  well  The  service 
and  good  appearance  of  the  best  grade* 
•f  artificial  leather  are  unquestioned. 

We)  hare  Sssmd  concrete,  which  ts 
merely  artificial  stone,  to  be  better  for 
many  purposes  Chan  genuine  stone.  Be- 
side*, It  I*  cheaper.  In  similar  manner, 
**t  us  give  artificial  leather  It*  dua— 
and  Fireside. 


(From  The  London  Times) 
There  may  be  ideas  at  home  that  the 
fighting  before  tho  Bapaume  Ridge  is 
of  a  mild  sort,  in  which  our  men  have 
an  easy  success.  Or  that  the  Germans 
retreated  for  some  other  reason  than 
that  they  found  tho  task  of  holding 
their  old  positions  under  our  artillery 
Are  beyond  the  will  and  strength  of 
mere  man.  Such  Ideas  are  profoundly 
wrong.  Our  men  certainly  have  their 
work  cut  out..  But  as  for  the  German 
retreat,  no  matter  what  the  Germans 
may  say,  It  was  ordered  by,  the  Higher 
Command  because  the  loss  of  German 
life  was  becoming  too  terrible  to  be  Ig- 
nored even  by  them.  It  was  ordered 
because  our  heavy,  unremitting  and 
cunningly  devised  gunfire  had  become 
unendurable  to  their  troops  on  that 
ground. 

After  my  experience  yesterday  I  have 
not  the  faintest  .doubt  about  that,  for 
I  went  up  among  our  outposts  to  within 
a  very  short  distance  of  Bapaume.  For 
some  hours  I  worked  my  way  over  the 
enemy's  old  ground,  which  our  shells 
had  been  pounding  all  the  Winter. 
Such  a  prospect  of  ultimate  horror  and 
woe  could  never  be  imagined,  nor,  I 
think,  when  at  last  one  actually  sees 
It  In  its  stark  and  accusative  challenge, 
even  described.  The  most  courageous 
pen  would  recoil  from  that  taak. 

When  I  came  to  the  results  of  our 
own  guns  I  was  eo  unprepared  to  see 
that  vision  of  a  world  where  all  was  In 
final  ruin,  and  where  the  many  German 
dead  lay  waiting  for  the  Day  of  Judg- 
ment, that  I  had  no  thought  for  my  own 
safety.  No  wonder  the  German  Com- 
mand ordered  a  retirement;  the  best  of 
men  would  have  gone  mad  had  they 
been  kept  in  such  a  place  much  longer. 
Evidence  of  Oermaa  Xjossss 
Apparently  each  German  was  too  anx- 
ious about  his  own  frail  tenure  of 
life  to  be  bothered  about  burying  his 
comrades  Unless  killed  in  the  trench — 
when  he  was  Just  thrown  out — he  was 
left  where  he  felL  There  they  were, 
first  In  No  Man's  Land,  where  they  had 
been  sacrificed  since  November  last  In 
hopeless  counter  attacks,  and  from  there 
they  lay  all  over  the  broad  belt  back 
to  Le  Brleux,  some  of  them  long  on  the 
ground,  others  of  more  recent  trouble. 
Our  losses  this  Winter  have  been  noth- 
ing remotely  resembling  It.  For  than  I 
can  vouch.  And  I  should  have  doubted 
any  evidence  that  the  German  losses 
had  been  so  heavy  except  that  of  my 
own  eyes.  It  must  be  remembered,  too, 
that  a  large  proportion  of  them  would 
figure  In  the  German  casualty  returns 
as    "missing.'' 

Leaving  all  tracks,  we  went  straight 
across  the  old  battleground  of  the 
Somme  ,past  a  wood  of  a  famous  battle 
It  was  then  quiet  enough  .  except  for 
some  intruding  German  shell  bursts 
which  Just  happened  there,  for  no  rea- 
son at  all.  Beyond  was  the  belt  of  our 
barrage  Are  of  September  last 
You  thought,  plunging  over  its 
arid  mounds,  already  fatigued,  that  It 
was  more  desolate  than  an  Arctic  wil- 
derness. No  worse  place  could  be  con- 
ceived. German  guns  have  caused  noth- 
ing thst  In  the  least  resembles  It  any- 
where on  our  front.  Then,  however, 
we  had  not  come  to  the  worat  place. 
One  smelt  that  smell  which  will  always 
be  associated  with  the  Somme  by  those 
who  know  It — the  smoke  of  wood  min- 
gling with  tbe  sickly  odor  of  bully  beef 
tins   smoldering   In   the   Incinerators. 

The  Butte  de  Warlenoourt  rose  con- 
spicuously above  the  brown  undulating 
waste.  The  work*  of  Bapaume  were  In 
sight  and  already  we  could  hear  the 
snipers  at  work,  and  the  tapping  of  ma- 
chine guns,  along  the  new  front,  wher- 
ever that  was.  The  wilderness.  In  un- 
expected places,  apouted  columns  of 
black  snd  grey  smoke  Nervousness 
went,  however,  when  I  entered  what 
lately  ""a*  No  Man's  Land.  Th*  Ger- 
man Idea  '  w*s  scattered  In  repulsive 
hummocks  about  the  shell-holes  still 
grasping  It*  rifles  into  which  the  bay- 
onets bad  rusted.  The  old  trenches 
were  no  better.  In  that  respect.  The 
enemy*  troop*  there  all  this  Winter 
have  been  forced  to  llv*  In  ditches  that 
were  dreadful  with  tbe  admonition  at 
fallen  comrade*. 

Beyond  those  treaehea  was  the  around 
over  which,  unhelped  by  communication 


trenches,  the  enemy's  reliefs  had  had 
to  pass  for  months.  For  the  first  time 
I  saw  the  work  of  those  British  bat- 
teries by  which  I  had  often  stood  in 
the  south  when  they  were  in  action, 
speculating  as  to  what  they  really  did. 
Here  It  was.  The  chocolate-colored 
earth  was  heaped  into  steep  waves  of 
heavy  mud;  a  morass  where  one  could 
be  easily  engulfed,  Its  numberless  cra- 
ters half  full  of  blood-red  water;  the 
last  stained  so  by  explosives  .  Prone 
figures  In  overcoats  and  full  kit  work 
everywhere  melting  Into  tbe  aqueous 
muck;  men  who  had  never  relieved 
their  comrades,  or  else  fell  there  when 
returning  for  a  rest.  In  one  place  a 
German  battery  of  field  guns  had  stood. 
It  had  been  pounded  Into  discolored  filth 
and  spllntera  It  had  been  literally 
hammered  Into  the  slime. 

There  was,  glistening  In  the  afternoon 
sun,    a    aeries   of    broad,    connected    red 


pools  lying  beneath  a  raw  and  deep 
embankment  before  Le  Barque,  which 
I  took  to  be  a  stream  which  had  been 
dammed  and  deflected  by  our  shelling. 
It  was  more  dreadful,  being  a  reality, 
with  those  figures  lying  by  it,  and  some 
great  trees,  amputated  of  every  limb, 
stripped  of  all  their  bark,  which  had 
been  flung  down  Into  it,  than  anything 
Imagined  by  Dante.  But  this  was  once 
a  sunken  road.  I  learned,  and  those 
figures  were  those  of  Germans  who,  try- 
ing to  escape  our  barrage,  had  been 
drowned  in  It. 

Then  I  came  to  the  new  battle 
grounds,  and  found  our  own  men  in 
their  new  place.  In  spite  of  the  snip- 
ers, the  menacing  rat-tattlng  of  the  near 
machine  guns,  and  the  constant  burst 
of  high  explosives  on  the  slopes  about 
us,  it  was  at  least  pleasant  to  see  green 
country,  white  roads  (though  impassa- 
ble roads)  going  as  of  yore  ,  over  the 
hills  snd  trees  'that  were  yet  untouched. 

Loupart  Wood  frowned  darkly  down 
on  us  from  t!he  verdant  ridge,  where  we 
could  see  the  smoke  burst*  of  bomber* 
at  Work.  Just  over  that  rise  was  Ba- 
paume, tbe  prise  of  the  Somme  battle. 
That  white  road  was  going  straight  to 
it.  To  the  right  was  Llgny-Thllloyt  a 
little  rural  place  of  red  and  white  fsrms 


peeping  at  us  from  among  its  trees,  and 
above  it,  in  a  blase  of  thin  Winter 
woods,  which  the  sun  was  making  chro- 
matic and  Spring-like,  was  Thllloy.  And 
here  wss  Le  Barque,  rather  battered, 
but  still  trying  to  at  least  look  plea* 
sent  and  'retired  In  the  arborage  of  a 
combe.  ' 

While  north  or  the  Somme,  British 
troops  are  following  the  retreating  one* 
my,  south  of  Peronne  they  have  relieved 
the  French  of  the  responsibility  for  a 
further  considerable  length  of  the  Wes- 
tern front.  '  | 

Our  own  old  battlefield  of  th*  Sorame 
Is  one  of  great  Industry  and  life,  but 
thst  where  the  French  fought  I*  the 
very  desolation  of  wsr.  Such  village* 
as  Poalere*  and  OrVlllers,  after  what 
we  did  to  them,  passed  away  except  in 
name.  You  know  they  used  to  be  there* 
wlfen  their  place  is  pointed  out.  In  the 
country  we  have  taken  over  from  the 
French  tbe  villages,  though  In  complete 
ruin,  are  still  there,  and  a  native  could 
And  easily  enough  the  site  of  what  had 
been  once  his  home.  But  the  remain* 
stand  abandoned  in  a  scene  of  stark 
horror  suoh  as  I  have  not  seen'  anywhere 
on  our  Una  Here  1*  th*  untouched  de- 
struction of  war.  Tbs  earth  haa  been 
skinned  and  goisgad  deeply  for  league*.

Unable.     The   dealgna   of   Germany  on 
Holland  are  by  no  meana  new.    At  the 
beginning    of    the  war    even,    Germany 
had  everything  ready  for  auch  a  atep. 
There  are  on  thla  point  a  certain  num- 
ber of  facta  which  have  never  yet  been 
plainly    brought    to    light,    but    which 
make  a  very  tptereetlng  revelation  to- 
day.

The  com- 
munication wan*  In  fact,  made  on  Aug. 

A 
eufuclently"  significant     phenomenon    In 
that     the     German     Government     only 
t  rennmlUed  '  thla    Intelligence   to    their 
London  Ambnaaador.  and  made  no  men- 
tion of  It  "to  Its  Arabannador  In  Parte, 
in  epite    of  the   fact   that   It.  Involved 
Franoh  offloara.  nor  to  the  German  Min- 
ister at  Brussels,  although  the  proces- 
sion af  twenty  nutomobllea  would  per- 
foroa  would   nave  bad  to  violate  Bel- 
gian neutrality.  In  order  to  arrlv*  on 
the   Dbtch-German   frontier. 

The  affair  la  all  the  more  extraordin- 
ary by  reaaon  of  the  fact  that  on  the 
night  of  Auguat  2-8  the  German  Mlato- 
ter  at  Brnnaela  came  at  one  o'clock  In 
the  morning  to  find  the  General  Secre- 
tary of  the  Belgian  Mlnlatry  of  Foreign 
Affaire.  In  order  to  communicate  to  him 
the  news  received  from  Berlin  concern- 
ing the  now  famous  attempt  from  Nur- 
eraburg  and  the  entry  of  purely  Imag- 
inary French   patrol*   into   Alsscs-Lor- 
ralne*  but  not  a  word  did  he  any  about 
the  etrlng;  pf  French  offlcere  disguised 
as   Prussian*—- a   story   which  wan,  -at 
leant,  deemed  at  the  Wllbelmotranne  to 
be  sufficiently  veracious  and  significant 
to  merit  cabling  to  Prince  Llcbnowsky.

frontier!  Why  wan  It  not  communicat- 
ed  te  the  Brltlah     Government?     The 
reason  in  very  elmple.  It  was  destined 
for  England  alone.     It  bad  been  fabri- 
cated for  uae  In  the  event  of  a  Brltlah 
protestation      agalnat     a     violation   of 
Dutch   neutrality.     It   had   for   its   ob- 
ject the  Justification  in  the  eyen  of  the 
-      German  people  of  the  invasion  of  Hol- 
land, either  after  or  at  the  aame  time 
aa    that    of    Belgium,    by    Inducing    the 
belief    that    Holland    had    been    an    ac- 
.      complice   In   the  attempt  of   the   eighty 
dtagulaed  French  officers,  who  had  act- 
ed   like    the    French    Aviator,    who    had 
made  an    Imaginary   raid   and   died   an 
Imaginary    death   at    Wenel,    aolely    at 
the  Instigation  of  England.     It  la  high- 
ly probable  that  the   German    Minister 
at    The    Hague    paid    a    vlalt    between 
August   3   and  Auguat   5   to  the  Dutch 
Foreign    Office   for   the    purpose    of    de- 
claring  that     hie     Government,  having 
In  lta  poaaesslOn  a  proof  that  England 
had   the   Intention  of  .  passing   through 
Holland  to  attaclt  -Germany,  the  latter 
country    would    find    Itself    under    the 
painful     necessity  of  passing     through 
Dutch    territory,    and    then,    with    the 
moot  perfect   sangfroid,   he   muat   have 
narrated    the      precious      story    of    the 
eighty  dlagutsed  French  officers. 

Th«    Netherlands,     having      remained 
neutral,  have  not  yet  published  any  col- 
lection   of    diplomatic    documents,    and 
the-  truth  of  this  hypothesis  can  there- 
fore  only   be   checked   when  It   la   too 
lan|.     In  Auguat,  1»1«,  Germany  aban- 
doned   her    Plana    for    violating    Dntch 
neutrality,  for  ahe  bad  ber   hands   full 
In  Belgium,  and  had  too  few  nubman. 
Inea.     In  1*1»  the  campaign  of  lies  be- 
gan anew,  and  the  German  Legation  at 
The  Hague  circulated  the  rumor  of  an 
Impending     Brltlah     dlaerobarkment   In 
Holland.     After  that   there   were   from 
time  to  time  concentrations  of  German 
troops  an   tba  DUtcb  frontier— concen- 
t rations  the  "algnlrJcance  of  which   waa 
obvious.       Germany    wanted     to    affirm 
that  the  Brltlah  disembarkation  was  so 
certain  that  she  was  taking  consequen- 
tial   measure*.      All    these    manoeuvres 
having  fall***  and  Holland  having  con- 
vinced herself  thet  the  Allies  were  not 
menacing  her  neutrality,  there  remained 
to  the  Kaiser  and  hla  accomplices  noth- 
ing «tse  to  da  bat  to.  offer  a  dlraot  pro- 
rocawen     In    the    hope    that    Holland. 
rooead   to  naffer,  would  take  up  arms, 
and  appeal   to  the  Allien   for   help,   a 
thlaa  which   Germany  ardently  desires 
•>  an  excuse  for  rushing;  an  Dutch  pro- 
ilsleaa  end  Dutch-  gold.

Baghdad,  like  Kufa  acd  Basra.  Cairo.  .  blatory   of    which   it   now    became    the 

centre.      All    the    wealth,    the    learning 


Kairawan  and  Fes,  whs  from  the  be- 
ginning a  Moslem  city.  It  waa  burnt 
by  the  second  Of  the  Abbaald  Caliphs 
aa  the  aeat  of  empire.  The  Ommisdea 
bad  held  their  splendid,  court  at  Damaa- 
cua  and  had  mated  mainly  upon  Arab 
support.  The  ruoh  of  Arab  conquest 
bad  swept  over  the  ancient  peoples  of 
Asia  to  the  Indue  and  to  the  frontlera 
of  China,  hot  when  lta  hrat  fnry  was 
Spent  they  began  to  emerge  from  the 
flood.  The  reaction  was  the  Stronger 
because  It  waa  able  to  assume  the  form 
Of  a  religious  controversy. 

The  divisions  which  had  broken  out 
Immediately  after  the  death  of  the 
Prophet  with  no  aon  to  auoceed  him, 
were   renewed   and   embittered    by   the 


and  the  art  of  the  Eaat  found  their  chief 
home  in  the  city  which  claimed  both 
the  civil  and  the  religious  allegiance 
of  Islam  from  the  Great  Wall  of  China 
and  the  Indua  to  the  ahorea  of  the  At- 
lantic, and  from  the  Caucaaua  to  the 
Sahara  Ita  wonderful  eyatem  of  irri- 
gation canals,  Its  mosques  and  palaces.

The  revenue  of  the  Ca- 
liphs haa  been  eetimated  at  from  £72,- 
000,000   to   £»«,000,0,00  of   money  at   Its 


conflicts   between  Moawia,  the  founder        Mmt  mss*  and  they  lavlahed  It  upon 
of  the  Ommlad  Caliphate,  and  All.  the 
coualn  and  son-in-law  of  Mahomet.    The 
pitiful  tragedy  of  Kerbela.  where  Hus- 
saln,  the  son  of  All,  and  hla  little. band 
were  massacred   by    the   ruUleaa   sol- 
diers of  Jioawla'a  aon  Taald,  jnad«  the 
breach  irreconcilable.    The  adherenta  of 
All  became  the  great  Phlah  community, 
who  denounoe  aa  ueurpera  ai&  heretics 
the  first  three  Callpha,   the  Omroladea 
and  all  who  derive  title  through  them. 
The  Shiaha  affirm  that  All  waa  the  flrat 
legitimate  successor  of  the  Prophet,  and 
that    All's    exalted    spiritual    attributes 
were  transmitted  to  his  successors,  the 
Inmana.      The    Persians,    whose    Aryan 
blood   and    strong    national    feeling    re- 
volted    against     the     rule     of     Bemltio 
tribesmen,  adopted  the  Bhlah  doctrines, 
and  It  Is  significant  that  Abu  Muslim, 
whose  aword  placed   the  Abbasldes  on 
the  throne,  was  a  Psrslan  by  race.     It 
was  manifestly  desirable  that  the  new 
dynasty    ehould    remove    their    capital 
from  the  Syrian  and  CaMMM****** 
of  Damascua  and  should  establish  it  la 
the  mldat  of  their  aupportera.    The  rea- 
sons which  had  made  tba  plain  of  Mes- 
opotamia the  alto  where,  ***£*_*£ 
other,  all  thetgroat  empires i  of  Western 
Asia   had  set   up   the   centre   of   their 
power  dictated  the  choice  Of  the  same 
region   to   the   Caliphs.     In   tie  eighth 
century  It  was  still  one  Of  the  richest 
agricultural  countries  In  the  world,  as 
it  has  been  from  Immemorial  time,  and 
then,  as  for  ages  before,  the  chief  com- 
mercial land,  routes  between  Bast  and 
the  Weat  paaaed  through  it 


every  form  of  Oriental  luxury  at  their 
court.  All  the  world  knowa  the  fairy 
plcturea  of  their  splendor  and  their  mu- 
nificence which  delllght  ua  in  the  "Ara- 
bian Nlghta."  The  atoriea  are  doubtless 
exaggerated,  but  there  ls  evidenoe  to 
show  that  they  contain  a  large  element 
of  truth. 

Yet,  with  all  the  Immense  resources 
at  their  command,  the  Abbaslds  were 
not  so  great  a  power  or  so  great  a  men- 
ace to  the  Eastern  Empire  as  the  Om- 
mladea.  They  were  too  weak,  especially 
at  sea,  to  proaecuje  a  real  war  of  con- 
queat  beyond  the  Taurus.  Harun-al- 
Rashtd  as  a  young  man  led  a  huge  army 
to  Scutari,  but  he  was  bought  off,  and 
for  the  most  part  the  secular  struggle 
waa  confined  on  both  sides  to  devastat- 
ing* raids, 

The  fellow-countrymen  -of  Slndbae,, 
whose  home  was  Baghdad  and  his  port 
Basra.  Vnd  of  Hasan,  who  sailed  to  the 
Islands  of  Wak,  were  daring  seamen 
and  obaervant  travelers.  They  were 
mathematicians,  geographers,'  astrono- 
mers, alchemists,  physicians  and  aur- 
geons.  Algebra  and  Arabfo  numerals, 
the  names  of  many  constellations,  the 
gliding  and  silvering  of  pllla.  with  lta 
rnyatlc  relation  to  the  Influence  of  the 
planets,  are  faint  memorials  of  their  al- 
moat  forgotten  labora.  Avicenna  hlm- 
aelf  waa  the  moat  famous  of  Arab  phy- 
alclans.  and  his-  works  were  still  com- 
mented upon  in  the  University  of  Mont-

Aristotle  la  Baghdad 
It  waa  under  Mamun  (813-83S)  that 
an  event  In  lettera  took  place  which 
still  contlnuea  to  influence  the  thought 
of  the  world  The  Caliph,  a  noble  patron 
of  learning,  directed  that  a  number  of 
Greek  authora  should  be  translated  Into 
Arabic  Amongat  them  was  Arlatotle. 
and.lt  waa  from  Latin  renderings  of  thla 
version  and  of  the  Arabic  commentaries 
upon  it  that  the  medieval  achoolsnen  de- 
rived their  flrat  acquaintance  with  the 
fundamental  portlona  of  the  Aristotel- 
ian eyatem. 

In  1251,  the  Mongols  aet  out  to  over- 
throw the  Caliphate.     The  Caliph,  Mua- 
taalm  BUlah,  surrendered  and   waa  put 
to  death.     Baghdad  waa  sacked  by  the 
barbarians    for    many    weeka.      The    In- 
habitants were  tortured  and  near  a  mil- 
lion of  them  butchered.     The  loot  was 
Immense.      The    works   of   art    and    the 
priceless    manuscripts    with    which    the 
munlflloenee    and    the    piety   of    genera- 
tions bad  endowed  the  mosques  and  the 
madrasahs  were  destroyed,  and  the  pro- 
fessors and  the  learned  shared  the  com- 
mon fate.    "Moslem  civilisation."  it  baa 
been    said,    "has— never  recovered   from 
the   deadly    blow."      Hulagu    two    years 
later  marched  into  8yrla  In  an  attempt 
to  conquer  Egypt,  but  his  armies  were 
defeated  by  the  Mamluga  under  Blbara. 
It  is  remarkable  that  in  the  yeara  while 
the  Mongol  flood  waa  threatening  Eur- 
ope from  Russia  under  Batu,  and  from 
Syria    under    Hulagu,    the    Popes,    the 
Council  of  Lyons,  and  Balnt  Louis,  were 
eeeklng  the   friendship  and   support  of 
the  Khakan  In  their  cruaade  against  the 
Mohamedan    State    which    arrested    Its 
advance.     The  Mongol  Invasion  laid  the 
foundations      of     another      Mahomedan 
power    which    was    destined    to    Include 
both  Baghdad  and  Cairo   In  its  domin- 
ions.     Amongst    the    tribes    who    fled 
before  it  into  Asia  Minor  were  the  Ot- 
toman Turks. 

Baghdad  had  ceased  to  be  the  spirit- 
ual centre  of  Islam.  The  Abbaald  Cal- 
iphs became  the  creatures  of  the  Mam- 
luka  at  Cairo,  but  so  abiding  was  the 
Influence  of  the  Caliphate  that  the  great 
Turkish  Sultan  Bayuld.  ''the  Thunder- 
bolt," wboee  victory  over  the  Hungar- 
ians and  their  Frenoh  allies  at  Nlcopo- 
lls  In  1306  Healed  the  fate  of  the  Balk- 
ana,  aought  Investiture  aa  Sultan  from 
the  phantom  Caliph  at  Cairo.  Just  aa 
Mabroud  of  Ghasnl  and  the  Seljuk 
Toghrll  had  aought  It  from  the  phan- 
tom at  Baghdad  three  centurlee  before- 
Puppet  Caliph  succeeded  puppet  Caliph 
until  Sultan  Sellm.  "the  Grim,"  con- 
quered Egypt  in  1517,  and  Induced  the 
last  of  the  long  lino  to  transfer  Its 
rlghta  and  Insignia  to  the  House  of 
Othman,  whose  chiefs  hsve  since  claim- 
ed to  be  the  only  true  "Commanders  of 
the  Faithful." 

Baghdad  and  Mesopotamia  have  been 
blasted  for  six  centuries  by  the  Mong«e 
devastation.  By  ruining  the  whole  sys- 
tem of  Irrigation.  Hulagu  In  a  elngle 
year  "deatroyed  the  work  of  three  hun- 
dred generations.''  The  pagan  empire 
of  the  II  Khans  which  he  founded  pres- 
ently became  a  feeble  Shiah  monarchy, 
and  when  the  terrible  Tlmur  the  Lame 
(Tamerlane)  arose  to  Imitate  and  to 
surpass  tbe  career  of  Chlngls,  Baghdad 
opened  Its  gates  on  his  approach.  Nine 
years  later.  In  14*1,  it  defied  the  con- 
queror, and  was  taken  by  assault. 
Ninety  thousand  skulls  were  built  up 
In  pyramlde  before  the  walla.  Only  tbe 
holy  men  and  tbe  pious  foundations 
were  spared.  Next  Summer  Tlmur 
dealt  the  Ottoman  Turks  sn  almoat 
fatal  blow  by  the  defect  and  capture 
of  Bayasld,  "the  Thunderbolt,"  at  An- 
gora. All  Asia  Minor  was  laid  waste, 
and  the  Knlghte  of  St.  John  were  driven 
from  Smyrna.  • 

"The  Bopkya  aad  the  Orans  Turks." 
Tlmur  died  In  his  splendid  palace  at 
Samarcand  in  1106.  and  Baghdad  fell 
Into  the  bends  of  the  "Block  Sheep" 
and  then  of  the  "White  Sheep"  Mongol 
dynasties.  In  the  last  year  of  the  ltth 
century  Shah  Ismail  founded  tbe  dy- 
nasty of  tbe  8efsbls — the  "Sophya"  of 
Shakespeare  and  Milton— who  at  once 
gained  the  loyalty  of  the  Sbab  Peralana 
lajassj**  tbe  blood  of  All  ran  In  tbelr 
veins.  Against  Shah  Tshmsil  the  Turks, 
led  by  Sellm  "the  Grim."  won  the  great 
battle  of  Cbsldlran  In  1114  and  occu- 
pied Tabrla,  bat  the  Sultan  was  pre- 
vented from  proeecutlng  bis  conquests' 
by  tba  mutinous  temper  of  bis  troop*. 
He  turned  his  srmles  against  Egypt, 
snd  Persia  was  net  again  Invaded  by

ion) have  lived,  worked  and  produced 
foodstuffs  In  an  area  equal  to  one- 
fourth  that  of  Vancouver  Island,  and 
that  during  that  tints  thay  have  won 
the  first  place  In  the  world  for  small 
livestock,  euch  as  poultry,  pigeons  and 
i abbite.  as  wall  as  having  bean  pre- 
eminent In  Intensive  cultivation  Of  vege- 
tables, wa  abould  feel  ashamed  to  think 
that  la  thla  beautiful  Province  of  ours, 
so  richly  endowed  by  Nature,  we  have 
produced  ao  little,  that  125.000,000  a 
year  la  aent  out  of  the  country  to  tha 
enrichment  of  the  nation  to  the  aouth 
of  us.

■Returned  British  Prisoners  Tell 
of  Conditions  In  German 
Camp  Before  and  After 
"Tails  Went  Down." 


Recently  forty-four  more  Englishmen 
released  from  Rubleben.  together  with 
a  number  of  women  and  children  from 
Germany,  reached  a  British  port  after 
an  onadventurous  voyage  across  the 
Sea,  and   there  can  be  no  doubt

ao  make  these  unused  empty  lots  that 
may  sot  be  built  on  for  years  help  to- 
wards further  production  by  convert- 
ing them  to  their  original  use? 

so  far  we  have  only  considered  a 
family  working  In  its  backyard  to  feed 
Itself,  and  only  estimated  that  half  th* 
population  could  do  thla.  The  other 
half  cannot  do  thla,  aa  ws  have  seen, 
but  thay  have  to  be  fed  Just  the  same, 
and  Inasmuch  aa  It  la  Just  aa  easy  for 
a  man  In  spare  time,  with  tha  assistance 
of  hla  wife  and  two  children,  to  keep 
and  feed  thirty-six  hens  aa  eighteen 
bens,  twenty-four  pairs  of  pigeons  as 
twelve  pairs  of  pigeons,  four  doe  rab- 
bits aa  two  doe  rabbits,  and  also  culti- 
vate twice  the  apace  required  for  hla 
own  family,  what  ia  to  prevent  the 
backyarder  from  not  only  supplying  his 
own  needs,  to  the  extent  of  I1ST  worth 
of  food  a  year,  but  also  the  needs  of 
the  family,  who,  through  force  of  cir- 
cumstances, cannot  do  so,  and  thus  sup- 
plying the  needs  of  the  whole  popula- 
tion to  the  same  extent? 

If  so  this  would  double  the  amount 
saved  to  the  Province  and  also  double 
the  amount  of  grain  required  for  local 
consumption.

If  one 
bad  the  money  to  pay  for  it,  and  friends 
la  the  country.  Butter  was  4s  per 
pound,  but  It  must  be  obtained  secretly. 
Geese  of  very  poor  quality  were  £2  10s. 
average  quality,  £10  to  £12  each.  A 
lady  from  Hamburg  said  that  soft  soap, 
which  used  to  cost  a  few  pfennigs.  Is 
now  6s  a  pound,  and  the  food  conditions 
generally  are  very  bad.  It  was  gen- 
erally agreed  by  those  who  had  mixed 
with  the  populations  of  the  different 
towns  that  money  bribes  will  procure 
anything;,  if  sufficiently  heavy,  but  the 
poor,  who  have  no  money,  are  suffering 
untold  misery. 

lien  from  Ituhleben  spoke  of  tho 
changed  conditions  of  the  camp  during 
the  last  twelve  months.  It  has  im- 
proved slr.ee  "Home  Rule"  has  been  in 
force.  The  minds  of  a  few  prisoners 
have  been  effected  by  the  monotonous 
conditions,  but,  generally  speaking,  the 
cheeriest  of  spirts  prevail  at  the  camp.

For  tho  mo- 
ment the  most  important  demand  to  be 
met  la  that  of  the  collieries  and  of  the 
Army  in  France  for  pit  props  and  trench 
timber,  and.  happily;  it  is  in  this  branch 
of  the  problem  that  the  outlook  Is  moat 
hopeful.  The  weekly  consumption  of  pit- 
propa  In  the  United  Kingdom  is  roughly 
•0,000  tons,  and  at  present  rather  less 
than  one-third  of  this  amount  la  sup- 
plied from  home  sources  Negotiations 
are  now  proceeding  for  an  arrangement 
between  the  Government,  tho  colliery  * 
companies  and  the  minora  whereby  a 
certain  number  of-  men  may  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  mines  to  the  woods  and 
taught  to  cut  the  pit-props  which  are 
needed  to  keep  the  collieries  going.  The 
wjrk  la  not  highly  skilled  and  the 
miners  who  have  been  accuatomed  to 
handle  the  props  will  soon  learn  how 
to  prepare  them.  The  supply  of  tools 
and  the  arrangements  for  transport  may 
cause  some  trouble  in  the  initial  atages 
of  the  experiment;  but  It  la  hoped  that 
thla  will  soon  be  overcome  and  that  a 
beginning  may  ahortly  be  made  by 
miners  from  South  Wales  in  this  new 
sphere  of  national  service.

Addressing  his  constituents  at  Blacn- 
avon,  Mr.  McKenna,  Ml*,  said  we  had 
but  to  endure  to  be  certain  of  final  vic- 
tory. Exhaustion  In  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria was  proceeding  apace.  We  had  the 
firmest  ground  for  hope,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  we  must  not  minimise  the 
gravity  of  the  task  before  us.  i  The  en- 
emy was  still  powerful,  and*,  if  we  were 
not  firm,  and  prepared  for  any  sacrifice, 
might  yet  hold  out  for  an  indeterminate 
peace.     The  War    Loan    was   a   triumph 


which  had  made  smooth  the  financial 
path  of  the  Government  for  a  long  time 
to  come,  but  there  waa  another  need 
which  was  fully  as  urgent.  We  had  to 
organise  our  man-power  so  as  to  obtain 
tho  maximum  output.  Man-power  was 
essential  for  maintaining  the  strength 
of  our  naval  and  military  forces,  and 
for  their  equipment  and  supply.  Man- 
power must  be  devoted  to  the  supply  of 
the  necessary  wants  of  the  nation,  and 
to  preserve  their  general  efficiency  In 
service  and  production.  We  had  to  help, 
and  not  hinder,  the  Director  of  National 
Service  in  his  gigantic  task  of  organ- 
ising the  national  production.  It  waa 
not  to  be  expected  that  a  full  and  com- 
pete organisation  could  be  accomplish- 
ed In  a  few  weeks.  Mistaken  were  bound 
to  be  made,  and  time  must  be  allowed 
for  the  working  of  Mr.  Neville  Chamber- 
lain's machine.  We  could  make  his  task 
much  easier  If  we  helped  him  by  our 
own  economy  and  abstention  from  use- 
less luxuries.

The  pre-supposes  that  all  table  seraph 
are  used  for  feeding  the  fowls,  green 
food  grown  on  lot.  and  that  all  grain, 
etc..  Is  bought  at  least  by  the  hundred- 
pound  aack  and  not  J  6c  worth  at  a 
time  In  paper  bags,  aa  so  many  people 
seem  to  do,  also  that  wild  green  food 
is  picked  from  the  fields  and  roads  and 
ao  got  for  nothing.  These  estimates  are 
Tor  average  normal  times.  In  these  ab- 
normal war  times,  and  at  the  present 
high  prices  of  feed,  the  profits  would 
very  likely  be  less,  although  selling 
prices  would  naturally  advance  corres- 
pondingly. 

We  therefore  find  that  if  the  family 
of  four  did  nothing  on  their  lot  they 
would  spend  lilt  P«r  annum  on  neces- 
sary food  which  thay  could  produce  on 
\thelr  own  lot.  Taking  |20  per  month  as 
the  cost  price  of  food  for  ofie>  person, 
or  |24l  per  year,  tha  total  food  cost  for 
30*000  people  would  be  STI.SSMO0  per 
annum.  But  wa  are  told  by  The  Col- 
onial, which,  no  doubt,  verlfled  Its 
ngures.  that  we  had  to  Import  125.000.- 
000  worth  of  food  per  annum.  Making 
it  11,000,000  less,  that  Is  124.000,000.  we 
find  that  one-third  of  nil  the  food  con- 
sumed haa  to  be  Imported.  That  being 
so.  of  the  1 137  opent  on  food  by  a  fam. 
Uy  of  f«ur.  which  could  be  produced  on 
their  lot.  Ill .S<  l»*h*Pt  »«  British  Col- 
umbia, aad  1*6.11  goes  out  of  the  coun- 
try.

Therefore,  instead  of  three-ninths  of 
the  annual  cost  of  food  for  the  British 
Columbia  people  going  out  of  the  coun- 
try, two-ninths  only  would  go,  and  one- 
ninth  or  18,000,000  per  year  could  be 
saved  or  kept  In  circulation  within  the 
Province  instead  of  going  out  of  It  as 
at  present,  to  the  enrichment  of  other 
nations. 

Is  It  therefore  not  well  worth  while 
for  us  to  imitate  the  methods  of  our 
stricken  Belgian  Ally  and  make  a  start 
to  live  and  work  tn  future  on  the  lines 
that  for  the  last  forty  years  have  been 
the  foundation  of  their  national  pros- 
perity? 

The  writer  has  proved  for  himself  In 
the  last  two  vrarn  that  this  can  be  done, 
namely,  produce  on  one's  lot  and  In 
one's  backyard  food  for  his  family  to 
that  extent,  and,  as  proof  that  It  Is  pos- 
sible to  produce  a  double  quantity,  i.e., 
sufficient  food  for  his  own  family  and 
one  other  family,  he  knows  personally 
a  man  and  his  wife,  who  are  at  this 
very  moment  In  spare  time  and  out  of 
working  hours  are  producing  the  dou- 
ble quantity  mentioned,  as  well  as  keep- 
ing two  cows,  and  who  are  consequently 
for  their  spare  time  work  living  well 
and  also  economically,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  from  their  surplus  produce  are, 
putting  away  a  little  for  a  rainy  day 
as  well. 

In  conclusion  the  writer  would  say 
to  every  reader  who  takes  the  trouble 
to  read  this  article.  "Go  and  do  thou 
likewise."  and  so  help  to  make  possible 
a  return  of  that  prosperity  to  our  beau- 
tiful Province  after  the  war,  which  we 
are  all  longing  and  hoping  for  after 
struggling  through  these  five  lean  years

pressed.  "They've  got  their  tails  right 
down."  remarked  a  little  Jockey,  over 
fifty  years  of  age,  who  had  lived  at 
Le  Cateau,  near  Mons.  for  many  years, 
being  employed  at  a  racinat  stables 
there.  "They  served  us  cruelly  in  the 
early  days  of  the  camp,"  he  said.  "If 
you  appeared  with  a  cigarette  or  a  pipe 
they  knocked  it  out  of  your  mouth,  but 
it  Is  all  different  now."  Like  all  the 
others,  he  was  enthusiastic  about  the 
supply  of  parcels  from  home,  especial- 
ly those  from  the  Red  Cross  Society. 
These  used  to  be  brought  to  the  camp 
by  German  soldiers  In  carts,  but  now 
they  are  fetched  by  the  prisoners.  A 
gang  of  twenty  men,  guarded  by  Ger- 
man soldiers  pulled  a  wagon  to  the  sta- 
tion, loaded,  drew  It  back  to  the  camp 
and  deposited  the  freight  In  a  parcels 
office,  where  they  were  sorted,  and  a 
list  placed  outside  the  office.  This  gen- 
erally contained  from  1.000  to  1,500 
names,  and  there  was  a  general  rush  to 
find  out  whose  names  appeared  on  It. 
When  the  parcels  are  handed  over,  each 
recipient  pays  a  fee  of  a  halfpenny, 
which  goes  to  the  men  who  fetch  the 
parcels.  These  are  then  taken  to  the 
censors,  who.  In  these  days,  merely 
break  the  seal  or  cut  the  strliug;  they 
do  not  search  and  censor  as  they  did 
In  the  old  days  —  "before  tails  went 
down" — commented  the  narrator.  When 
the  rush  is  great,  as  many  as  3,000  par- 
cels a  day  have  been  dealt  with.  Some 
men  have  left  the  camp,  and.  as  their 
names  have  not  been  removed  from  the 
list,  parcels  for  them  are  still  coming. 
These  are  sent  to  the  ltellef-ln-Klnd 
Office,  and  distributed  to  those  who 
have  no  one  to  send  them  parcels.  There 
is  a  rough  element  In  the  camp,  which 
has  to  be  kept  In  order,  and  there  are 
such  things  as  getting  drunk  or  Insult- 
ing German  soldiers.  The  Germans  are 
also  down  upon  gambling,  of  which 
there  is  a  little,  and  the  punishment  is 
"the  bird-cage."  T8hls  Is  the  prison — 
a  building,  twenty  yards  square,  stand- 
ing In  a  compound  of  barbed  wire  In  the 
form  of  lattice,  through  which  the  cap- 
tives can  view  the  super-captives. 

Up  to  some  months  ago  Zeppelins 
used  to  come  over  the  camp,  fly  low,  and 
general  exhibitions  of  their  prowess. 
The  Britishers  shouted  at  them,  "There 
go  the  baby-killers!"  which  annoyed  the 
Germans  very  much.  Then  the  Zeppe- 
lins would  disappear,  and  two  days  lat- 
er news  would  be  received  In  the  camp 
that  there  had  been  another  raid  on 
England.  There  are  only  cripples  on 
guard  there.  They  all  hope  they  will 
never  be  sent  West  again,  for  they  said 
"It  was  hell!"  This  shows  the  spirit. 
A  German  officer  who  looked  after  the 
bread  stores  was  ordered  to  the  front. 
When  he  came  to  say  good-bye  he  re- 
marked. "I  bet  1  shall  be  In  England 
before  long,"  at  the  same  time  putting 
up  his  hands.  A  fortniejht  afterwards 
we  had  a  card  from  him  saying  he  was 
a  prisoner  In  England.  Relating  what 
happened  when  prisoners  were  told  that 
they  could  leave  the  camp  and  go  to 
their  businesses  or  do  work,  he  said 
that  a  barber,  who  was  half  a  German, 
and  who  had  dona  well  In  camp,  ajjalled 
himself  of  the  offer.  Two  days  -later 
he  was  back  In  camp,  stating  that  he 
could  not  ftet  any  work,  and  nothing  to 
eat.  He  was  promptly  told  that.  If  he 
came  back  he  would  have  to  pay  a  fine 
of  1,000  marks  or  suffer  twelve  months' 
imprisonment.     He  left  the  camp. 

There  Is  only  one  message  I  have 
from  those  left  behind,  the  Jockey 
added,  and  that  is,  "we  are  keeping  our 
spirits  up,  and  we  hope  the  blighters 
will  get  a  arood  thrashing,  and  then  we 
will  come  home!"  And  to  show  you 
how  we  had  our  tails  up,  we  used  to 
ait  on  the  steps  before  retiring  each 
night  and  sing  "Are  We  Down-Hearted?" 
and  yell  back  "No!  No!  No!"  and  that 
used  to  make  the  Germans  as  angry 
as  nothing  else  would.  They  didn't  like 
to  hear  and  see  the  British  spirit!"

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The  development  of  the  home  supplies 
of  timber,  on  which  the  Government 
partly  rely  to  counterbalance  the  re- 
striction on  Imported  supplies  and  re- 
lease tonnage  for  other  uses.  Is  no  aim- 
pie  task  for  the  Home-grown  Timber 
Committee,  says  Tbe  London  Times. 

It  Is  calculated  that  there  is  sufficient 
timber  standing  In  these  Islands  to  keep 
the  country  supplied  for  a  year  with  all 
the  soft  wood  which  may  be  required  for 
military  end  general  purposes.  Four 
difficulties,  howeyat  hsvs  to  be  over- 
come In  order  tojWke  the  timber  avail- 
able. Many  of  ^Re  skilled  woodsmen, 
sewyers  and  other  men  In  the  home 
trade  went  into  the  Army  early  in  the 
war.  and  up  to  the  present  only  s  negli- 
gible number  of  them  have  been  released 
for  their  old  wsrh. 

The  second  and  third  difficulties  are 
of  securing  adequate  supplies  of 
saws  and  other  necessary  tools 
]  ef  plant  for  converting  the  timber 


"If  Germany  had  waited  for  another 
quarter  of  a  century  she  would  have  se- 
cured the  commercial  primacy  over  all 
the  earth,  without  striking  a  blow. 
When  I  look  at  this,  and  think  of  the 
helplessness  of  the  British  Empire  to 
combat  with  the  Teuton  menace — saved 
as  we  were  on  Flanders  fields  by  the 
old  regular  army — I  sometimes  think 
that  only  the  grace  and  mercy  of  God 
saved  this  Empire  from  destruction;  and 
that  it  would  have  been  destroyed  If 
God  Almighty  had  not  needed  it."  This 
was  one  of  the  pregnant  utterances  of 
Sir  William  Willison,  editor  of  The 
Toronto  News,  in  the  course  of  an  ad- 
dress delivered  to  the  Men's  Club  of 
St.  Giles'  Church,  Hamilton,  a  few  days 
ago. 

Sir  John's  address  dealt  with  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Empire.  He  held  that 
the  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  Em- 
pire's dominions  with  the  Imperial 
Cabinet  in  international  affairs  was 
bound  to  come  after  the  war,  and,  al- 
though he  did  not  bring  forward  any 
direct  Bcheme,  he  conclusively  demon- 
strated the  exigency  and  feasibility  of 
the    proposal. 

The  chair  was  capably  occupied  by 
Herbert  s.  Lees,  and  the  ladles  of  the 
church  furnished  an  excellent  lunch. 
Walter  A.  McCutcheon,  formerly  of 
London,  Ont.,  but  now  of  this  city, 
rendered  two  songs,  which  were  very 
well   received. 

Voice   in   Empire   Council 

"It  is  said  very  often  that  the  world 
can  never  be  what  It  was  Just  before 
the  war,"  said  the  editor  in  commencing 
his  address,  "and  this  fact  Is  Just  as 
true  of  the  British  Empire.  If  so.  It  Is 
necessary  to  examine  very  closely  the 
relation  between  the  Dominion  and  toe 
Mother  Country  and  to  consider  what  Is 
necessary  for  the  stability  of  the  great 
organization  of  which  we  form  a  part. 
It  Is  certain  that  the  Dominions  will  as- 
sume new  obligations  and  rpsrronslblli- 
tles.  At  the  present  time  we  now  *uo- 
mlt  —  not  through  any  fault  of  the 
Mother  Country  —  to  taxation  without 
representation  in  London,  which  ia  hos- 
tile to  every  sound  theory  of  represen- 
tative government.  Like  most  of  you 
1  am  a  Canadian,  of  British  citizenship, 
but  I  want  equal  citizenship,  and  my 
country  to  have  equal  part  In  the  policy 
of  the  Empire.  1  don't  want  my  son 
to  be  the  subject  of  another  nation. 

"We  have  beer,  answered  by  a  demand 
that  a  complete  plan  for  Canada's,  par- 
ticipation in  the  Empire's  business  be 
presented  to  the  Imperial  Government, 
and  we  have  hitherto  been  led  to  be- 
lieve that  this  Is  absolutely  necessary. 
I  contend  that  nothing  could  be  more 
foolish  than  to  present  a  plan  complete 
in  every  detail.  The  object  should  be 
to  find  a  plan.  If  ever  a  legislature  Is 
established  in  Dublin  satisfactory  to 
both  parties  in  Ireland.  It  Will  not  l><- 
decided  at  Westminster,  but  when  the 
leaders  of  north  and  south  sit  around  a 
table  and  come  to  an  amicable  agree- 
ment. 

"It  has  been  argued  that  Canada  would 
relapse  to  Downing  Street  government. 
Hut  it  will  be  found  that  the  same  kln<l 
of  arguments  were  used  to  oppose  fed- 
eration in  the  Dominion.  It  was  alleged 
that  through  federation  the  provinces 
would  lose  Individuality,  and  racial  ha- 
tred would  spring  up  between  the 
French  minority  and  the  British  major- 
ity. These  arguments  have  proveu 
false,  and  that  the  smaller  provinces  did 
not  suffer  is  proven  by  the  fact  that 
three  Prime  Ministers  have  been  chosen 
from  the  smallest  province  in  the  fed- 
eration, Nova  Scotia.  In  this  connec- 
tion, I  would  express  my  opinion  that 
nothing  would  more  greatly  contribute 
to  the  stability  of  the  federation  than 
the  appointment  of  a  Prime  Minister 
from  the  Western  Provinces. 
Canadian  autonomy 

"It  Is  claimed  that  In  Imperial  fed- 
eration we  would  sacrifice  Canadian  au- 
tonomy. But  under  the  existing  organiz- 
ation we  are  sending  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands *of  men  to  take  part  In  a  fight 
resulting  from  a  quarrel  in  which  we 
had  no  more  voice  than  Vermont  or 
Massachusetts  or  Maine.  Happily,  In 
this  war,  we  are  all  unanimous  that  we 
are  fighting  In  a  Just  and  necessary 
cause,  but  there  may  be  a  different 
opinion  of  wars  in  the  future,  and  It  Is 
essential,  in  my  Judgment,  that  some 
central  power  be  established  to  deter- 
mine if  war  shall  come  or  peace  con- 
tinue. I'ndi-r  those  conditions,  it  would 
be  Impossible  for  the  Empire  to  plunge 
Into  a  war  in  which  she  has  not  the 
strongest  support   from  her  sons.'' 

Continuing  his  address.  Sir  John  en- 
larged upon  the  benefits  which  would 
accrue  from  Imperial  Federation,  point- 
ing out,  among  other  things,  that  It 
would  render  feasible  a  plan  for  the  sci- 
entific distribution  of  the  British -speak- 
ing population  throughout   the  world. 

'To  reject  federation.  In  view  of  these 
advantages,  la  to  mock  the  gods  and  to 
try  to  defeat  the  decree  of  a  beneficent 
destiny."     ssld     the     speaker.       "When

Her  was  the  occa- 
sion any  fine  military  spectacle;  it  wad 
the  sight  of  a  double  line  of  South  Af- 
rrlcan  nati.es  lined  up  In  cte  of  tho, 
many  camps  already  occupleJ  by  thai 
South  African  Netlvo  Labor  Corps  In 
the  war  area.  In  the  ranks  ware  Zulus, 
Basutos  from  the  Northern  Transvaal 
and  Pondoa — willing  volunteers  who 
have  exchanged  their  aunny  luxuriance 
for  the  bitter  cheerleseneea  of  thla  par-* 
ticularly  severe  Winter.  I  was  tulda 
and  could  readily  enough  believe,  that 
they  would  very  much  rather  be  fight- 
ing, ant  aa  that  waa  net  to  he.  they 
have  come  overseas  to  set  free  white 
men  for  the  trenches.  The  officer  who 
showed  me  their  compound  waa  a  etsn- 
tlsman  distinguished  In  current  Soutb 
Afrloaa  history,  who  had  sacrificed  an 
Important  position  to  help  ;e*tabllah 
this  labor  corps.  He  called  three  men 
out  of  the  fn\ut;  one  a  nephew  of  Cote- 
wayo,  another  a  son  of  Dialxalu.  the 
third  man.  Dwalana.  I  desired  bin*  to 
aak  Dwalana  whether  there  waa  any 
meaaage  he  would  like  to  send  to  South 
Africa.  Hla  reply.  Interpreted,  waa 
that  he  and  hla  comrades  were  proud 
to  be  with  the  great  Army  ef  the  Km- 
plre  In  Prance;  that  they  were  well 
tared  for  and  happy,  and  that,  al- 
though tbe  weather  had  been  aach  aa 
they  had  never  dreamed  of  before,  yet. 
thanks  to  plenty  of  good  food,  warm 
clothes,  dry  hats  with  big  fires,  and  a 
generous  supply  of  blankets,  they  were 
getting   through   It  quite  well. 

I  saw  enough  to  satisfy  me  thai 
this  man  waa  net  merely  speaking  te 
make  a  good  impression.  These  native 
laborers  are  virtually  treated  the  seme 
aa  our  own  troops  when  resting.  They 
wear  a  blue  serge  uniform,  with  blue 
cloaks.  Stetson  hats,  ammunition  beets 
end  puttees.  Their  dally  rations  con- 
alst  of  M/t  lb.  ef  mealle  meal,  which 
te  made  tote  porridge,  vj-lb.  bread,  1  lb. 
Of  meat,  coffee  and  salt.  Twice  a  week 
they  get  1  lb.  of  vegetables  par  head, 
and  tobacco  and  cigarettes  are  leaned. 
The  scheme  1a  another  ef  General 
Botha's  services  to  the  Kmptre.  The 
success  ef  the  step  hss  been  so  great 
that  the  War  Oxece  Is  seeking  for  It 
to  be  expanded  many-fold  beyond  the 
original  limit.  One  result  ef  enersneee 
value  should  he  the  netting  free  for 
other  work  ef  a  great  number  ef  white 
labor  aad  permanent  base  men.  ehtofty 
consisting  ef  those  who.  whether  Craan 
wounds,  shell-shock,  trenail  feat,  or 
sickness  are  unfit  far  the  fighting  line. 
A  great  proportion  of  thene  are  skilled 
craftsmen,  who  weald  he

.  Two  days  later  Private  John  Marvel 
was  drilling  among  the  recruits  of  the 
Wessax  Fusiliers,  He  was  a  tall  man, 
with  hair  turning  grey  at  the  temples.

Then  the  Germane  tried  to  work  round 
the  flanks,  but  they  ware  too  late.  Tho 
day  waa  already  breaking— It  was  still 
September— and  with  the  flrst  rays  of 
dawn  ths  British  advanced.  When  the 
Wessex  reached  the  Mills,  they  found 
Sergeent-Major  Marvel  In  the  uniform 
of  a  colonel  on  the  staff.  In  command. 

With  unperturbed  composure  Marvel 
related  hla  doinga  to  hla  colonel.  That 
experienced  warrior  listened  to  his  terse 
narration  and  remarked:  "I  consider 
that  you  have  done  credit  to  the  regi- 
ment But  what  view  the  authorities 
will  take  of  your  conduct  is  more  than 
I  can  say.

PROTECTING  CROPS 
FKOM  FUNGUS  DISEASE 

(By    Prof.     Lionel     Stevenson,     Director 
Basan  Bay  Experimental  Farm,  Sidney)

Superstitions  die  hard,  but  the  Ger- 
man submarine  campaign  to  prolonging 
the  life  of  at  least  one  of  them.  In 
Nelson's  time  there  was  a  limited  trade 
In  cauls,  then  popularly  believed  to  bo 
sure  charm  against  death  at  sea  by 
drowning,  and  in  those  days  a  single 
specimen  would  fetch  as  much  as  £20. 
Since  Nelson's  time  there  has  been  less 
demand  for  these  objects.  Now.  thanks 
to  the  activities  of  the  German  under- 
water craft,  they  are  beinig  sold  at  the 
London  Docks  for  it  10a. 

This  Is  one  of  many  interesting  facts 
brought  out  by  an  exhibition  of  charms 
illustrating  a  faith  In  the  supernatural 
that  apparently  still  obtains  in  London. 
The  collection,  which  has  been  got  to- 
gether by  Mr.  Edward  Lovett,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  council  of  the  Folk  Lore  So- 
ciety, to  to  be  seen  at  the  Southwark 
Central  Library.  Walworth  Road.  It 
has  no  relation  to  what  may  be  called 
religious  superstitions,  but  it  shows  -how 
widespread  is  the  belief,  especially  in 
Eaat  and  South  London,  that  the  for- 
tune of  individuals  can  be  affected  by 
some  inanimate  object  deemed  to  be 
lucky  or  potent  against  disease. 

Love  charms,  of  course,  are  prom- 
inent One  that  is  shown  is  "dragons 
blood"  gum.  red  In  color,  and  It  Is 
claimed  that  If  this  1s  *"»rnt  at  mid- 
night, preferably  on  a  Friday,  it  will 
not  fail  to  win  a  lover.  Mr.  Lovett 
Htates  that  this  practice  still  survives, 
and  many  young  .girls  Inr  London  carry 
out  these  mystic  rites  religiously.  An- 
other charm  of  the  same  sort  Is  the 
root  of  a  yellow  wild  flower  (potentllla 
tormentllto).  It  also  ha.  Igba  ♦*»* 
but  Its  efficacy  lies  In  the  fact  that  It 
renews  a  deed  or  waning  affection  ra- 
ther than   Influences  an  existing  one. 

Medicinal  chsrms  form  a  largo  part 
of  the  collection.  There  are  necklaces 
made  of  the  stems  of  the  nightshade, 
which.  If  Put  around  the  neek  of  an  in- 
fant, will  help  U  to  cut  Its i  teeth.  A 
necklace -of  scorns  Is  a  speclflc  against 
other  infant  ill".  A  knuckle-bone.  car- 
ried in  the  pocket,  will  ward  off  rheu- 
matism, the  theory  being  that  the  dead 
ban*  doe.  not  suffer  from  the  complalt 
the  disease  will  go  Into  It.  Another 
cure  tor  rheumattom  to  a  PttUto-  A 
specimen  shown  was  carried  by  a  rheu- 
matic subject  for  many  years.  A  third 
chafm  against  the  same  complaint  is  a 
small  bottle  containing  »•«««*•  {•£ 
metlcally  sealed  and  covered  with  lea- 
ther Mr.  Lovett  states  that  it  is  sold 
In  London  by  one  of  the  largest  chem- 
ists In  the  world. 

Those  who  suffer  from  nightmare  may 
welcome  this  prescription.  A  pair  of 
horse.hoea  covered  in  Mpa.axd  red 
cloth,  or  a  string  of  stones,  nstorally 
perforated,  should  be  hung  up  at  the 
head  of  the  bed.  A  necklet  of  blue 
l,eads  will  protect  a  child  sgainat  bron- 
chitis, while  red  besds  or  coral  will 
avert  sor*  throats:  A  small  bag  con- 
taining a  tooth  should  be  placed  sgalnst 
teething  convulsions.  Since  the  begln- 
ring  of  the  war  another  charm  against 
disease  has  been  Introduced  by  Belgian 
refugees— the  wearing  of  cats  skin  for 
rheumatism  and   chest   troublea 

On*  of  the  most  curious  of  the  ex- 
hibits Is  a  sheep's  heart,  pierced  with 
pins  and  nails  to  break  tho  spell  of  a 
black  witch,  It  waa  prepared  by  aa 
old  woman  who  practised  witchcraft  In 
London  as  late  as  1»0I.  She  learned 
tho  secret  of  tb*  charm  from  h*r  grand- 
mother in  South  Devon,  where  It  was 
paeutar  With  farmers.  Tb*  black  witches 
ware  supposed  to  bring  about  the  death 
Of  sheep  aad  cows  by  casting  a  spelt 
ever  them,  or  by  surreptltleualjV  Intro- 
ducing the  aolBoneim  loaves  of  the  yew 
tree  Into  their  food.  By  taking  the 
heart  of  a  ohsop  which  had  fallen  vic- 
tim to  these  machinations,  piercing  Tt 
with' pins  and  nails,  aad  hanglrg  It  up 
In  the  chimney,  the  spelt  waa  supposed 
to  ha  o*ulwaWLo»dagi  Times.     «^      fc 


Many  of  our  food  grains  and  vege- 
tables are  attacked  and  in  part  destroyed 
by  fungus  pests.  If  we  could  prevent 
these  fungus  pests'  Injuries,  the  in- 
crease in  our  food  supplies  could  be 
valued  at  many  mora  millions.  The 
fungus  trouble,  commonly  epoken  of  aa 
"smut,"  of  oats,  barley  and  wheat,  has 
been  causing  an  annual  loss  to  Cana- 
dian farmers  of  more  than  18,000.000 
per  annum.  The  Empire  needs  this 
18,000,000  worth  of  food  grains  and  the 
money  from  tho  Increased  production 
should  be  acceptable  to  the  man  on  the 
land. 

Those  farmers  that  are  really  farm- 
ing In  a  business  way  treat  their  seed 
grain  before  sowing  that  they  may  de- 
stroy and  thereby  prevent  the  develop- 
ment of  the  grain-destroying  fungus. 
Such  treatment  of  seed  Is  not  costly, 
requires  but  little  expenditure  of  labor 
and  may  be  done  at  an  outlay  of  not 
more  than  two  cents  per  bushel  of 
seed.  The  returns  In  preventing  loss 
may  be  as  great  as  one-half  the  crop, 
or,  in  other  words,  at  a  cost  of  four 
cents  per  acre  we  may  save  from  one 
to  twenty-five  bushels  of  grain  for  each 
acre.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  man  on 
the  land  sowing  oats  or  barley  to  treat 
the  seed  with  the  successful  smut- 
destroylng  compound  known  as  tho  for- 
malin solution.  The  people  need  the 
increaaad  grain  yield,  but  do  not  need 
tb*  fungus. 

Tissmir  at  Seed   Oats   or  Barley 

Method  of  treating  seed  oats  or  bar- 
ley— Secure  formalin  or  a  40  per  cent 
solution  of  formaldehyde  In  sufficient 
quantity  to  treat  the  desired  amount  of 
seed.  Secure  a  barrel  or  tank  aid  In  It 
make  up  a  solution  using  one  pound  of 
formalin    to    thirty    gallons    of    water.  | 


i 
into  this  solution  empty  each  sack  of 
grain,  allowing  It  to  remain  ten  min- 
utes, skim  off  all  floating  grain  from 
the  surface  and  discard,  remove  the 
heavy  grain  and  cover  up  with  sacks 
steeped  In  the  solution,  allow  the  seed 
to  remain  over  night  under  tho  wet 
sacks  and  use  the  seed  the  next  day.  If 
too  wet  to  sow  it  may  be  shovelled  over 
a  few  times  until  dry.  Wet  seed  will 
swell  and  not  run  through  the  grain 
drill  as  freely  as  dry  untreated  seed,  so 
provision  should  be  made  for  this  dif- 
ference. 


Seed  Potatoes 

[Enormous  losses  occur  each  year 
through  the  lack  of  attention  to  the 
seed  potatoes.  When  selecting  seed  po- 
tatoes, all  bruised,  decayed,  externally 
diseased  or  unsound  tubers  should  be 
removed.  After  the  selection  has  been 
completed  the  seed  should  bo  soaked  tn 
bags  or  bulk  for  three  hours  In  a  so- 
lution of  bl-chlorid*  of  mercury,  one 
part,  to  1,000  parts  of  water.  After 
treatment  spread  out  and  dry.  When 
dry,  cutting  the  potatoes  to  seed  sots  , 
may  commence,  so  it  is  ovcll  to  cut  a 
thin  slice  off  tho  stem  end  of  each  po- 
tato and  see  if  the  tuber  Is  perfectly 
sound  and  free  from  brown  spots  and 
rlnga  Discard  all  tubers  showing  any 
Internal  discoloration.  After  having 
used  a  knlfo  on  a  tuber  showing  dis- 
coloration the  knife  should  be  placed  In 
disinfecting  solution  before  being  used 
on  another  tuber. 

Disease  Infected  land  to  also  a  causa 
of  serious  loss  each  year,  and  the  ex- 
perience of  many  growers  last  season 
will  emphasise  the  advisability  of  not 
planting  on  the  same  land  oftener  than 
once  in  four  years.  Lands  that  pro- 
duced potatoes  In  1*1*  should  not  be 
used  for  the  1>17  crop.  The  amount  of 
rhlsoctonla  and  black  leg  disease  In  the 
potato  fields  of  this  Island  during  the 
past  year  was  very  large.  From  these 
same  disease  ridden  fields  the  seed  for 
the  1917  crop  to  being  selected.  Those 
that  plant  potatoes  without  treating  the 
seed  stand  an  excellent  chance  to  be  dfs-  J 


appointed.  Unless  you  know  absolutely 
that  the  seed  which  you  Intend  to  plant 
jias  come  from  a  source  of  undoubted 
purity.  It  Is  your  duty  at  this  time  to 
apply  an  approved  fungus-desfroying 
treatment  and  thereby  prevent  the  loss 
of  a  portion  of  a  crop  that  the  country 
needs. 

The  Allen  Octopns 
The  people  realise  with  a  ehudder  how 
the  octopus  waa  fastening  his  tentacles 
upon  them,  aad  how  great  was  the  effort 
they  needed  to  shake  him  off.

under  the  common  law,  and  which,  la 
an  outburst  Of  cosmopolitan  liberalism. 
we  rashly  swept  away  a  generation  ago 
as  narrow-minded,  superfluous  and  ob- 
Holete.  In  those  days  of  pacificism  and 
enlightenment  w«  never  thought  how 
our  generous  concessions  to  foreigners 
would  work  In  tho  event  of  war.  We  ars 
thinking  a  great  deal  about  It  now,  and 
we  are  hy  no,  means  satisfied  that  tha 
government  are  thinking  about  It 
enough. — London   Times.

When  th* 
men  thus  recruited  have  been  engaged 
In  trades  or  callings  "not  essentia]  to 
tha  national  causa,"  to  use  Mr.  Hender- 
son's compact  phrase,  they  need  not 
necessarily  be  replaced.  When  substi- 
tutes ar*  required,  Mr.  Neville  Cham- 
berlain's great  scheme  of  voluntary  na- 
tional civilian  service  comes  Into  oper- 
ation.

Evidently  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  aome 
scheme  of  the  same  sort  In  view,  per- 
haps in  a  modified  form.  Ho  announced 
a  faw  nights  ago  that  he  waa  about  to' 
issue  a  schedule  of  trades  to  which  h* 
he  would  apply  "certain  restrictions." 
and  If  this  waa  not  enough  he  would 
"tighten  tho  screw."  The  same  night 
Mr.  John  Hodge,  Minister  of  Labor,  re- 
marked that  no  Industry  would  be  en- 
tirely stopped,  even  though  non-essen- 
tial. A  nucleus  of  each  trad*  would' 
be  maintained  so  that  men  could  get 
back  to  their  old  employment  and  re-1 
susoltat*  their  trades  after  tbo  peace. 

There  can  b*  no  mistake  about  tha 
moaning  Of  thes*  statements.  Th* 
scheme  is  voluntary,  but  for  large  num- 
bers of  people,  even  In  Its  early  stage* 
it  to  going  to  be  very  unavoidable  vol- 
unteering.

Value  of  China  as 

an  Ally  Is  Computed

Mr.  Frederic  Coleman,  the  writer  of 
the  following  article,  has  recently  re- 
turned from  a  visit  to  China,  where  he 
mad*  a  careful  study  of  political  condi- 
tions. Mr.  Coleman,  who  to  sn  Amer- 
ican, drove  a  motor-car  in  France  in  the 
early  days  of  the  war,  and  to  the  author 
of  "From  Mons  to  Tpres  with  French" 
and  "With  Cavalry." 


The  entrance  of  tho  Republic:  of  China 
into  tho  Alliance  against  tb*  Central 
powera  was  flrst  heard  of  In  191ft.  Yuan 
Shlh  Xai  was  then  alive,  and  his  hand 
controlled  Chinese  affairs.  Dr.  Oeorge 
Morrison  was  one  of  his  close  advisers. 

The  Five  Group  Demands  pressed  on 
China  by  Japan  in  tb*  forepart  of  1916 
put  some  of  Japan's  more  fervent  ambi- 
tions into  concrete  form.  Yuan  aaw  that 
with  China  enrolled  aa  one  of  the  Allies, 
and  thus  entitled  to  a  seat  at  the  table 
around  which  th*  peace  proposals  would 
ono  day  be  under  discussion,  the  larger, 
If  weaker.  Oriental  Power  would  be  able 
to  keep  a  close  eye  on  her  neighbor's 
proposaTs.  particularly  with  reference 
to  the  ultimate  fat*  of  Tslngtau,  if  not 
of  Manchuria  and  Fuklsn. 

Englishmen  in  the  East  saw  a  real 
benefit  to  the  Allies  In  the  entrance  of 
China.  Gorman  business  In  tbo  Orient 
would  be  dealt  a  blow  that  would  be 
no  mean  factor  in  the  general  pressure 
that  tha  war  to  bringing  on  Germany 
from  various  angles. 

When  Japan  was  consulted  by  th* 
Powers  aa  to  hor  view  on  th*  question 
of  China's  proposed  action,  th*  Japanese 
Foreign  Office  paused,  before  replying, 
to  oeaeult  her  embassador*  abroad.  The 
project.  In  aome  unusual  manner,  found 
Its  way  Into  the  hands  ef  a  New  York 
journalist  who  ggv*  It  to  tha  world.

efforts  lacked  cohesion  and  anything  like 
enthusiasm. 

Recently  Germany  promulgated  her 
new  propaganda  of  unlicensed  murder 
on  the  high  seas.  This  gave  China  a 
new  opportunity  to  reopen  the  old  ques- 
tion of  Joining  th*  Allies,  which  she 
was  not  slow  to  grasp. 

She  found  a  nsw  attitude  on  the  part 
of  Japan.  The  strong  man.  Terauchl. 
was  Premier  In  the  Xelsnd  Kmplre.  His 
policy  was  declsred  at  the  outset  of  hie 
Premiership  to  be  real  friendship  for 
China.  Japanese  of  his  political  view* 
made  no  secret  of  the  fact  that  they 
considered  that  the  presentation  to 
China  of  tho  Five  Group  Demands  had 
been  a  diplomatic  aad  political  error  on 
Jspen's  part. 

So  neither  Government,  nor  Press,  nor 
people  in  Japan  raised  the  old  slogan* 
against  the  new  move.  Terauchl's  Gov- 
ernment has  much  mora  to  say  to  tho

LI  Yuan  Hung's  hold  on  ths  Presi- 
dency of  China  Is  chiefly  du*  to  tho  fact 
that  he  to  aa  honest,  fearless,  simple  old 
soldier,  who  played  a  prominent  part  In 
the  fighting  tbat  made  the  Chinese  Re- 
public an  established  faet,  and  that  ba 
belongs  to  no  particular  party  or  fac- 
tion. LI  to  one  of  tha  few  men  In  China, 
steeped  in  Chinese  wsys  though  he  is, 
who  could  hav*  retained  the  Presidency 
through  tha  troublous  months  of  ISIS 
with  so  little  objection  from  the  con. 
tending  faction*  In  Chinese  politics. 

But  LI  Yuan  Hung  to  no  real  leader.

•loaa  ago-long  service  In  China.  He  holds 
to  the  old  ways.  Given  two  warring 
factors  to  a  situation.  It  Is  much  easier 
to  conducts  each  leader  by  presenting 
both  of  thom  with  positions  of  promin- 
ence. Chlaa  to  large.  It  to  not  dtfftowlt 
to  appoint  two  disputants  to  pasta  far

A  plan  to  make  the  fishing  resources 
of  Hudson  Bsy.  the  whale  oil  of  the 
South  Seas  and  the  Jute  trade  of  India, 
help  pay  off  the  huge  debt  with  which 
(the  Brltlah  Empire  will  And  itself  bur- 
dened at  the  oloae  of  the  war  haa  been 
launched  In  London  through  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Empire  Reaourcea  Develop- 
ment Committee,  with  Sir  Starr  Jame- 
son, the  organiser  of  the  Jameson  raid, 
an  chairman. 

The  plan  Is  to  put  the  work  In  the 
hands  of  captains  of  Industry,  whose 
business  would  be  the  development  of 
potential  wealth.

There 
la  practically  no  limit  to  the  quantity,  and 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  has  al- 
ready offered  us  refrigerating  plants  to 
bring  flab  from  Prince  Rupet  island  to 
Mvepool  at  2  cent*  a  ton,  which  would  be 
reduced  still  further  on  Government  con- 
tracts.

The 
fishermen  would  be  paid  according  to  tbe 
else  of  the  catch,  with  a  guaranteed  mini- 
mum." 

Mr.  Blgland  said  that  he  believed  that 
four  times  as  much  Itah  might  be  sold  in 
this  country  as  was  sold  before  the  war, 
and  that  the  state  might  make  a  gross 
profit  of   tlSO.000.000   a   year. 

"It  may  be  said,"  he  added,  "that  this 
la  Socialism  run  rampant,  but  it  is  com- 
ing  whether   we    like    It   or   not." 

An  additional  plan  of  the  committee  la 
that  the  state  provide  for  the  develop- 
ment of  water  supplies,  railways,  harbors, 
grain  elevators  or  factories  for  the 
handling  of  agricultural  produce  In  order 
to  "utilise  state-owned  land  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  state  liabilities.  After 
such  expenditure  the  state  ahould  sell  the 
land  to  private  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions. 

Tbe  purpose  of  the  state  expenditure  on 
facilities  would  be  to  attract  settlers,  who 
would  be  prepared  to  psy  a  higher  price 
for  lend  If  facilities  for  transport  were  al- 
ready povided.  The  state  would  thus  not 
-  only  own  the  ailways,  but  would  receive 
large   sum*   from    the   sale    of   land.

That   Peace  Proposal   Might   Have 
More   Chance 


PETROORAD,  April  7. — An  announce- 
ment of  the  official  news  agency  reads: 

"On  Thursday,  according  to  news 
from  Copenhagen.  Dr.  Eduard  David, 
speaking  on  behalf  of  the  majority  party 
of  Social  Democrate  in  the  German 
Reichstag,  declared  that  Foreign  Minis- 
ter Millukoff  and  his  supporters  were 
Oermanophobes,  and  that  consequently 
the  Social  Democrats  based  their  hopes 
oo  M.  Kerenskl  (Rush inn  Minister  of 
Justice),  and  M.  Tcherdse  (a  Socialist 
leader*  In  the  Duma).  On  this  subject 
M.  Kerenskl  made  the  following  declara- 
tion to  a  party  of  journalists: 

•'  'From  the  incomplete  information 
supplied  by  the  press  It  Js  difficult  to 
form  a  sound  opinion.  It  all  depend* 
on  knowing  what  are  the  hopes  that 
Deputy  David  places  in  me  and  M. 
Tcherdse. 

"  'If  he  supposes  we  are  going  to  as- 
sist In  making  a  separate  peace,  he  will 
be  rudely  disappointed.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  he  hopes  the  German  people  are 
about  to  follow  our  example  and  de- 
throne their  Emperor,  we  can  do  no 
other  than  warmly  applaud,  for  that 
would  greatly  free  our  hands  and  offer 
the  possibility  of  entering  on  prelimin- 
ary negotiations.  \ 

"  'I  am  convinced  that  the  peoples  who 
are  engaged  in  this  unexampled  war 
will  more  easily  come  to  an  under- 
standing and  more  quickly  obtain  satis- 
factory results  than  the  monarchs  who 
are  primarily  responsible  for  this  cruel 
carnage.' "

Aeroplane  Plans  Stolen 
MARBLEHEAD.  Mass.,  April  7.— Pat 
Conner,  of  Denver,  Col.,  formerly  em- 
ployed as  a  draughtsman  by  the  Bur- 
gess Aeroplane  Company,  engaged  In 
the  manufacture  of  aeroplanes  for  the 
Allies,  was  arrested  today  charged  with 
the  larceny  of  secret  plans  from  W. 
Starling  Burgess,  president  of  the  com- 
pany. He  was  held  pending  advices 
from  the  Federal  authorities.  The  com- 
pany notified  the  police  that  the  plans 
had  disappeared  shortly  after  Conner 
left  its  employ.  The  police  say  the 
plans  were  found  at  his  'home. 

Hindus  la  Plot 
SAN  FRANCISCO.  April  7.— Ram 
Chandra,  editor  of  a  radical  newspaper, 
and  four  other  Hindus  were  arrested 
here  today  by  United  StateB  authorities 
and  charged  with  attempting  to  form  a 
military  enterprise  against  British  In- 
dia. Twelve  other  Hindus  arrested  at 
the  same  time  were  later  released. 
United  States  District  Attorney  John  in. 
Preston  said  the  Hindu  conspiracy  was 
an  offshoot  of  the  German  neutrality 
plots.  Those  arrested,  besides  Chandra, 
are  Sundal  Singh  GUle,  Sentokh  Singh, 
Copal  Singh  and  Jagara  Singh.

They  believed,  in  common 
with  most  Englishmen  till  a  few  months 
ago,  that  there  was  a  right  of  asylum  In 
his  country,  and  that  no  British  Gov- 
ernment would  repudiate  It. — London 
Daily  News. 


The  Bead  of  BHpomi 

"Behold,  therefore,  I  have  stretched 
out  my  hand  over  thee,  and  have  di- 
minished thine  ordinary  food."  So  we 
read  in  the  prophet  Ezekiel,  and  a 
Britsh  Minister  also  stretches  out  his 
hand  and  diminishes  not  only  our  or- 
dinary food,  but  a  great  deal  else  that 
in  ordinary  times  Is  part  of  our  life.

For  what  they  have  ex- 
pected from  the  Government  Is  not 
merely  words  and  warnings,  but  clear 
and  posltve  directions  as  to  what  must 
be  done  In  the  present  situation.  With 
the  best  will  in  the  world,  the  majority 
of  people  are  governed  by  what  their 
neighbors  do.  and  businesses  which  are 
In  active  competition  with  each  other 
cannot  be  expected  to  shut  down,  un- 
less their  rivals  acknowledge  the  same 
duty  or  necessity.  But  everyone  will 
gladly  submit  to  a  rule  which  Is  Im- 
partially Imposed  upon  all,  and  be 
thankful  that  the  Government  takes  the 
course  which  in  the  circumstances  Is 
the  one  and  only  course  for  the  general 
security  and  victory  In  the  war. — West- 
minster Qasette.  ' 


ROME,  April  7. — Oabriele  d'Annunxlo. 
the  Italian  poet,  who  now  la  serving  at 
tbe  front  as  a  captain  In  the  Italian 
Aviation  Corps,  has  issued  the  following 
■tatement  dealing  with  he  entry  of  the 
United  states  into  the  war: 

••The  group  of  stars  en  the  great  re* 
publican  banner  has  become  a  constel- 
lation, a  propitious  sign  to  sailors 
armed  and  unarmed  and  a  spiritual 
token  for  all  nations  fighting  In  a 
righteous  war.  Italy  salutes  the  glori- 
ous spirit  which  has  led  the  people  of 
the  American  Union  to  reconfirm  and 
reseal  their  pact  with  liberty. 

"Italy,  alone  among  the  allied  na- 
tions .having  the  possibility  to  avoid 
war  and  remain  an  inert  spectator, 
arose  freely  in  arms,  not  so  much  for 
the  reeonquest  of  her  heritage  as  for 
the  salvation  of  all  that  which.  In  the 
centuries  born  of  Rome,  has  represented 
the  nobleness  of  free  men.  She  armed 
herself,  as  tbe  American  nation  does  to- 
day, for  an  ideal  reason  and  an  heroic 
-calm.  Her  spontaneous  act,  like  that 
achieved  today  by  the  people  of  sacri- 
floe  offered  to  the  Hopes  of  mankind. 

"In  this  hope  the  American  nation, 
from  north,  south,  east  and  wea'  arises 
today,  to  offer  Its  accumulated  treas- 
ure, acknowledging  in  our  cause  the 
finest  cause  for  which  men  have  ever 
fought.  April  14  Is  the  anniversary  of 
Lincoln's  birth.  From  his  sepulchre  Is- 
sued the  grand  words  which  his  sacred 
lips  pronounced  In  the  cemetery  of  Get- 
tysburg, on  soil  sanctified  by  the  blood 
of  combatants.  Again  we  heard  Lin- 
coln's great  prophecy:  "This  nation, 
under  God,  shall  have  a  new  birth  of 
freedom.'  " 

Demonstration  in  Beattle 
SUATTLE,  April  7. — A  parade  of  sev- 
eral thousand  men  and  women  led  by 
bands  and  carrying  flags  through  the 
business  district  tonight,  was  followed 
by  the  holding  of  a  great  mass  meet- 
ing In  the  Arena,  presided  over  by  Pre- 
sident Henry  Suzzalo,  of  the  University 
of  Washington,  at  which  resolutions 
pledging  support  to  the^  President  were 
adopted.  Two  overflow  meetings  were 
held.  Several  hundred  Japanese  march- 
ed with  American  flags  and  were 
cheered  continuously  along  the  line. 

Misers'  Strike  Kxpected 
CAU3ART.  April  T.— A  hitch  developed 
In  the  coal  mlnera'  and  operatora  negotla- 
ttona  this  afternoon  and  It  Is  reported  that 
a  strike  la  almoat  Inevitable.  The  propo- 
aal  of  the  men's  executive  waa  that  the 
operatora  pay  an  Increase  In  wage*  ap- 
proximating 18  per  cent  and  upward  of  that 
figure.  A  wage  Increaae  of  15  per  cent 
would  leave  the  acale  about  the  aame  aa 
at  preaent,  for  au«h  an  Increaae  would  bo 
of  a  permanent  nature.  The  war  bonus 
heretofore  granted  covera  approximately 
the    same    increase,    but    1»    temporary. 

Von   Vemsterft*  Complains 

AMSTERDAM.  April  7.— A  Berlin  die- 
patch  quotea  from  The  North  German 
Qasette,  the  eoml-ofTlelel  Berlin  newspaper, 
a  Ions  note  handed  to  the  Swl«a  legation 
in  Berlin  by  the  German  Government  Pro- 
teatrng  against  the  treatment  of  Count  von 
BernatorfT,  former  German  Ambassador  to 
the  United  States,  by  the  Canadian  and 
Brltlah  authoritlea  at  Halifax,  whore  the 
von  Bernstorft  party  waa  detained  for 
some  time  on  Its  ship  for  examination.  The 
Swiss  legation  was  requeated  to  transmit 
the   complaint    to   Washington. 

Ambulance  Camp  Burned 
FORT  BLISS,  Texas,  April  7. — Fire 
destroyed  the  camp  of  Field  Ambulance 
Company  A  of  the  United  States  army 
early  today  near  the  fort.  An  Investi- 
gation Is  being  made.  The  ambulances 
and  mules  were  saved,  but  the  men  lost 
>  all  of  their  equipment. 


WAR  NOW  DEPENDS    I 

ON  THOSE  AT  II 

Sir  George  Foster  Calls  for. 
Further    Sacrifices     From 
People  of  Canada— f  leads ' 
for  Soldiers. 


Sir  George  Foster,  tn  a»  address  be- 
fore the  members  of  the  Women's  Can- 
adian Club,  of  Toronto,  dealt  with  the 
two  current*  which  are  perpetually 
moving  and  have  been  moving  since  the 
war  started— the  one  forward  towarde 
the  trenches,  and  the  other  from  the 
trenches   backward. 

This  current  towards  the  front  had 
its  beginnings  in  Australia,  in  India,  In 
Africa.  In  Canada,  in  the  Islands  of  the 
sea,  where  the  soldier  began  his  long 
journey  of  thousands  of  miles  to  the 
front  trench.  This  front  trench  gets 
Its  support,  its  soul  and  body  from 
something  or  someone  far  away.  The 
soldier  in  khaki  Is  the  spectacular  part, 
but  far  distant  is  the  subsidiary  force 
which  glveu  him  comfort  and  susten- 
ance, and  without  which  his  part  could 
not  be  done. 

The  second  current  begins  with  the 
wounded  at  tbe  trenches,  to  whom  first 
aid  Is  given,  who  are  placed  on  the  Red 
Cross  trains  or  sent  to  the  base  how- 
pltal.  Sir  George  described  his  own  ex- 
perience at  the  hospital  of  Dr.  Blrkett, 
of  McOtll  University,  who  had  with 
him  39  coadjutors.  75  or  ISO  nurses, 
and  about  3.000  beds.  The  night  after 
tin  push  at  the  Somme,  700  or  800 
ar.unded  were  brought  In,  who  got  every 
attention  In  the  way  of  bathing  ami 
fresh  clothes.  Next  day  another  lot 
were  brought  and  the  first  had  to  evac- 
uate. He  saw  these  placed  In  the  great 
Red  Cross  ships  of  the  mercantile  navy 
and  watched  them  carefully  handled, 
placed  on  the  elevators,  and  swung  Into 
their  beds  on  the  ship.  Without  assist- 
ance from  the  subsidiary  forces,  neither 
of  these  currents  could  last  twenty-four 
Horn's: 

Many  homes  will  open  to  receive  the 
returning  current  after  the  war,  said 
Sir  George.  They  will  be  our  heroes, 
they  are  our  saviours,  for  no  deadlier 
peril  ever  faced  the  Umpire  than  that 
which  they  have  helped  to  avert.  And 
It  Is  not  over  yet  by  any  manner  ot. 
means.  "After  two  and  a  half  years 
show  me  a  foot  of  German  soil  that  the 
Allied  soldiers  are  treading  today,"  he 
said.  Referring  to  the  part  played  by 
the  French,  the  speaker  stated  that  it 
is  to  this  nation  after  Belgium  that  we 
owe  our  security,  happiness  and  peace. 
The  audience  were  urged  to  think  on 
the  deprivations — the  danger,  the  self- 
sacrifice  and  menace  under  which  Kng- 
land  lies,  where  the  food  supply  la  even 
now  short,  where  there  Is  never  a  stor- 
age of  more  than  six  yeeks'  supplies, 
and  to  which  the  nearest  grsln  market 
Is  Canada.  Sir  George  urged  a  more 
reasonable  way  of  living  in  Canada,  so 
that  the  Mother  Country  and  perhaps 
other  countries  may  be  kept  from  star- 
vation. 


To  Train  Boesrvo  Of/lcars 
SAX  FRANCISCO,  April  7.— Major- 
General  Bell,  commander  of  the  west- 
ern department  of  the  United  States 
army,  announced  today  that  a  camp  for 
three  months'  training  of  reserve  offi- 
cers for  the  army  would  be  opened  in 
California  before  May  1.  and  that  the 
plans  for  civilian  military  training 
camps  at  American  Lake.  Washington; 
Santa  Barbara,  Cal..  and  Fort  Douglas. 
Utah,  this  Summer,  had  been  cancelled. 


A  Contrast  In  Preparedness 

The  Government  of  Canada,  with  less 
than  8,000,000  people  to  protect,  Is 
spending  $80,000,000  to  prepare  its 
aerial  navy  for  defence,  and  In  a  •  few 
months  will  have  a  $5,000,000  aviation 
camp  with  6txteec  experienced  aviators 
and  320  aeroplanes  located  at  Camp 
Borden,  an  hour  by  aeroplane  flight 
from  Buffalo.  That  camp,  a  little  north 
of  Toronto,  Is  to  comprise  15  concrete 
sheds,  each  120  by  86  feet  in  area,  and 
all  lighted  and  heated  by  electricity. 
The  Canadians  are  not  so  much  afraid 
of  making  the  watcrpowers  Into  electri- 
city as  Americans  arc.  In  proportion  to 
population,  the  United  States  Is  prepar- 
ing for  war  with  aeroplanes  with  less 
than  a  million  dollars.  The  Canadians 
will  soon  have  2,000  men  at  Camp  Bor- 
den teaching  and  learning  the  flying 
trade.  It  will  be  a  lor.g  time  before 
this  country  has  24,000  men  at  the  same 
kind  or  defence  educational  work, 
thought  that  Is  only  a  fair  proportion 
for  the  number  of  people  to  he  pro- 
tected and  too  wmall  a  proportion  for 
the  number  and  value  of  the  Industries 
to   be  protected.— Worcester   Telegram.

The  adoption  of  com- 
pulsion for  National  Service  may  prove 
a  critical  matter.     Whether  this  chsnge 
In   the   policy   of   the   Government    will 
be   necessary    cannot    meantime   be   de- 
termined.

Patricia  Bay  Landing  for  Ser- 
vice With  Mainland  in  Oper- 
ation—Lay ftails  Soon  on 
Port  Alberni  Branch, 


C.  N.R.  Ferrg  Slip*  Are  Now  Complete 


With  the  completion  of  the  slip  at 
Patricia  lia>.  the  early  Inauguration  of 
•  ferry  aervko  by  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Psoinc  Bn!Jwsy  Between  Vancouver 
lslsnd  and  Port  Mann,  la  anticipated, 
ae  lb  alao  the  operation  of  the  line  run- 
ning from  Saanlcb  Inlet  to  the  city  of 
Victoria.  After  month*  of  labor  the 
■Up  la  now  In  a  completed  condition. 
It  |e>dt  vary  solid  and  substantial  pleco 
of  work,   involving  large  expenditure. 

Oa  PHday  the  ellp  was  nrst  brought 
into  actual  uae  when  a  barge  came 
over  from  Port  Mann  and  took  over  to 
the  latter  port  a  number  of  flat  cars 
which  will  be  uaad  for  the  delivery 
here  of  the  ten  miles  of  steel  rails 
which  vim  to  bo  laid  on  the  Victoria- 
Port  Alberni  section  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Paclflc  Island  system.  Theeo 
rails  should  be  delivered  in  the  course 
of  the  next  few  days,  when  track-lay- 
ing operations  will  bo  taken  In  hand. 
The  right  of  way  for  the  section  on 
which  ateel  la  to  be  laid  la  all  graded 
and  there  will  be  no  reason  for  delay 
In  proceeding  with  the  work. 

The  ferry  alip  at  Patricia  Bay  la  108 
feet  In  length,  In  three  parte — the  shore 
end   reeling   on   ahoes,   and   two   central 
1  tilngea   supported   by  screw  mechanism, 
'  which  can   be  mechanically  operated   to 
I  any   desired    elevation.      The   outer   ena 
'  of  the  apron  la  operated  at  present   by 
|  hand-power,  but  as  soon  as  the  mechan- 
,  lam  arrivea  it  will  be  operated  by  elec- 
tric power  to  be  supplied   by   the   B.  C. 
Electric  Company.     It  la  worthy  of  note 
that  this  transfer  apron  Is  larger  than 
Bay  of  tboaa  In  operation  on  the  coast 
•t  the  present  time,     n     can     Bi     ad- 
jueted  so  as  to  permit  of  light  angles 
of   Intersection     at     extremes     of     tide 

level. 

•iv.e  Berth  of  WW  root 

The  slip  la  completed  so  that  a  berth 
of  308  feet  in  length  Is  afforded  for 
the  steam  transfer  ferries  or  any 
barren  which  may  be  used  in  operation. 
The  photographs  were  taken  during 
construction  and  the  view  of  the  slip 
Is  obstructed  by  the  steam  hoist  and 
other  construction  material  which  are 
not  In  evidence  now. 

Creosoted  piling  has  been  used  en- 
tirely below  high-water  mark,  where  It 
J*  anticipated  the  teredo  would  attack 
the  atructure  If  the  timber  were  not 
protected. 

The  viaduct  at  Burnalde  Road  of  re- 
inforced concrete  la  completed  aa  far  as 
the  sooth  wing  walla  and  the  atruc- 
tnre  proper  la  concerned.  There  yet  re- 
main to  be  done,  however,  the  back- 
filling of  the  structure.  This  work  will 
he  proceeded  with.  Until  the  settle- 
ment of  the  back-filling  pefmita  of  the 
paving  of  the  atreet  and  the  construc- 
tion of  a  foundation  for  the  atreet  rail- 
way, the  atreet  cars  will  be  carried  on 
a  wooden  trestle  at  the  side  of  the 
structure. 

In  respect  to  the  work  at  Selkirk 
Water,  the  large  pier  for  carrying  the 
rolling-lift  bridge  Is  well  under  way. 
The  caisson's  cutting  edge  has  been 
•unk  seventeen  In  the  material  at  the 
bottom  of  the  harbor  and  the  caisson 
has  been  excavated  to  the  desired  depth 
and  piling  for  the  foundations  of  the 
pier  has  been  driven. 

These  piles  have  been  driven  75  and 
SO  feet  for  the  foundation  of  the  con- 
crete pier.  The  bottom  of  the  con- 
crete will  bo  34  feet  below  low  water 
mark,  so  that'  no  future  excavation  of 
the  channel  will -expose  the  pile  foun- 
dations to  the  depredations  of  the  ter- 
edo. The  south  pier  at  the  rest  end 
of  the  lift  bridge  is  now  being  pro- 
ceeded with.

VICTORIA  IS  MISSING 
GREAT  OPPORTUNITY 

■ 

Should  Develop  Trade  With 
Orient— Seattle  Gets  Com- 
merce Valued  at  $7,000,000 
Annually  From  Soya  Bean  Oil 


As   one   indication   of   the   tremendous 
field  for  trade  with  the  Orient     which 


Ilea  at  Victoria's  door  and  which  here- 
tofore haa  been  entirely  absorbed  by 
enterprising  Seattle  people,  a  special 
train  of  thirty  tank  cara,  each  carrying 
8,000  gallona  of  Japanese  aoya  bean  oil, 
waa  recently  dispatched  from  the  Puget 
Hound  port  via  the  Union  Paclflo  sys- 
tem to  Cincinnati  to  be  uaed  by  the 
Arm  of  Proctor  ft  Gamble  aa  essential 
oils  in  the  manufacture  of  soaps. 

The  use  of  aoya  bean  oil,  although 
of  comparatively  recent  origin,  haa  de- 
veloped to  auch  a  tremendoua  extent 
that  within  the  past  few  months  It  was 
found  necessary  to  erect  several  huge 
steel  tanks  on  the ,  Seattle  waterfront 
to  expedite  the  handling  of  the  large 
shipments  brought  In  from  the  Orient 
on  ships,  some  of  which  call  at  Vic- 
toria without  discharging  a  gallon  of 
the  commodity  here. 

A  small  quantity  of  the  oil  was  im- 
ported Into  Seattle  in  ltOt  for  the  first 
time.  Since  then  the  Industry  haa 
grown  to  a  valuation  of  about  $7,000,- 
000  annually,  but  never  until  recently 
in  such  quantities  as  to  require  a  spe- 
cial train  of  specially-built  tanks  for 
transportation.

Where  the  Ferries  Land 


It  is  expected  that  the  Grand  Trunk 
Paclflo  steemsr  Prince  Rupert,  which 
went  ashore  on  the  went  coast  of  Qenn 
Island  in  the  early  morning  of  March 
88,  while  bound  from  Prince  Rupert 
for  Victoria,  will  be  floated  tomorrow, 
and  *he  will  .  proceed  under  her  own 
steam  to  Esquimau,  where  she  will  be 
drydocksd   for  survey. 

Reports  from  the  srene  of  the  wreck 
indicate  that  the  salvage  crew  under 
th*  direction  of  Capt.  T.  Thomson,  of 
the  British  Columbia  Salvage  Com- 
pany's steamer  Salvor,  have  pTactioally 
finished  all  the  blasting  thst  haa  to  bo 
done  In  order- to  remove  all  th*  sharp 
rocks  that  might  Injure  the  vessel's 
hull  in  the  process  of  being  floated. 

The  work  has.  awe*  along  wonder- 
fully well,  and  If  the. tide  la  right,  with 
any  luck  at  all,  the  Rupert  will  with- 
out doubt  be  released  from  hfcr  hataffl- 
ou*  position  tomorrow,  in  addition  to 
blasting  away  the  jagged  rocks,  the 
salvor*  .have  paced  timbers  securely 
nndemearth  th*  hull  of  the  steamer 
>o  that  she  will  have  a  smooth  sur- 
face on  which,  tin  slide  off  Into  deep  wa- 
ter. It  Is  expectod  that  *  vary  Utile 
pulling  will  i>e  required  on  the  line  put 
aboard  of  her"  from  the  steamer  Salvor. 
The  Ruperts  hull  waa  Injured  for  a 
distance  of  about  18*  feet.  She  has 
been  cemented  up  on  the  inside  and 
patched  on  th*  outside,  and  after  be- 
ing floated  divers  w4H  make  her  a  little 
more  seaworthy  before  ebe  proeeefl* 
•euth. 

The  Salvor's  pumps  are  connected  up 
en  board  th*  steamship,  and  as  soon 
aa  "he  floats  they  can  take  care  of  any 
water  that  comes  in  during  the  voyage 
to  Victoria.  The  quick  work  dona  on 
the  aa.  prince  Rupert  la  another  evi- 
dence of  th*  business-like  manner 
which .  the  local  eetvag*  company  has 
of  doing  things,  the  recent  floating  of 
the  roeinot  stoamee  liner  fleaostrta  at 
Oeoo  being  acknowledged  In  marine 
circles  a*  the  greatest  salvage  feat  In 
the  hiatory  of  the  Pacific  coast 

It  fa  estimated ^thet  contract*  are 
now  18  actual  fare*  for  8*0  ship*  of 
Tart*—  typo*  t*  the  shipyards  of  th* 
fnlted  Slat**.  The  ateel  and  other 
material  repaired  for  this  vast  con- 
struction (0  '  stupendous  and  the  bene- 
Ats  derived  «b/etn  the  Industry  by  two 
Amarrtea  people  Incalculable, 


here,  It  will  mean  that  at  leaat  three 
auch  schools  will  be  in  existence  on 
th*  Paclflo  Coast,  two  of  which  will  be 
en  the  American  side  of  the  border. 

Recently,  as  was  announced  In  The 
Colonist,  plans  w*re  perfected  for  the 
establishment  of  a  nautical  school  on 
Puget  Sound,  a  bill  providing  for  such 
an  institution  having  been  passed  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  8tate  of  Wash- 
ington and  signed  by  the  governor. 

An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  have 
a  similar  school  established  at  San 
Francisco  Bay,  and  the  matter  has  re- 
ceived th*  endorsement  of  the  most 
prominent  shipping  and  business  men 
of  the  Golden  Gate. 

It  is  looked  upon  in  the  South  as  a 
most  Important  project  and  there  seema 
to  be  no  doubt  that  favorable  action 
will  be  taken  in  California,  with  the 
result  that  two  ably  conducted  nautical 
schools  may  shortly  be  fully  equipped 
and  opened  oa  the  Paclflo  Coast  of  the 
United  States. 

In  view  of  the  situation  arlaing  out 
of  the  war  which  has  disclosed  a  woe- 
ful lack  of  mtn  to  man  the  shlpa  of 
the  merchant  marine  of  all  nations  fol- 
lowing the  tremendous  demand  for  men 
for  the  navies  of  the  world,  It  Is  be- 
oomlng  more  and  more  important  that 
the  nautical  school  of  training  for 
young  fellows  is  an  absolute  necessity. 
* "''"'it  a  school  is  established  In  Victoria 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  th*  slightest 
doubt  but  that  at  the  very  beginning 
a  body  of  at  least  fifty  boys  of  four- 
teen years  of  age  and  over  would  be 
ready  to  enroll.  It  Is  expected  that  Mr. 
Arthur  Coles.  Honorary  Secretary  of 
th*  Victoria  and  Esquimau  Branch  of 
the  Navy  League,  will  seek  the  assist- 
ance of  th*  Victoria  Board  of  Trade  In 
furthering  the  movement,  and  It  Is 
probable  that  for  this  purpose  the  mat- 
ter will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  at  on*  of  the  Council  meet- 
ings to  be  held  this  week.  The  matter 
haa  already  been  submitted  to  the  Min- 
ister of  Marine  at  Ottawa,  but  to  en- 
aura  the  success  of  th*  movement  all 
the  support  possible  will  be  needed 
from  local  public  bodies.

NEEDED  ffflf  BADLY 


Activity  in  Canadian  Shipyards 
Came  at  Opportune  Time,  as 
First  Quarter  of  Year  Showed 
Decline  of  6,000  Tons. 


Three  years  ago  Edgar,  son  of  Mr*.

Mrs.  Butler  received  word  from  Lon- 
don that  all  was  well  with  Edgar  and 
that  after  serving  as  a  gun-pointer  and 
receiving  three  promotions  he  has  been 
sent  to  London  by  the  doctor. 

Last  year  Mrs.  Butler's  husband  en- 
listed and  also  her  youngest  son.  De- 
Vere.  Juat  aa  she  received  the  letter 
that  Edgar  waa  well  and  in  London 
on  leave,  DeVere  arrived  home  to  stay.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  Cal..  April  7— On 
account  of  the  difference  between  meas- 
urement of  vessels  under  British  and 
under  American  registry,  those  under 
the  former  flag  have  a  decided  advan- 
tage in  the  tolle  at  Panama.  With  the 
repeal  of  the  free  tolls  provision  for 
American  vessels,  those  of  the  same 
tonnage  aa  British  craft  pay  consider- 
ably  more  canal  tolls,  a  heavy  discrim- 
ination against  vessels  of  th*  country 
which  built  the  waterway. 

A  recent  report  of  the  marine  superin- 
tendent at  Panama  explains  how  great 
is  the  burden  so  placed  on  American 
vessels.     It  states: 

•The  steamship  Charlton  Hall,  which 
passed  through  the  canal  June  29,  1615. 
was  formerly  a  British  ship,  and  was 
admitted  to  U.  8.  registration  December 
81.  1914,  retaining  her  original  national 
registered  tonnage  of  2,999.51  tons.  Had 
this  vessel  been  measured  in  accordance 
with  the  U.  S.  rulea  In  vogue  at  that 
time  her  net  tonnage  would  have  been 
4,168.11  tone,  a  difference  of  1,148.60 
tone,  equivalent  in  tolls  to  $1, 402.80, 
which  are  now  lost  to  the  canal.  The 
British  steamer  Wray  Castle  paid  tolla 
of  81-0  a  ton  on  a  net  tonnage  of 
8,849  at  the  canal.  If  she  had  been  an 
American  ship,  with  an  Amerlcun  meas- 
urement, she  would  have  paid  on  a  net 
tonnage  of  4.138." 

LAKE  BOATS  MUJ 

SERVEJ>URE  WATER 

OTTAWA.  April  7. — The  marine  de- 
partment has  been  appriaed  of  the  new 
regulations  put  Into  force  by  the  United 
States  at  the  Inatance  of  the  health  de- 
partment which  will  affect  International 
traffic,  particularly  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

With  the  opening  of  navigation,  no 
lake  water  la  to  be  used  for  cooking  or 
drinking  unless  it  haa  been  subjected 
to  treatment  by  an  approved  method. 

If  the  water  la  got  ashore,  It  must  be 
taken  from  an  approved  source.  On  all 
vessels  there  muat  be  no  communication 
between  the  drinking  water  syatemu  and 
any  other  system  on  the  boat.

Empire  Has  Been  One  Huge  Arsenal  for  Months 

Past — Every  Available  Man  Has  Been  Sent  to 

Join  the  Colors — All  Ready  Now  for 

the  Coming  Spring  Struggle. 


Victorians  at  Y.  M,  C.  A.  Hut  in  France 


(By  The  London  Dally  Msll's  special 
correspondent  In  Holland) 

Germany  la  stripped  for  the  "last 
round." 

She  says  so  herself,  and  It  seems 
reasonable  to  conclude  from  all  reports 
that  when  the  Germans  themselves  call 
thla  the  "last  round"  they  mean  that 
they  can  never  again  make  such  an  ef- 
fort as  they  have  made  and  are  making 
for  this  coming  .Spring  struggle-  An 
Indecisive  result  Is  for  Germany  an  un- 
successful result;  a  defeat  Is  destruc- 
tion. Ho  Reventlow  and  others  paint 
the  situation  thla  Spring. 

Nearly  everything  that  she  could  do 
during  the  "Winter  to  be  ready  for  the 
"last  round"  has  been  done.  Since  No- 
vember 13,  from  -which  date  the  gov- 
ernment formally  took  over  the  fac- 
tories which,  for  some  weeks  previously, 
had  actually  been  cor.verted  Into  ammu- 
nition works,  the  empire  has  been  one 
huge  arsenal;  every  available  man  has 
been  sent  to  Join  the  colors,  and  there 
Is  hardly  a  sphere  of  man's  work  or 
labor  under  the  sun,  except  fighting, 
which  Is  not  being  done  to  some  ex- 
tent by  German  women. 

Women  are  riveters  In  the  new  Ger- 
man ships;  they  are  running  railway 
trains,  doing  transport  work,  farming, 
making  munitions,  running  half  a  hun- 
dred different  kinds  of  war  organisa- 
tions, as  well  as  looking  after  Ger- 
many's, complicated  system  of  social 
policy.  There  are  parts  of  Germany, 
more  particularly  It  would  appear  in 
the  south,  where  you  may  go  far  afield 
without  meeting  any  sign  of  a  male 
•unless  it  happens  to  be  a  gang  of  pris- 


oners. 

New  divisions  have  been  poured  up  to 
the  Western  front  through  Belgium  and 
Luxemburg,  latter  especially,  it  would 
appear,  via  Fumay  and  through  Oharle- 
▼llle.  It  Is  true  that  the  reports  reach- 
ing Holland  Indicate  that  many  of  these 
troops  are  In  the  most  literal  sense  can- 
non-fodder; that  Is,  they  are  not  of  a 
quality  to  carry  out  great  storming 
operations;  many  of  them  may  be  in- 
tended ohlefly  to  replace  men  now  on 
lines  of  communication,  and  very  many 
are  meant  simply  to  "die  In  a  ditch," 
of  need  be,  clutching  a  rifle  or  tending 
a  machir.e  gun  to  the  last. 

An  impression  prevails,  gained  here 
from  many  uncontrollable  reports,  that 
some  of  these  last-ditchers  are  being 
cheered  up  with  Injunctions  to  perform 
under  the  eyes*  of  the  All-Highest  prodi- 
gies of  valor  In  the  matter  of  crossing 
rivers,  scattering  the  pig-dog  English 
and  so  forth — functions  which,  in  fact, 
they  are  not  Intended  to  perform.  But 
still  they  are  reported  to  be  extremely 
well  furnished  with  machine  guns. 
■Ups  With  larger  Guns 

We  now  know,  from  information  pub- 
lished by  The  Amsterdam  Telegraaf  and 
already  sent  to  The  Dally  Mail  by  tele- 
gram, that  soon  the  German  High  Seas 
Fleet  will  at  last  have  recovered  from 
Its  disastrous  drubbing  at  the  hands  of 
Sir  John  Jelllcoe  and.  Admiral  Beatty 
last  Summer.  Losses  have  been  made 
good,  damage  repaired,  and  some  new 
ships,  chleflly  cruisers,  it  appears,  added 
to  the  fleet  Even  the  Beydllts  appears 
from  this  account  to  have  been  repaired 
or  rebuilt,  unless  the  reference  In  the 
report  Is  to  another  vessel  given  the 
same  name.  The  Telegraaf  report  states 
that  the  "Ostfriesland  class."  which  the 
English  text-books  call  the  Heligoland 
class,  Is  armed  now  with  thlrty-elght- 
centlmetre  (fifteen-inch)  guns,  like  the 
Baden  and  Bayern,  Instead  of  the 
twelve-Inch  guns  for  which  they  were 
built.  But  even  If  some  details  of  this 
remarkable  account  may  appear  inac- 
curate, the  general  statement  that 
March  t  would  see  the  High  Seas  Fleet 
reconstituted  and  rather  more  heavily 
armed  than  before  would  appear  to  be 
truo  enough. 

All  these  statements  which  have 
reached  Holland  may  doubtless  be  in- 
accurate in  details,  but  their  general 
truth,  the  truth  that  Germany  has  man- 
aged during  the  Winter  to  bring  her 
preparations  for  the  "last  round"  to 
the  highest  stage  of  completion.  Is  hot 
questionable.  Neutrals  assert  that  she 
has  "more  men  in  the  field  than  at  any 
time  during  the  war";  they  believe  that 
she  has  more  guns,  especially  more  ma- 
chine guns  and  heavy  artillery,  more 
ammunition,  perhaps  more  ships,  or,  at 
any  rate,  not  fewer,  and,  finally,  a  cour- 
age which,  though  It  may  be  of  despair, 
Is    not   therefore    the    less   dangerous. 

There  remains  only  one  respect  In 
which  she  has  been  obliged  to  leave  her 
preparations  incomplete  for  want  of  ma- 
terial— namely,  that  of  food.  Since  The 
Daily  Mall  has  received  steadily 
throughout  the  Winter  a  stream  of  re- 
ports from  all  corners  of  the  Empire 
regarding  German's  economic  condition, 
it  may  tie  well  now,  at  the  end  of  Win- 
ter, to  summarise  the  facts  so  far  as 
they  appear  to  be  deduclble  both  from 
too  material  published  and  the  large 
number  of  reports  which,  for  one  reason 
or  another,   have  not  been  published. 

I  am  afraid  there  may  be  some  illu- 
sions regarding  the  actual  effect  of 
Germany's  economlo  privations  on  her 
ability  to  fight  the  "last  round."  If  so 
they  ought  to  be  removed  at  once.  From 
alt  the  reports  received  It  Is  Indicated 
that  the  civilian  population  Is  suffering 
■  In  part  from  privations  and  even  actual 
want:  not  everywhere,  for  the  south  is 
quite  evidently  better  off  than  the  north, 
and  the  west  is  In  some  respects  less 
hard  pressed  than  the  east.  Tou  can 
still  buy  things  In  Dusseldorf  which 
you  cannot  obtain  for  love  or  money  In 
Hamburg;  and  the  peasants  of  Fran- 
ronla  seem  to  have  stores,  hidden  or 
hurled,  which  are  not  to  be  found  even 
among  ths  big  feudal  estate  of  Mecklen- 
burg and  East  Prussia. 


-  But  even  admitting;  that  the  "useless 
anouths"  are  barely  filled  withi  enough 
food  or  food  substitutes  to  keep  body 
and  soul  together,  there  Is  no  evidence 
at  all  that  Germany,  as  a  fighting  fores. 
Is  seriously  handicapped  for  thla  "last 
round.**  What  has  happened  and  what 
Is  happening  Is  what  must  have  been 
expected;  since  there  Is  no  longer 
enough  to  fill  and  overfill  ths  military 
stores  and  also  to  supply  to  the  f um  the 
needs  of  ths  civilian  population,  the 
Herman  government  deliberately  In- 
sists that  the  latter  Shall  take  ths  con- 
sequences. 

A  Bohemian  paper  pointed  out  some 
days  ago  that  In  parts  of  Lower  Aus- 
tria butter  was  being  usad  at  one  time 
at)  axle-graeae,  because  nothing  else 
WM  available  for  ths  porposa  At  an- 
other time,  whoa  petroleum  ran  short, 
butter  was  ran  down  and  burned  for 
light.  These  are  sssrsly  illustrations  of 
ths  general  facts  that  whatever  mlgnt 
Da   tha    needs   of    ths   civil    population. 


they  would  not  be  allowed  to  handicap 
the  smooth  running  of  the  German  mili- 
tary machine.  If  there  Is  nothing  else 
available,  then  butter  must  be  used  to 
enable  military  trains  to  run,  even  If 
that  butter  Is  really  needed  to  save 
some  women  or  child  from  death  by 
tuberculosis. 

In  all  the  reports  furnished  Insistence 
is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
lack  of  food  or  of  food  variety  at  the 
front.  "Let's  get  sent  to  the  front  to 
get  a  square  meal";  "there  was  any 
quantity  of  food  at  Vllna  and  Warsaw"; 
"at  the  beginning  people  at  home  sent 
food  to  the  front,  now  men  at  the  front 
send  food  home."  Such  are  some  of  the 
phrases  In  reports.  It  is,  however,  quite 
possible  that  the  German  military  au- 
thorities may  fear  that  sooner  or  later 
there  will  even  be  a  certain  shortage 
at  the  front:  It  is  against  this  that  they 
have  been  providing,  not  only  by  ra- 
tioning the  civil  population,  but  also 
by  promptly  removing  from  the  market 
any  kind  of  food  on  which  there  was  a 
run.  The  military  authorities  have 
done  and  are  doing  everything  in  their 
power  to  force  people  into  taking  their 
food  exclusively  from  the  great  munici- 
pal canteens,  which  receive,  roughly 
speaking,  what  the  army  does  not  want. 


April  Dividends 
As  estimated  by  The  Financial  Post,

PR1  OF  NATIONHOOD 

Soldiers  of  Commonwealth 
Fighting  in  France  Have 
Intense  Corporate  Feeling — 
Understanding  With  British, 


The  following  letter  from  Captain  C. 
E.  W.  Bean,  official  press  representative 
with  the  Imperial  Forces  Jn  France,  has 
been  received  through  the  High  Commis- 
sioner for  Australia. 

British  and  Australians  have  been 
fighting  and  dying  side  by  side  for  a 
year  now;  and  I  have  noticed  quite  de- 
finitely that  old  misconceptions  have 
bjen  melting  like  the  mist  before  the 
morning  sun.  Armies  of  which  the  Aus- 
tralians have  been  members  for  many 
months  have  changed  gradually  from  a 
sort  of  half-suspicion  to  a  warm  appre- 
ciation: as  for  the  Australian — well,  the 
Winter  has  brought  home  to  him  quali- 
ties of  the  British  at  his  side  which, 
but  lor  the  appalling  trials  of  the 
Somme  mud,  he  would  probably  never 
have  appreciated;  and  they  are  the  very 
qualities  which  have  been  the  marvel 
In  the  British  people  from  ancient  times. 

The  average  British  officer  at  the  out- 
set of  this  war,  though  intensely  friend- 
ly to  Australia  and  her  effort,  looked 
upon  that  effort  as  coming  from  some 
section  of  his  own  nation  analogous  to 
Hcotlnnd  or  even  to  Cornwall.  Some 
British  officers  even  now,  quite  genuine- 
ly and  with  a  warm  friendship  In  their 
hearts  for  the  Australian,  think  it  "a 
pity"  that  there  should  be  any  distinc- 
tion In  the  nationhood  between  Aus- 
tralians and  British.  But  whether  it  la 
a  pity  or  not,  it  exists.  The  Australian 
Is  at  least  as  different  from  the  English- 
man as  the  Scotsman  Is.  His  whole  na- 
tion has  been  brought  up  to  think  some 
things  right  which  the  Englishman 
thinks  wrong,  and  some  things  wrong 
which  the  Englishman  thinks  right.  The 
Englishman's  virtues  would  sometimes 
be  a  vice  in  him.  and  some  of  the*  Eng- 
lishman's vices  a  virtue.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  war  and  the  winning  of  it 
there  Is  a  good  deal  of  wise  modification 
on  both  sides. 

But  that  does  not  alter  the  fact  that 
to  understand  the  Australian  you  must 
understand  that  he  is  prouder  of  belong- 
ing to  the  Australian  nation  than  of 
anything  on  earth.  He  is  proud  of 
Britain,  too — of  the  race  and  of  its  high 
honest  purpose  In  the  war.  But  he  does 
not  regard  his  army  here  as  being  so 
many  mere  units  scattered  in  the  British 
Expeditionary  Force.  An  Australian 
unit,  wherever  it  Is  In  the  line,  looks 
upon  Itself  as  part  of  the  Australian 
force  in  France,  fighting  for  the  future 
of  Australia  above  every  other  object. 
The  Australians  have  an  intense  cor- 
porate feeling,  exactly  the  same  confi- 
dence that  a  big  fam.ly  of  brothers  often 
has  In  Itself — they  would  rather  fight 
with  an  Australian  or  New  Zealand  unit 
beside  them  than  alongside  the  most 
famous  troops  In  the  world.  And  I  have 
no  doubt  the  British  and  the  Scots  fsel 
exactly  the  same  way  about  themselves. 

That  la  ons  side  of  the  story.  That 
misunderstanding  Is  waning  fast.  Some 
who  have  known  the  Australians  In 
France  have  come  in  some  cases,  to  my 
personal  knowledge,  to  vslus  Intensely 
some  of  those  very  national  differences 
which  at  first  they  misunderstood  or 
were  suspicious  of. 

Ths  other  side  of  ths  story  Is  that  ths 
Australian  Is  In  some  cases  only  begin- 
ning to  understand  the  British  soldier. 
There  has  been  want  of  appreciation  on 
that  side,  too.  and  comment  has  not  al- 
ways been  fair.  I  can  only  say  that  of 
many  scores  of  such  storlss  related  h/ 
troops  of  every  sort  against  troops  of 
every  sort  which  It  has  been  my  duty 
carefully  to  probe,  there  are  vary  fsw 
la  which  ths  harsh  judgment  was  svsn 
partially  Justified  when  you  knew  all 
the  facts  of  ths  case 

Ws  are  all  in  ths  same  big  fight,  and 
for  the  same  big  ends.  And  If  ws  only 
recognise  what  every  one  of  us  knows* 
to  be  true — that  we  are  different,  aad 
that  svsry  one  has  his  own  peculiar  vir- 
tues—we  shall  be  able  to  come  In  to- 
gether with  very  perfect  understanding. 
now  that  it  looks  as  If  ws  were  turning 
the  straight,"

Board  Accomplished  Gigantic 
Task  in  Remarkably  Short 
Time  and  at  Low  Cost — 
Worth  Already  Proved, 


The  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants 
of  a  country  as  large  as  Canada  Is  a 
task  which,  to  accomplish  once  in  ten 
years,  costs  a  lot  of  money  and  re- 
quires a  specially  equipped  and  per- 
manent department  of  the  public  ser- 
vice working  all  the  time,  says  The 
Montreal  Star.  The  National  Service 
Board,  however,  cheerfully  undertook 
to  conduct  an  enumeration  of  the  effec- 
tive males  of  Canada  and  to  obtain  a 
complete  inventory  of  every  individ- 
ual's  capabilities   and   defects. 

All  that  the  Director-General,  R.  B. 
Bennett,  had  to  commence  with  In  the 
way  of  organization  ond  equipment,  was 
a  clerical  staff  of  four  stenographers,  a 
few  desks  and  chairs  and  a  board  reso- 
lution to  the  effect  that  this  job  was 
to  be  completed  within  four  months  and 
also  within  a  cost  that  made  the  know- 
ing ones  smile.  Tet  this  task  has  now 
been  successfully  accomplished  and  at 
an  expense  far  below  the  original  esti- 
mate. 

Although  the  organization  of  the 
board  itself  was  not  completed  until 
November,  1916,  yet  six  weeks  later 
everything  was  in  readiness  for  mak- 
ing this  great  statistical  effort.  "Na- 
tional Service  Week"  began  on  January 
1,  and  since  that  time  over  80  per  cent 
of  the  effective  manhood  of  Canada  have 
returned  cards.  By  the  end  of  April  It 
Is  expected  that  the  enumeration  will 
be  practically  completed. 

■oms  of  ths  IMJBenltlss. 

Discussing  some  of  the  more  serious 
problems  met  with  In  conducting  the 
campaign,  C.  W.  Peterson,  secretary  of 
the  National  Service  Board,  pointed  out 
that  one  of  the  earliest,  and  indeed  the 
first,  Important  difficulty  was  presented 
by   the  card   Itself. 

"A  card  had  ,to  ne  devised  which 
would  give  us  all  the  essential  Informa- 
tion, but  at  the  same  time  It  had  to  be 
worded  in  such  language  that  the  most 
Illiterate  citizen  could  understand,  with- 
out possibility  of  error,  what  was  re- 
quired of  him,"  said  Mr.  Peterson.  "You 
see  tho  card  was  to  be  the  vehicle  by 
which  the  information  desired  was  to 
be  conveyed  to  us,  and  that  it  should  be 
so  framed  that  It  would  meet  every  need 
was  therefore  fundamental.  Even  when 
a  satisfactory  copy  was  nt  last  obtain- 
ed, it  was  not  finally  accepted  until  it 
had  been  submitted 'to  the  foremost  ex- 
pert opinions  in  the  country." 

The  distribution  of  the  forms  and 
cards  was  a  matter  of  concern.  Dis- 
tributing these  in  a  country  of  Can- 
ada's far-stretching  territories,  and  do- 
ing, it  so  that  each  town,  village  and 
even  hamlet  should  receive  its  proper 
number,  obviously  calls  for  something 
more  than  the  hlt-or-mlss  methods  of 
ordinary  circularising. 

It  speaks  of  the  size  of  this  task 
alone  that  over  20,000  parcels  contain- 
ing cards  were  made  up  and  shipped 
from   the  board's   headquarters. 

Now  began  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant phases  of  the  whole  project,  and 
the  part  which  makes  the  whole  gi- 
gantic task  of  utility  to  the  country 
— that  of  classification.  By  the  sys- 
tem devised  the  effective  manhood  of 
Canada  Is  divided  Into  fourteen  classes, 
according  to  ages,  occupations,  depend- 
ents, physical  defects,  etc.  It  was  a 
corollary  of  the  difficulty  In  devising 
an  efficient  classification  system  that 
those  performing  the  work  must  be 
specially  trained,  and  accordingly  a 
school  of  Instruction  was  started  and 
attended  by  the  viseing  staff  of  150  wo- 
men. Finally  a  staff  trained  up  to  the 
last  Inch  in  mental  efficiency  had  been 
organised,  and  within  four  weeks  after 
the  blank  cards  had  left  ths  Gov- 
ernment >  printing  bureau  ths  big  Job 
of  vlselng  had  begun.  It  Is  an  Inter- 
esting sidelight  on  the  taking, of  this 
Inventory,  and  of  ths  work  entailed, 
that  over  seventy  tons  of  paper  were 
required  for  the  cards  and  ths  envelopes 
alone.    *> 


national'"  groups  to  admit  of  Instant 
reference  when  calls  come  in  for  labor. 
Incidentally,  these  requisitions  are 
referred  to  the  Industrial  branch  and 
here  a  small  army  of  typists  is  to  be 
seen  busily  preparing  lists  for  employ- 
era  requiring  help. 

Stories   of  ths  Cards. 

So  much  for  a  part  of  the  organization 
which  though  scarcely  completed  yet, 
has  already  produced  such  striking  re- 
sults. The  cards  themselves  tell  how 
strongly  the  idea  of  National  Service 
has  caught  on  with  the  people.  They 
are  full  of  human  interest.  Here  is  a 
card  from  a  man  who  Is  paralyzed  in 
both  legs,  but  is  "willing  to  go  any- 
where to  do  necessary  work  for  the 
country."  Here  is  another  from  a  Bel- 
gian who  lost  his  three  sons  In  the 
war,  and  who  writes  deploring  that  he 
is  too  old  to  do  anything  but  pray  for 
"your  country  and  mine,  and  knit  socks 
for  the  soldiers." 

The  women  of  the  country  have  not 
been  one  whit  behind  the  men  in  their 
wish  to  be  of  service.  Here  is  a  widow 
on  the  prairie  who  writes  that  her  hus- 
band and  son  have  both  been  killed, 
but  that  she  is  running  the  farm  her- 
self "In  order  to  do  something  to  help 
in  the  war."  Though  women  are  not 
Included  in  the  registration  scheme,  yet 
many  obtained  cards  and  filled  them  in, 
demanding  opportunity  to  do  "a  man's 
work.'     ' 

Proves  Its  Worth. 

It  so  happens  also  that  the  utility 
of  the  National  Service  Board's  organi- 
sation has  already  been  abundantly 
proved.  During  the  recent  coal  short- 
age, which  threatened  to  tie  up  almost 
the  entire  business  of  the  country.  If 
not  to  occasion  the  deaths  of  hundreds 
of  people  consequent  to  the  severe  wea- 
ther conditions  then  existing,  Sir  Henry 
Drayton,  Chairman  of  the  Railway 
Commission,  asked  the  National  Service 
Board  If  It  could  supply  him  with  the 
names  of  five  hundred  railroad  engi- 
neers, foremen,  conductors,  telegraph- 
ists, switchmen,  etc.  Though  the  card- 
sorting  operations  and  work  of  statis- 
tical compilation  was  at  that  stage  by 
no  means  completed,  yet  within  twenty- 
four  hours  the  desired  information  was 
furnished.  Similarly,  much  valuable 
work  of  the  same  order  has  been  done 
for  the  munitions  plants,  railroads  and 
other  large  and  small  employers 
throughout  the  country. 

In  a  direct  military  sense,  much  food 
work  has  also  been  accomplished  in  pre- 
paring for  the  local  recruiting  author- 
ities lists  of  likely  men  not  engaged 
In  essential  occupations.  When  the 
Royal  Flying  Corps — which  is  being 
raised  and  trained  In  Canada — needed 
three  thousand  mechanics,  the  National 
Service  cards  were  specially  vised,  no 
less  than  twelve  thousand  names  being 
secured  from  the  Ontario  lists  alone. 
The  result  is  that  the  Royal  Flying 
Corps  is  able  to  report  splendid  prog- 
ress in  Us  recruiting. 


ALLIED  FLEETS  TO

The  returning  malt  gives  a  further

ladts.  Expreaaea  the  Opinion  That  War 

Is   Rescfaisg   s  Climes 

Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  Secretary 
for  India,  speaking  at  Norwich  a  few 
weeks  ago,  said  matters  were  reaching 
a  climax,  and  we  had  reason  to  know 
that  ultimate  victory  was  In  our  grasp. 
We  saw  the  enemy  beaten;  we  saw  him 
altering  his  tactics;  we  saw  him  yield- 
ing ground.  We  could  gather  some- 
thing of  what  the  war  had  meant  to 
Germany,  and  what  the  Prussian  lust 
of  power  and  the  desire  to  dominate 
had  cost  the  German  people.  We  saw 
victory  within  our  grip,  but  If  we  saw 
only  that  we  saw  but  half  the  picture. 
We  must  not  slscken  our  efforts  If  we 
were  to  achieve  the  victory  we  wanted; 
on  the  contrary,  we  must  increase  our 
exertions.  The  Government  appealed 
to  the  people  to  do  more  and  more  only 
because  the  knowledge  of  what  was 
necessary  reached  them  first.  The  peo- 
ple would  do  It  of  their  own  accord 
If  to  each  of  them  could  be  brought 
home  the  knowledge  which  rested  with 
ths  Government,  and  which  could  not 
be  spread  broadcast  through  ths  coun- 
try. 

Ths  right  hon.  gentleman  spoke  high- 
ly of  what  India  had  dons,  and  mention- 
ed that  sevsn  times  In  ths  first  eighteen 
months  of  ths  war  there  were 'warlike 
eruptions  on  the  frontier.    The  Germans 
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ths  fact  that  tha  peasantry  and  "villag- 
ers of  ths  Punjab -give  their  assistance 
to  hunt  down  those  men  who  tried  to 
stir  up  trouble.  When  the  story  of  the 
activity  of  the  Germans  In  India,  Af- 
ghanistan and  Arabia  came  to  be  writ- 
ten It  would  be  s  most  Interesting  one, 
but  hs  could  only  say  that  ths  revela- 
tion of  the  activities  of  Germany  In 
America,  with  whom  Germany  was 
friends,  might  give  soma  Idea  of  her 
activities  when  friendship  whs  not  In 
question.  He  resented,  not  for  himself, 
but  •for  the  Government  aad  the  people 
of  India, '  the  aspersions  which  some 
critics  were  Inclined  to  east  upon  ths 
action  of  India.  No  call  had  been  made 
upon  her  that  had  not  been  honorably 
and  willingly  responded  to.

Full  of  enthusiasm  as  ever,  and 
looking  younger  than  when  he  paid  his 
first  visit  to  Montreal,  Sir  Herbert  Tree, 
the  ^greatest  actor-manager  now  on  the 
English-speaking  stage,  returned  to 
Montreal  a  few  days  ago  for  a  farewell 
week,  prior  to  his  departure  for  New 
York  to  produce  "Colonel  Newcomer  af- 
ter which  he  will  sail  for  Great  Britain. 

Sir  Herbert  was  anxious  to  talk  of 
the  international  situation,  the  pros- 
pects of  peace,  the  great  awakening  in 
Russia,  the  nearness  of  Germany  to 
ruin — anything,  in  fact,  rather  than  the 
drama,  says  The  Montreal  Star. 

He  has  played  in  a  good  many  Ameri- 
can cities  sinoe  he  left  Montreal,  has 
met  with  continued  success  —  as  the 
newspapers  have  constantly  recorded — 
and  has  also  found  the  people  of  the 
United  States  in  sympathy  with  his 
views  as  to  America's  duty  in  this  war. 

•  •  e  •  • 

Sir  Herbert  Is  nothing  If  not  courage- 
ous. It  took  some  courage  to  tell  big 
audiences  In  cities  with  a  big  German- 
American  population  that  the  British 
fleet  had  saved  America  from  a  German 
Invasion  and  that  It  was  their  plain 
duty  to  do  all  In  their  power  now  to 
assure  the  overthrow  of  Prussian  mili- 
tarism and  give  freed  Europe  an  op- 
portunity to  rebuild  and  to  develop  in 
peace. 

But  he  did  It — in  more  than  one  city. 
And  he  won  his  audiences,  too.  He  tells 
how  he  has  been  delivering  addresses 
and  speeches  at  various  functions,  both 
in  the  theatre  and  out  of  it,  every  night 
for  weeks  past,  and  he  speaks  enthusi- 
astically of  the  fact  that  the  American 
citizen  Is,  In  the  main,  heart  and  soul 
with  the  Allies. 

"I  do  not  see  how  America  can  stay 
out,"  he  says,  "and  I  feel  that  the 
average  American  does  not  want  to  stay 
out  of  the  war  now.  They  have  got  to 
go  In — that  Is  all.  And  It  will  be  the 
best  thing  for  America  and  for  the  rest 
of  the  world  If  they  do. 

•  •  *  •  • 

"Disarmament  must  come— on  land. 
That  Is,  I  think  beyond  question.  Any 
peace  terms'  must  involve  the  disarma- 
ment of  Germany  and  possibly  the  vol- 
untary diHarmament  of  the  Allied  pow- 
ers. But  their  fleets  can  guarantee  the 
peace  of   the  world. 

"The  fleets  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
Russia  and  the  United  States  would  af- 
ford an  absolute  guarantee  of  world- 
peace.  And  when  the  war  is  over,  what 
a  work  of  upbuilding,  of  development, 
of  healing. 

"The  Russian  revolution  seems  to  me 
the  biggest  thing  of  all.  Compared  to 
it,  the  French  Revolution  pales  Into 
something  almost  slight.  Russia  freed 
—  the  Imagination  can  hardly  grasp 
what  this  means  —  what  It  will  mean, 
not  only  to  Russians,  hut  to  the  entire 
world.  For  Russia  Is  bound  today  to 
become  a  world-power  of  the  first  mag- 
nitude Intellectually.  Nothing  can  stop 
her. 

"Remember,  In  Russia  all  Is  virgin 
soil — ths  minds  of  the  people,  the  incal- 
culable riches  and  resources  of  this 
colossal  empire;  and  now  It  will  be  de- 
veloped under  a  free  government.

"Speaking  In  Wsshington  -a  little 
while  ago,  I  said  that  I  believed  the 
next  step  of  the  Kaiser  would  be  to  tell 
his  people  that,  though  Germany  was 
now  at  the  apex  of  success,  though 
victory  was  within  sight,  yet.  when  he 
stood  on  the  mountain  height  of  tri- 
umph and  saw  ths  terrible  sacrlflcs  of 
l|fe  and  ths  rivers  of  blood  flowing  In 
the  death-laden  valleys  below,  hs  felt 
that  It  was  In  the  Interests  of  human- 
ity that  hs  Should  give  up  his  throne, 
and  let  the  people  of  Germany  decide.

It  must  go,  for 
the  peace  of  ths  world.  It  mast  go,  be- 
cause with  Its  destruction  the  nations 
will  breathe  freely  once  more,  and  the 
great  cause  of  humanity  will  go  for- 
ward  In   tta   march    towards   the   Ideal."

APPROACHING  DISASTER 


Evidence  Supplied  by  Captured  Men  and  Their 
Letters,  While  It  Does  Not  Confirm  the  Ex- 
treme Views  of  Teutonic  Exhaustion, 
Show  a  Declining  Moral. 


Mr.  P.  A.  McKenale.  with  the  British 
army  In  the  field,  has  ths  following  ar- 
ticle In  a  recent  Issue  of  The  London 
Dally  Mall: 

The  German  prisoner,  In  his  muddy 
blue-grey  uniform,  with  ths  fear  of 
death  scarce  out  of  his  eyes,  was  wolf- 
ishly  devouring  the  regulation  meal  of 
-bully''  and  biscuits. 

"Good,"  he  said  with  a  satisfied  air 
when  the  last  crumb  had  gone;  "very 
good.  We  don't  have  food  like  that  on 
our  side." 

He  was  one  of  the  many  hundred  pri- 
soners who  have  been  captured  by  the 
British  in  the  raids  of  the  past  few 
weeks.  These  men  have  all  been  <xam- 
ined  and  their  condition  studied.  What 
can  be  learned  from  them  of  the  state 
of  the  German  army  and  of  Germany  It- 
selfT 

Look  at  the  men.  Naturally  they  ar- 
rive In  our  lines  muddy,  dishevelled  and 
often  with  faces  showing  mlrgled  mis- 
apprehension and  relief.  They  do  not 
look  very  attractive  objects,  but  can 
you  expect  It  from  men  living  for  days 
or  weeks  amid  appalling  mud,  and  then, 
after  terrific  shell  fire,  taken  captive  by 
a  yelling  crowd  of  khaki-clad  soldiers 
who — with  bomb  and  bayonet — rushed 
the  trenches  almost  before  Friti  knew 
they  were  there? 

The  men  here  come  mostly  from  Ba- 
varia and  East  Prussia.  Of  these  the 
Bavarians  are  the  better  fighters.  The 
East  Prussian  regiments  include  many 
German  Poles  and  a  considerable  pro- 
portion  of    wastrels. 

They  generally  seem  sufficiently,  al- 
though not  over-abundantly,  fed.  Last 
December  deserters  arriving  in  our 
lines  told  appalling  tales  of  starvation. 
One  Pole  declared  that  his  company 
had  had  nothing  but  Jam,  bread  and  tea 
for  weeks.  No  one  says  this  now.  On 
the  contrary,  they  talk  of  a  decided  Im- 
provement in  their  rations  recently.  To- 
day the  usual  meals  in  many  of  the 
German  companies  are  coffee  and  bread 
for  breakfast,  a  sloppy  meat  dish,  half 
soup,  half  stew,  for  dinner,  and  coffee 
and  bread  for  tea.  Jam  is  often  issued 
as  well,  and  there  Is  a  small  supply 
of  artificial  butter  tasting  like  cart- 
grease.  Tea  is  more  and  more  used -as 
a  substitute  for  coffee.  When  the  fight- 
ing is  strenuous  the  food  is  Increased. 
When  in  reserve  or  on  a  quiet  part  of 
the  line  It  is  reduced.  But  there  is  gen- 
eral agreement  among  the  prisoners 
that    the    food   lately    has   improved. 

What  of  the  physique  of  the  men? 
Some  companies  are  almost  Incredibly 
low*,  others  are  very  good,  while  most 
are  mixed.  Three  prisoners  brought  In 
recently  from  one  sector  formed  the 
most  extraordinary  trio  that  could  be 
imagined.  They  were  little  more  than 
dwarfs,  only  two  or  three  inches  over 
five  feet  high.  One  had  lost  his  right 
eye  and  had  to  shoot  from  his  left 
shoulder.  The  second  was  half-witted 
and  had  not  been  called  to  serve  until  he 
was  thirty-two.  The  third  was  a  young 
degenerate.  They  said  that  thetr's  was 
a  specially  short  company.  Yet  It  had 
been  placed  In  the  front  line  to  hold  a 
part  of  an  Important  position. 
Tall    Prussian    Guards 

You  might  conclude  from  this  that 
the  German  army  Is  very  low  down. 
Yet  a  few  days  later  we  captured  an- 
other three  prisoners.  These  were  so 
tall  that  they  made  the  Canadian  who 
escorted  them  in,  himself  over  six  feet 
high,  look  small.  They  came  from  a 
regiment  of  the  Prussian  Guard  Re- 
serve, recently  transferred  from  the 
Russian  front  to  the  west.  It  Is  a  very 
smart  body.  When  the  lines  were  raid- 
ed at  3  a.m.  the  Guards  were  already 
shaved.  They  fought  like  demons.  But 
their  fighting  strength  did  not  save 
them  or  their  dugouts  from  the  Cana- 
dians. 

Many  of  the  Germans  are  a  mixed 
crowd.  The  worst  companies  arc  being 
used  as  cannon  fodder,  to  hold  the  lines 
wliile  the  preparations  for  the  Spring 
offensive  are  being  carefully  made  by 
picked  troops  behind.  But  we  can  cay 
that  we  find  an  Increasing  number  of 
young.  Immature,  small-limbed  lads 
among  the  prisoners,  quite  unfitted  for 
Winter  war. 

Clothing  is  markedly  worse  than  it 
was.  Some  men  have  no  underclothing 
at  all,  not  even  a  shirt.  Others  have 
very  poor  cotton  wear.  Wool  Is  marked- 
ly absent,  except  in  socks.  The  Germans 
are  wearing  a  new  artificial  wool  made 
from  wood  fibre,  but  apparently  neither 
the  soldiers  nor  the  people  at  home  like 
It.  There  ere  constant  complaints  from 
wives  in  letters  found  on  the  men  about 
the  scarcity  and  poorness  of  clothing 
material  of  every  kind.  They  frequent- 
ly ask  the  men  to  send  home  their  old 
socks,  however  old  snd  worn  out.  Every 
thread  of  wool  Is  precious. 

The  Bavarian  prisoners  grumble  open- 
ly about  the  Kaiser,  and  about  ths  folly 
of  Germany  in  plunging  them  into  this 
war.  "If  Prussia  loses  this  war  we  will 
leave  her  and  become  an  Independent 
kingdom  again,"  they  say.  "If  the 
King  of  Bavaria  had  been  German  Em- 
peror there  would  have  been  no  war 
with  England,"  Is  another  common  re- 
mark. "Wouldn't  It  be  rather  mean  to 
leave  your  pal  In  a  hole?"  one  young 
English  officer  suggested  to  a  Bavarian 
who  was  preaching  separation.  "We 
couldn't  stay,  because  there  will  be  such 
heavy  taxes  to  psy  If  ws  lose  the  wsr 
that  they  would  ruin  us,"  the  man  re- 
plied. When  it  was  suggested  to  him 
that  Bavaria  would  have  to  pay  her 
share  whether  she  separated  from  Prus- 
sia or  not.  he  scratched  his  head  per- 
plexedly. Such  things  wsrs  beyond  s 
plain  peasant  soldier. 


The  letters  from  home  found  on  the 
prisoners  deal  largely  with  food  condi- 
tions In  Germany.  They  do  not  wholly 
bear  out  the  extremely  favorable  re- 
ports of  German  conditions,  now  circu- 
lating In  England.  They  ehosr  want, 
but  not  starvation  In  ths  towns.  Rom* 
towns  suffer  more  than  others,  and  all 
are  feeling  ths  pinch.  In  ths  country, 
however,  things  are  not  nearly  so  bad, 
for  ths  rural  population  ceo  supplement 
their  rations  In  many  wsya  There  l« 
shortage  of  many  customary  things  end 
sbsecce  of  some;  anxious,  worrying 
days,  but  again.  I  rspsat.  so  far  as  the 
letters  show,  no  general  starvation. 

Many  of  the  wrttsrs  openly  long  for 
peace,  hot,  again,  there  Is  little  Is  ths 
letters  to  suggest  despair  or  consclows- 
ness  of  probable  defeat.  Late  last  year, 
shea  ths  German  Chancellor  suggested 
peece  negotiations,  ths  letters  wsrs  fall 
of  expressions  of  rejeietng.  "Thank 
God.  our  Illustrious  Kalssr  la  at  hast 
shout  to  give  the  world 
common    sentiment.      That 

asm  the  most   mceat  letVsrs 


claim  confidence  In  the  submarines  The 
weapon,  they  say.  has  at  last  been  found 
that  will  beat  the  Bnglander!  It  Is  al- 
ways the  Englar.der  who  looms  In  the 
letters  as  the  great  foe. 

It  may  be.  of  course,  that  ths  people 
at  home  In  Germany  conceal  their  worst 
conditlona  from  their  soldier  relatives 
or  ere  afraid  to  reveal  them.  That  Is  a 
point  on  which  I  express  no  opinion. 

Esrller  In  the  War  German  soldiers. 
when  taken  prisoners,  were  often  sul- 
len and  reaentfnl.  showing  an  Intense 
sense  of  conscious  superiority  over  tha 
enemy.  Then  the  talk  was  all  domin- 
ated by  the  strain  of  "Deutschland  uber 
Alles."     Here   the  change  Is  striking. 

The  talk  of  Germany  dominating  the 
world  has  gone.  Germany,  they  de- 
clare, la  now  defending  herself  against 
those  who  would  destroy  hsr.  The  one 
wish  of  most  of  the  men  is  to  return 
home  snd  to  hear  nb  more  of  war.  They 
speak  almost  with  awe  and  terror  of 
the  effect  of  the  British  artillery  fire, 
of  how  It  searches  their  lines,  smashes 
their  trenchee.  explodes  their  ammuni- 
tion dumps  and  causes  them  constant 
easualtlee.  One  man  incidentally  stated 
that  his  company  commander  visits  the 
lines  once  In  three  weeks.  The  Brltltdi 
CO.  lives  In  s  dugout  among  his  men. 

The  evidence  supplied  by  the  German 
prisoners  and  their  letters,  while  It  does 
not  confirm  the  extreme  views  of  Ger- 
man exhaustion,  does  show  declining 
morale,  a  deadened  enthusiasm,  ap- 
proaching Internal  divisions  and  the 
dread  of  coming  disaster. 


Prof,  Adam  Shortt  Deals  With 
Economic  Effects  of  War  in 
Address  to  Winnipeg  Cana- 
dian Club, 


With  proper  handling  and  adequate 
investigation  Canada  should  suffer  less 
than  most  countries  from  the  inevit- 
able reaction  following  ths  war,  and 
should  recover  most  rapidly  its  lost 
capital,  according  to  Adam  Shortt,  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  of  Ottawa,  ad- 
dressing the  Canadian  Club  at  Winni- 
peg a  few  days  ago. 

Mr.  Shortt,  dealing  with  the  econ- 
omlc  effects  of  war.  treating  it  front 
Its  present  and  after-war  effects,  said 
the  present  effect  was  great  prosper- 
ity end  all  the  symptoms  of  a  splen- 
did economic  situation,  a  great  de- 
velopment of  capital  at  high  rates  ot 
interest,  a  greet  demand  for  all  goods 
connected  with  war,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. This  demsnd  meant  high  profits, 
high  wages  and  high  prices,  that  is, 
while  the  demand  lasted.  At  first  sight. 
It  would  appear  that  It  would  effect 
those  things  directly  connected  with  ths 
war,  but  higher  wages  and  higher  pro- 
fits meant  more  spending  power  on  lux- 
uries and  other  things,  and  consequent- 
ly the  boom— for  boom  It  a  as — became 
general.  The  fact,  therefore,  that  the 
country  was  sacrificing  immense  quan- 
tities of  wealth,  was  for  the  tlms  being 
entirely  obscured  by  the  apparent  pros- 
perity. 

The  situation  was  exactly  the  same 
during  any  great  boom,  and  while  sny 
big  enterprise  was  going  on  it  did  not 
matter  whether  the  enterprise  waa  go- 
Ing  to  be  remunerative  or  not.  The 
economic  effect  of  whether  the  project 
was  going  to  be  a  paving  ons  or  not 
was  precisely  the  same  In  both  cases, 
and  that  was  what  obscured  the  differ- 
ence In  profitable  and  unprofitable,  in 
the  Investment  of  wealth. 

War  expenditure,  said  the  speaker, 
represented  an  entirely  unprofitable  ex- 
penditure of  wealth.  What  Is  usually 
meant  was  a  necessary  sacrifice  of 
wealth  to  prevent  greater  evil. 

Now  that  they  had  ths  secondary  or 
alternative  consequences  of  War 
which  meant  ssvsrs  economic  depres- 
sion. When  the  war  was  over  and  the 
expenditure  on  It  ceased,  all  the  pros- 
perity due  to  that  sxpendlturs  would 
come  to  an  end,  and  the  question  wss 
how  wss  thst  "for  the  time  being  lost 
ospital"  to  be  recovered.  It  could,  ho 
said,  be  recoverable  by  farther  produc- 
tion and  saving,  bat  under  three 
handicaps  fl)  Tbs  necessity  to  meet 
the  Interest  on  ths  enormous  capital 
expenditure;  (I)  ths  Impairing  of  the 
personal  rssourcss  of  ths  nation  In 
ths  destruction  of  so  many  valuable 
lives  and  ths  Incapacitating  of  many 
mors:  (I)  ths  building  up  of  a  crest 
pension  list  to  support  ths  Injured 
men  and  the  wives  and  families  of 
those  lost.

The  situation  could  not  be  dodged  and 
must  be  properly  faced,  said  Mr. 
Shortt.  The  necessity  was  thersfore 
apparent  of  cutting  out  all  superfluous 
expendlturs  and  ths  production  of  same 
snd  concentrating  snd  producing  real 
capital  to  hs  derived  by  the  most  eco- 
nomic asee  of  ths  natural  resources  of 
ths  country.  Those  countries  that  wsrs 
likely  to  auffer  moat,  would  be  those 
given  up  to  highly  specialized  goods  In 
ths  form  of  luxuries,  and  which  could 
he  easily  dispensed  with  In  such  times 
of  stress,  while  those  In  ths  best  posi- 
tion would  be  thus  making  the  best  uss 
of  their  economic  activities,  especially 
those  connected  with  ths  necessaries 
of  life  sad  the  mors  Indlspensabls  pro- 
ducts of  Industry  and  commerce 

The  end  of  the  war.  said  ths  speak -r, 
would  eolncldentally  involve  a  consider- 
sW«  redaction  In  the  rate  of  wages  end 
rates  of  profit,  otherwise  It  would  prevo 
an  attractive  country  In  which  to  sell 
foreign  goods  snd  a  vary  unattractive 
country  In  which  to  purchase  gee  is  for 
•xport. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Short t  said  that 
tbs  whale  object  of  his  presentation 
was  to  try  aad  Induce  Canadians  la 
take  a  more  long-aided  view  .of  tha 
consequences  of  ths  war  from  sa  eco- 
nomic standpoint,  and  It  would  he 
then  found  that  while  there  was  less 
for  thoughtless  optimism  at 
time    there    would   also   ha
